Hi Hector, 


Here are some updates from our recent efforts at Echo Park Lake. 


Since your request, we have made four visits to Echo Park Lake. This includes two visits today, one in the morning and 
one in the afternoon to make sure we physically spoke with as many individuals staying in the park as possible. Last week 
we spoke with 27 individuals. This morning we spoke with 11 individuals, and this afternoon a different team spoke with 
19 individuals. 


All individuals were inf ormed of the service day operation scheduled for tomorrow. Food and water was distributed. 
Shelter options were discussed, with a focus on Winter Shelters for immediate placements and options for longer-term 
interim housing options. 


We learned last week that one of our clients from Echo Park just moved out of Los Angeles to stay with family members. 
We were processing a family reunification request for this individual, but her family stepped up and paid for this move 
before we completed the LAHSA process. 


We have eleven clients in the park that our teams have engaged and have history of actively supporting their housing plans. 
However, as we informed folks about the planned service day operations, we did encounter barriers to engagement. Many 




individuals declined to discuss interim housing referrals or other services with us. Several individuals stated that they 
were aware of the operation planned for tomorrow, expressed frustration at our participation in the notification, and 
showed skepticism about our intents and motives to connect them with services. 


I am adding ©Jeffrey Proctor to answer your question about how frequently the bed availability link is updated. 


We will have our CARE13 team there to support tomorrow’s operation, but I have been unable to identify a second team 
that is available to join them. I might be able to send a second team later in the morning tomorrow.

We are less versed on MC 63.44 and I have not provided any specific trainings to my staff on these rales. The City 
provided a PDF today of a flyer we can use in parks which is very helpful. 


For tomorrow’s clean up, I have asked the team to inform folks that there will be a clean up taking place, that all 
personal property will need to be removed from the park before the clean up commences, that any property remaining in 
the park on Friday will be removed, that storage of personal property and overnight camping in City parks is never 
allowed, that we do not know how or if the City will enforce that, but to anticipate that this is likely to be enforced after 
Friday’s operation. 


After they co mm unicate the above message, the teams would then go into discussions about the types of interim housing 
and other resources to which we can comiect folks.

Dear Mr. O’ Farrell, 


We, the unhoused residents of Echo Park Lake, are coming to you as your constituents, and fellow human 
beings to express our fear, grief, and anger in regards to the severe harassment and persecution we have felt 
at the hands of law enforcement and city employees over the past three months. We have built a community at 
this lake that is now made up of more than 60 people, and we are facing the threat of eviction and being 
displaced from our community, the family we have built here every single day, and we are devastated. 


We are appealing to you today because we are hoping that as our council member, you will stand by us and 
work WITH us to develop a solution. We need you to hear us, and we would like to share our stories with you. 
We care about this lake, we want to HELP keep it clean — the fact that we do not have homes does not mean 
that we are dirty, dangerous, drug users, or unemployed (many of us have lived and worked in CD13 for over a 
decade). We hope you understand what this lake means to us— this has become our home in what is one of 
tie darkest times of most of our lives. Having camaraderie and connection to those who care about us {which 
is what we have here) is an integral part of our future success. 


We did not end up unhoused by choice, nor do we desire to stay on the streets forever. At this point there is no 
viable option for shelter within, or near CD13 for all of us. Many of us have tried to enter the shelter system 
elsewhere, and do not feel safe or comfortable returning to those places. Many of us have section 8 vouchers, 
many of us are on 2-3 year long waiting lists for programs that would lead to permanent supportive housing. 

But what we need and what we desire is to create a solution within this city council district, our home. 

Mr. O’Farrell, we understand your job is difficult. We understand that a small amount of housed residents in our 
area and some park goers have lodged complaints against us — largely because they do not know us 
personally, and do not understand our situation. We hope you can be our champion in pioneering a solution. 






We would like to present a motion that would allow us to remain in the park until we are able to find stable, 
permanent supportive housing. Before you answer, or take any action against us, please come and meet our 
community and discuss this matter with us first 

If we are allowed to stay at Echo Park Lake, we would like to establish a community contract with you, and our 
housed neighbors in regard to our residency in the park. 

On our end, we pledge to: 


1. Keep the park clean. We would be happy to help the rangers in maintaining the beauty of this space, 
we will be drafting a proposed residential volunteer job summary {i.e. trash collection, gardening, 
sweeping, beautification projects, maintenance, bathroom cleaning etc.) that we would each agree to be 
a part of to ensure that our residency does not detract from the beauty of the park 


2. Be respectful to our neighbors and community 


3. We will be compliant with cleanups that are in line with the demands of the Services Not Sweeps 
coalition. 


In return for being able to stay at Echo Park lake until we each have a housing plan in place, we ask that 
neighbors, law enforcement, park employees and park goers do the following: 


1. Not gawk at us and film us as if we were in a freak show 


2. Not pollute our living space or the environment of the park 


3. Not harass and criminalize us, but accept us as members of the community 


4. Not intimidate us with late night police raids 


5. No more frequent and unpredictable “clean ups” 


As it stands, we are being told that if we do not vacate this park by this evening each of us will be cited. We do 
not wish to be unlawful, nor can we afford the fines that would be issued to us. We hope to come to a more 
holistic solution or agree to have longer discussion about this before that takes place. We hope to hear from 



you soon.

Gov. Gavin Newsom urged a bankruptcy court judge to reject PG&E’s financing plan for exiting 
(bankruptcy, even as the troubled utility took a big step toward settling its largest outstanding debt. 

Newsom contends the company’s plan leaves it with too much debt, which would impede it as it tries to 
improve the system's safety. In a filing in U.S. Bankruptcy Court in San Francisco, Newsom’s lawyers 
(wrote: 

• “Given the Debtors continue to refuse to implement the changes to the Debtors’ Plan necessary 
to effect the required transformation and satisfy AB 1054, the Governor is pursuing strategies to 
protect California's interests through further intervention, including a state takeover of the Utility.” 

(PG&E countered that it remains engaged with the administration: 

• “While PG&E has made substantial progress in resolving victim claims and restructuring our 
finances, additional changes to the plan are forthcoming.” 

Remind me: The governor last month rejected PG&E’s proposed reorganization plan and demanded the 
company oust its board and replace it with a majority of Californians, including experts on utility safety. 
Newsom also wanted a provision that its operating license be transferred “to the state or a third-party 
when circumstances warrant.” 

(Meanwhile: PG&E reached a settlement with hedge funds that hold billions in the utility's corporate 
(bonds. The funds had been trying to seize control of PG&E. 

ilfiba Sacmme^to^Bes : “Details of the settlement were unclear Wednesday, but PG&E said in a press 
release that ratepayers will save about $1 billion through the compromise.”

Goldblum made the trip on behalf of the ocean-advocacy group Oceana , and touted Assemb l y Bil l 1030 
by Assemblywoman Lorena Gonzalez of San Diego and Senate Bill 54 by Sen. Ben Allen of Santa 
Monica. 

The identical bills aim to cut 75% of the waste from single-use packaging and products like forks and 
stirrers by Jan. 1,2030. 

.The bills sta ll ed i n the Le e I si a Or e last September. Goldblum delivered a letter that he and six others 











signed urging lawmakers to approve the measures this year, though that is far from certain. The measures 
are complicated, and the lobby against them is intense. 

Goldblum hammed it up, demonstrating two metal alternatives to plastic straws, which are already 
restricted at sitdown restaurants . One had a wide opening for thicker drinks, and one was a standard, thin 
straw, each for different beverages, he explained. 

* “Thick, thick slurpy smoothie. Thinner, more liquidy water, or lemonade. Pulpy orange juice. You 
can go on from there.” 

* “This is the last straw you'll need to have for the rest of your days. Well that’s good. Can you 
imagine all those straws?” 

Goldblum said he had always been passionate about nature: 

* “I can hold my head up. I named our first baby Charlie Ocean. The second one is named River 
Joe.”

Hi Hector, 


Here are some updates from our recent efforts at Echo Park Lake. 


Since your request, we have made four visits to Echo Park Lake. This includes two visits today, one in the morning and 
one in the afternoon to make sure we physically spoke with as many individuals staying in the park as possible. Last week 
we spoke with 27 individuals. This morning we spoke with 11 individuals, and this afternoon a different team spoke with 
19 individuals. 


All individuals were informed of the service day operation scheduled for tomorrow. Food and water was distributed. 
Shelter options were discussed, with a focus on Winter Shelters for immediate placements and options for longer-term 
interim housing options. 


We learned last vreek that one of our clients from Echo Park just moved out of Los .Angeles to stay ^vitb family members. 
We were processing a f am ily reunification request for this individual, but her family stepped up and paid for this move 
before we completed the LAHSA process. 




We have eleven clients in the park that our teams have engaged and have history of actively supporting their housing plans. 
However, as we informed folks about the planned service day operations, we did encounter barriers to engagement. Many 
individuals declined to discuss interim housing referrals or other services with us. Several individuals stated that they 
were aware of the operation planned for tomorrow, expressed frustration at our participation in die notification, and 
showed skepticism about our intents and motives to connect them with services. 


I am adding JoUeffrey Proctor to answer your question about how frequently the bed availability link is updated. 


We will have our CARE 13 team there to support tomorrow's operation, but I have been unable to identify a second team 
that is available to join them. I might be able to send a second team later in the morning tomorrow.

I had written and called months ago and over a year ago to plead with our city to put some regulations on developers. 
My building was purchase by ABS Development Company owned by Samir Srivastara in Hollywood, CA in Ferbruary 
2018. Immediately they did things to quickly try to get us out, lied to us multiple times, and made false accusations 
against us to get us out faster. We had a rent control building including a beautiful nature oasis with 36 trees on the 
grounds, some over 100 years old, I had lived there for 10 yrs, some of my neighbors for over 25yrs. We tried to notify 
the city about what unethical extremes they were trying, to little avail except they did have to give some of us extra time 
and the money they should have offered in the first place. From 2018 til they kicked us out, they didn't fix anything 
including night lights and the gate which made it dangerous. We all continued to pay rent and they did nothing but make 
it harder and harder to feel safe there. Four of us tenants had our apartments broken into and were robbed. We called 
the police multiple times, the city, but ABS was never held accountable for anything. One of the tenants was kicked out 
so quickly, he ended up being homeless for over 11/2 years. If you really care about the homeless, you need to start at 
one of the main sources, greedy developers that are destroying rent control buildings. 

Throughout I tried to save the 36 beautiful trees and the wonderful wildlife we were so lucky to have living there right in 
the city. Out little oasis was surrounded by concrete slabs like Home Depot. Two trees of which were California 
"protected” trees. Multiple birds, possums, raccoons, etc called 5645 Fernwood Ave 90028 home. I called and emailed 
multiple numbers and organizations including your office to get protection, hitting brick wails. Finally our councilman in 
your office told me that he would watch carefully and make sure ABS was monitored. I was still very worried but 
thought at least some trees and wildlife would be saved. 

Today our once beautiful nature oasts that was an affordable home for many of us hard working residents struggling to 
survive here in LA, is an ugly slab of basically gravel. They cut EVERY single tree down except 1 small one which they 
probably will cut soon. It is an ugly pit. There were beautiful old trees there, "protected” trees, and wildlife that were I’m 
sure all killed by the falling of their homes in the trees and/or having nothing but concrete to try to live on. This self 
serving developer who could easily have treated us much more fairly, saved many trees, and wildlife created instead a 
place at 5645 Fernwood that echos greed , ugliness, and death. 

Why aren't trees protected in Los Angeles?!?! We need all the trees we can get in this dirty exhaust filled city. Why 
don't the wildlife who have called these disappearing plots of nature their homes have any rights? Why don't developers 
have harder laws and restrictions they need to pass? And, why do you say that you are concerned about homeless, 
when that is not what I see from my first hand perspective. If you don't go after the rich developers even if they might 
donate to your campaign, don't preach that you care about homeless, affordable housing, or the natural beauty of LA. 

Extra note, last week on Camerford in HW another plot with beautiful trees plowed down and nothing but dirt and 
more echos of beauty and wildlife that once was, 

I'm so sad to have to write this. But I hope you will decide to put hardworking people of LA before often unfortuneately 
greedy developers and before it is too late, create laws to save nature and wildlife that lived here long before most of 
us.

Hi Chief Arcus, 

I Hope all is well. I wanted to touch base with you on the problems at Echo Park this past Friday. The homeless population 
that we have been experiencing on the northwest comer of the park is not the typical type of situation that we are 
experiencing in other areas of the city, where we normally get compliance for clean ups. This particular group is being 
backed by Street Watch L.A., and their attorneys who are trying to capitalize from the City of L.A. through civil litigation. 
Our partners at the The City Attorney's Office are clearly aware of the motive. 

Among (his so called homeless group, to include about 15 individuals, are daily drug users, selling narcotics, drinking 
alcohol in the park and many other associated issues that have been bringing havoc to the park every day. One of the 
individuals in this group, which was confirmed today, is wanted by the U.S. Marshals for numerous counts of child 
pronography. Our Rangers were in the park today looking for him. The area in question has been the subj cct of daily 
complaints from the surrounding co mm unities. We have documentation and photographs sent to us from the co mmunit ies 
and our park staff to support first-eye accounts of the problems occurring there daily from these same people mentioned 
above. 

Because of these people, the park has been vandalized, electri cal boxes and wires have been tapped into, causing unsafe 
conditions for the good folks t h at would like to use the park. 

The clean up we had on Friday was a scheduled clean up, performed every two weeks or so by our BiiD Team (Bulky 
Removal Team). It is unfortunate (hat the attorneys for these people and (lie media portray this small group as "poor 
homeless individuals." This is far from the truth. Among diem are criminals and drug users that have come from other 
adjacent states. These people have a similar mentality witnessed during the Occupy L.A. disruption. 

The demand from these folks is that we stop all enforcement in the park and the periodic clean-ups cease as well. This 
demand is something that we can't agree to do. We have to address park clean ups and the criminal element same as we do 
at all parks. 

Chief Arcos, I just wanted to explain to you personally what we have been dealing with for a few weeks now. 

Thank you so much to the LAPD for all the support provided to us on a daily basis.

Here are some updates from our recent efforts at Echo Park Lake. 


Since your request, we have made four visits to Echo Park Lake. This includes two visits today, one in the morning and 
one in the afternoon to make sure we physically spoke with as many individuals staying in (lie park as possible. Last week 
we spoke with 27 individuals. This morning we spoke with 11 individuals, and this afternoon a different team spoke with 
19 individuals. 


All individuals were informed of the service day operation scheduled for tomorrow. Food and water was distributed. 
Shelter options were discussed, with a focus on Winter Shelters for immediate placements and options for longer-term 
interim housing options. 


We learned last week that one of our clients from Echo Park just moved out of Los Angeles to stay with family members. 
We were processing a family reunification request for this individual, but her f amil y stepped up and paid for this move 
before we completed the LAHSA process. 


We have eleven clients in die park that our teams have engaged and have history of actively supporting their housing plans. 
However, as we informed folks about the planned service day operations, we did encounter barriers to engagement. Many 
individuals declined to discuss interim housing referrals or other services with us. Several individuals stated diat they 
were aware of the operation planned for tomorrow, expressed frustration at our participation in die notification, and 
showed skepticism about our intents and motives to comiect them with services. 


I am adding ©Jeffrey Proctor to answer your question about how frequently the bed availability link is updated. 


We will have our CARED team there to support tomorrow’s operation, but I have been unable to identify a second team 
that is available to join them. I might be able to send a second team later in the morning tomorrow.

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Hi Chief Arcos, 

I Hope all is well. I wanted to touch base with you on the problems at Echo Park this past Friday. The 
homeless population that we have been experiencing on the northwest comer of the 
park is not the typical type of situation that we are experiencing in other areas of the 
city, where we normally get compliance for clean ups. This particular group is 
being backed by Street Watch L.A., and their attorneys who are trying to capitalize 
from the City of L.A. through civil litigation. Our partners at the The City Attorney's 
Office are clearly aware of the motive. 

Among this so called homeless group, to include about 15 individuals, are daily drug users, selling 

narcotics, drinking alcohol in the park and many other associated issues that have 
been bringing havoc to the park every day. One of the individuals in this group, 
which was confirmed today, is wanted by the U.S. Marshals for numerous counts of 
child pronography. Our Rangers were in the park today looking for him. The area 
in question has been the subject of daily complaints from the surrounding 
communities. We have documentation and photographs sent to us from the 
communities and our park staff to support first-eye accounts of the problems 
occurring there daily from these same people mentioned above. 

Because of these people, the park has been vandalized, electrical boxes and wires have been tapped into, 
causing unsafe conditions for the good folks that would like to use the park. 

The clean up we had on Friday was a scheduled clean up, performed every two weeks or so by our BiiD 
Team (Bulky Removal Team). It is unfortunate that the attorneys for these people 
and the media portray this small group as "poor homeless individuals." This is far 
from the truth. Among them are c rim inals and drug users that have come from other 
adjacent states. These people have a similar mentality witnessed during the Occupy 
L.A. disruption. 

The demand from these folks is that we stop all enforcement in the park and (lie periodic clean-ups cease 
as well. This demand is something that we can't agree to do. We have to address 
park clean ups and the criminal element same as we do at all parks. 

Chief Arcos, I just wanted to explain to you personally what we have been dealing with for a few weeks 
now. 

Thank you so much to the LAPD for ail the support provided to us on a daily basis.

In addition to park maintenance staff, there will be a CARE team made up of 
personnel from the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority and LA Sanitation and Environment to assist with outreach 
and removal of hazardous material. The City will require all personal belongings to be outside of the service area while the 
maintenance operations are underway. 

"All City parks must be kept clean, safe, and accessible for people of all ages and income levels," said Counciimember 
O'Farrell. "People who are experiencing homelessness at Echo Park Lake will continue to be offered services while we work 
on securing temporary indoor shelter and ultimately permanent housing."

This week, .n the early hours before sunrise and long after sunset, Californians gathered 
to take action against homelessness in their communities. January marks the Point-in- 
Time count—a moment in time when volunteers go out on foot or by car to countour 
unhoused neighbors. 

' Statewide; PATH helped across the 140 cities we serve. . 



In San Diego County, Governor Gavin Newsom, Senate President Pro Tempore Toni 
Atkins, and California Volunteers walked downtown’s streets to count people who are 
homeless. They then visited PATH and made breakfast for the residents who call our 
interim housing a temporary home. Serving and engaging with their unhoused 


constituents, they showed their dedication to homelessness as they expand affordable 
housing and supportive service opportunities statewide. 



In Los Angeles County, the PATH Metro VjllasTown Square served as one of many 
headquarters for the Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, like we've done annually for 
many years. Hundreds of PATH’S leadership, staff, and neighbors set off across the 
County—from LAX and West LA to Long Beach and downtown—to show our community 
that we will not accept a future where individuals and families suffer in poverty. 

Next week. PATH will join the pn-the-grqund efforts in Santa Barbara County, where we 
continue to see our unhoused neighbors:outpace housing availability. In Santa Clara 
County, which conducted a 2019 biennial count, we are building affordable housing with 
wraparound supportive services to work toward a 2021 decline. 



Homelessness is an everyday reality that affects all our lives—housed or unhoused 
When we maneuver around a Veteran’s encampment on the pavement When we drive by 
a mother with tired eyes, holding a tattered sign that tells us her children are hungry and 
scared. And when we see our own family members and Mends struggle with issues that 
lead toward homelessness’ cycle. 

But every day, l am encouraged when I walk into PATH and see our street outreach 
workers providing our neighbors with support and helping them access our programs. 

When PATH’S housing specialists are taking landlords through the steps of opening their 
apartments to our clients. When our real estate managers are examining the blueprints of 
California’s soon-to-be new affordable housing communities. And when our case 
managers are giving parents and children the keys to homes of their own. 

So while homelessness is indeed an everyday reality that affects all our lives, the Point-in- 
Time count reminds me that it’s a reality we can change. There are challenges and it 
will take time but—if we all band together as we do each January—we can give 
everyone a path to make it home Thank you to all of you, our dedicated supporters, for 
your personal investments of time, dollars, and will. It will take a village, but we will get it r

‘Wealth test’ for immigrants 

^California has the largest immigrant population in the country. 

A split Supreme Court opened the way Monday for the Trump administration to implement a new “wealth 
test' that wh allow federal officia.s to deny residency to immigrants who have used or might need public 
assistance. 

Partisan divide: The five Republican presidential-appointed justices sided with Trump, and the four 
appointed by Democrats urged rejection. 

Multiple states, including California , sued to block the rule. The Supreme Courts brief order lifts a 
nationwide injunction issued by a federal judge in New York blocking the rule. Litigation will continue. 

Part of the Trump administration's hardline immigration policies, the so-called “public charge” rule will make 
it easier to deny green cards to legal immigrants who have used, or are deemed likely to use, Medicaid, food 
stamps or other social safety net programs. 

* White House press secretary Stephanie Grisham: “This decision allows the government to 
implement regulations effectuating longstanding federal law that newcomers to this country must be 
financially self-sufficient and not a public charge’ on our country and its citizens.” 

• Gov. Gavin Newsom: “Because of the public charge’ rule, families are already going hungry and 




people are avoiding needed medicai care.” 

In California, where over a quarter of residents are immigrants, the rule is a big deal: 

• If the rule survives the courts, as many as 765,000 people across California may stop accessing 
Medi-Cal and food stamps due to fear, according to UCLA researchers.

Seeking to expose predator-cops 

Slip h oto illu strati on 

The Legislature took a step toward exposing wayward police officers in 2018 by requiring the public release! 
of disciplinary records. 

News organizations led by the Investigative Reporting Program at UC Berkeley responded by producing a 

nepori: last year detailing what those records produced . 

But there’s a loophole, as the San Luis Obispo Tribune and KSBY discovered when they sought records of 
Sgt. Christopher McGuire, then of the Paso Robles Police Department. 

McQuire was accused of: 

• Raping a woman he met while responding to a domestic violence call 

• Coercing a woman into exposing her breasts by threatening her with arrest 

• Having consensual sex with a woman while on duty 

Because McGuire quit before the investigation was complete, records 'remain sealed . 

On Monday, the Assembly approved by a 63-2 margin a bill to require the release of records when officers 
face sexual misconduct accusations but quit while the investigation is pending. 

The Riverside Sheriff’s Association, which represents sheriff’s deputies, opposed it, and two Democratic 
assemblymen, Evan Low of Campbell and James Ramo of Highland, voted against it. 

Assemblyman Jordan Cunningham, a Republican and former prosecutor representing San Luis Obispo, is 
the bill’s author: 

• “If it happened before, it will happen again.... Transparency is important. Accountability is 
important.” 

What’s next: The bill heads to the Senate.

Here are some updates from our recent efforts at Echo Park Lake. 


Since your request, we have made four visits to Echo Park Lake. This includes two visits today, one in the morning 
and one in the afternoon to make sure we physically spoke with as many individuals staying in the park as 


possible. Last week we spoke with 27 individuals. This mor nin g we spoke with 11 individuals, an d this 
afternoon a different team spoke with 19 individuals. 


All individuals were informed of the service day operation scheduled for tomorrow. Food and water was distributed. 
Shelter options were discussed, with a focus on Winter Shelters for immediate placements and options for 
longer-term interim housing options. 


We learned last week that one of our clients from Echo Park j ust moved out of Los Ang eles to stay with family 

members. We were processing a family reunification request for this individual, but her family stepped up 
and paid for this move before we completed the LAHSA process. 


We have eleven clients in the park that our teams have engaged and have history of actively supporting their housing 
plans. However, as we informed folks about the planned service day operations, we did encounter barriers to 
engagement. Many individuals declined to discuss interim housing referrals or other services with us. Several 
individuals stated that they were aware of the operation planned for tomorrow, expressed frustration at our 
participation in the notification, and showed skepticism about our intents and motives to connect them with 
services. 


I am adding_@Jeffrey Proctor to answer your question about how frequently the bed availability link is updated. 


We will have our CARED team there to support tomorrow’s operation, but I have been unable to identify a second 
team that is available to join them. I might be able to send a second team later in the morning tomorrow.

Hi Chief Arcos, 

I Hope all is well. I wanted to touch base with you on the problems at Echo Park this past Friday. The homeless 
population that we have been experiencing on the northwest comer of the park is not the typical type of 
situation that we are experiencing in other areas of die city, where we normally get compliance for clean ups. 
This particular group is being backed by Street Watch L.A., and their attorneys who are trying to capitalize 
from the City of L.A. through civil litigation. Our partners at die The City Attorney's Office are clearly aware 
of the motive. 

Among diis so called homeless group, to include about 15 individuals, are daily drug users, selling narcotics, 

drinking alcohol in the park and many odier associated issues that have been bringing havoc to the park every 
day. One of the individuals in this group, which was confirmed today, is wanted by the U.S. Marshals for 
numerous counts of child pronography. Our Rangers were in the park today looking for him. The area in 
question has been the subject of daily complaints from the surrounding communities. We have 
documentation and photographs sent to us from die communities and our park staff to support first-eye 
accounts of the problems occurring there daily from these same people mentioned above. 

Because of these people, the park has been vandalized, electrical boxes and wires have been tapped into, causing 
unsafe conditions for die good folks diat would like to use the park. 

The clean up we had on Friday was a scheduled clean up, performed every two weeks or so by our BiiD Team 

(Bulky Removal Team). It is unfortunate that the attorneys for these people and the media portray this small 
group as "poor homeless individuals." This is far from the truth. Among them are criminals and drug users 
that have come from other adjacent states. These people have a similar mentality witnessed during the 
Occupy L.A. disruption. 

The demand from these folks is th at we stop all enforcement in the park and die periodic clean-ups cease as well. 




This demand is some thin g that we can't agree to do. We have to address park clean ups and the c rimin al 
element same as we do at all parks. 

Chief Arcos, I just wanted to explain to you personally what we have been dealing with for a few weeks now. 
Thank you so much to the LAPD for all the support provided to us on a daily basis.

FASTING AND GREAT LENT THE TRIODiON 


Great Lent is the 40-day season of spiritual prepara- tion that comes before the 
most important Feast of the Christian year, Holy Pascha (which means “Passover' ) 

It is the central part of a larger time of preparation called the Lenten I nodion 
season. The Lenten Tnodion begins ten weeks before Pascha and is divided into 
three main parts: three Pre-Lenten weeks of preparing our hearts, the six weeks of 
Lent, and Holy Week, Themairtthemetof thpTrjpdioh is repentance—mankind's 
return to God, our loving Father. 

This annual season of repentance is a spiritual journey with our Savior. Our goal is 
to meet the RisenLord Jesus, Who reunites us with God the Father. The Father is 
always waiting to greet us with outstretched hands. We must ask ourselves the 
question, “Are we willing to turn to Him?” During Great Lent, the Church teaches us 
how to receive Him by using the two great means of repentance— prayer and 
fasting. - 5 

THE LENTEN FAST 

The word “fast” means not eating all or certain foods. As Orthodox Faithful, we can 
fast completely at certain times of great importance, and especially each time before 
receiving Holy Communion. Usually, fasting means limiting the number of meals 
and/or the type of food eaten. 

The purpose of fasting is to remind us of the Scriptural teaching, “Man does not live 
by bread alone.” The needs of the body are nothing compared to the needs of the 
soul. Above all else, we need God, Who provides everything for both the body and 
the soul. Fasting teaches us to depend on God more fully. The first sin of our 
parents, Adam and Eve, was eating from the forbidden tree (Genesis 3:1-19). We 
fast from food, or a food item, as a reminder that we are to fast from sinning and 
doing evil. 

There are several benefits of fasting Fasting helps us pray more easily. Our spirit is 
lighter when we are not weighed down by too much food or food that is too rich. 
Through fasting, we also learn to feel compassion for the poor and hungry and to 
save our own resources so that we can help those in need. 

Fasting is more than not eating food. Saint John Chrysostom teaches that it is more 
important to fast from sin. For example, besides controlling what goes into our 
mouths, we must control what comes out of our mouths as welt Are our words 







pleasing to God, or do we curse God or our brother? The other members of the 
body also need to fast: our eyes from seeing evil, our ears from hearing evil, our 
limbs from participating in anything that is not of God. Most important of all, we need 
to control our thoughts, for thoughts are the source of our actions, whether good or 
evil. Fasting is not an end in itself, pur goal is an inner change of heart. The Lenten 
Fast is called a ascetic:’’This refers to actions of self-denial and spiritual training 
••which are central to fasting; 

Fasting is a spiritual exercise. It is not imposed or forced upon us. In the same way 
that true repentance cannot be forced upon anyone, each of us makes the choice to 
turn away from our sinful ways and go toward our loving, for giving Father in 
Heaven.

Virgin Mary Russian Orthodox Cathedral in Los Angeles, California, for the year 2019. 

2019 was my fourth full year as the Rector of Holy Virgin Mary Russian Orthodox Cathedral in Los Angeles. 

I would like to thank all of you again for your prayers for me, a sinner, and my family, your tireless assistance and 
support in my service. First of alt, I’d like to thank our Parish Council and our 






StarostaTWarden Mrs. Alla Bobrov. These people are truly make my service enjoyable and help not only me as a 
rector but bring assistance to anyone in this God-beloved parish community. Thank you for all you have done this 
past year, and we count on your much appreciated help, competent assistance, and firm support in your 
respective positions in the coming year as well. 

I pray that by God’s Blessing we will continue to grow as a community of faithful servants of God in love for our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, and of each other, bearers of His Divine and Perfect Image. 

Having said that, I would like to present you a summary of my activities in the year 2019. 

Liturgical Celebrations, Pastoral Visits and Meetings: 

From 1 January 2019 to 31 December 2019,1 was blessed to celebrate the following Divine services: 
approximately 125 Divine Liturgies, 7T Vigils, 17 Vespers, 8 Matins, 35 Baptisms, 4 Holy 
Matrimonies, 21 Funerals, 156 panihidasV^B^^^ls^t^MP.^^OS'/ahci: many other services. At the : i 
same time, 1 visited and had meetings with our parishioners; about 256 pastoral, council committees, or parish- 
related meetings, marriage preparation and counseling meetings, and about 135 pastoral visits. I love meeting 
with parishioners. My schedule is available on our webpage and also posted on my office door for 
your consideration. 

Before the Nativity holiday I was able to visit almost all of our shut-ins. I do regularly visit parishioners upon their 
request as you can see from the information above^ Please do not hesitate to schedule a visit with me if you need 
or would like one Our approximate average attendance at Sunday Divine Liturgy from January 2019 through 
December 2019 are the follpwirig; an average attendance of 122 people per liturgy, on 
average 68 communicants. Vigil participation averages about 31 people pervigil; We are showing very modest 
increase but l really hope these numbers will grow in our parish in the future. 

Again in 2019 I had the honor to prepare several adults for the sacrament of Holy Baptism and they have become 
new members to our parish family, and I would like to. welcome ail of them to our family. We also lost several 
members some again relocated to different cities; some reposed in the Lord. May their memory be eternal! 

Office, telephones, e-mail and technological development: 

All necessary forms for completing background checks for our teachers and volunteers were submitted and my 
annual compliance report to the Diocese of the West will be mailed in a timely manner soon after this meeting. 

Our treasurer, Margaret Dascalu has fully incorporated the Aplos accounting system so we can better 
manage our funds, donor information and provide more efficient way to produce thank you and tax deduction 
letters to our donors. 

For a long time our web site www.hvmla.orc was under development. Since coming on board as my pastoral 
assistant, Father Deacon Kirill was trying tb do more and.more with-it, but due to a very outdated system it was 
very difficult. God came with help as usual in a very timely fashion. Our Parish Council member Zoe Turton took 
upon her self the task of developing a new web site that is much more advanced but at the same time really user- 
friendly 

Fr Deacon constantly updatesourFBwithnewslandeventsscheduIe and also our new Instagram account. With 





his help we are becoming more and more visible on the internet so people can find us more easily than before. 

A lot of people do use my cell phone number and I get a lot of my pastoral work done over the phone or 
text. Office calls are usually redirected to Deacon Kirill's cell so we can be contacted 24/7. Please do not hesitate 
to call or share our information, but at the same time I ask everyone please try to remember and respect that on 
Monday the church office is closed as we usually take Mondas as our one and only day off, and if something is 
not of an urgent nature and can be discussed tomorrow, there is no need to interrupt our much needed rest. 

Our email addresses did change last year due to secijrfty reasons. Al| of our contact information is available on 
our new web site under the clergy section. 

Media outreach: 

Just as in the previous years, we advertise regularly in the local Russian language newspapers. Relations 
with Kartina TV Company, who helps us with our special event advertising, is growing stronger and they do assist 
us with advertising on Russian TV channelsas well. We alsopostonthe Silver Lake Neighborhood Council 
webpage and LA City Hall webpage for Hollywood events, as before. More and more news is published and will 
be published on our web page in both languages and also on our parish Facebook page and Instagram.

Special projects: 

Just as last year, this year our parish was invoh/edin several special projects. All these projects were very 
successful, and I would like again thank you all for your hard work and participation. I’d like to thank and express 
my appreciation not only to those who were able to contribute financially, but also to all who worked hard in the 
kitchen, who came to help clean, to all of you who helped according to your means and time. Truly as rector I felt 
so very blessed being surrounded by you all! 

Last year we were able to repair our temple’s interior walls, build a new stage in the parish hall and replace 
flooring in almost entire hall building, finally complete a permanent exhibit of our parish history in our museum, 
and refurbish the second floor restroom in the school building (thanks to the Saturday School administration) and 
do a lot of smaller repairs on our parish campus.- 

St. Herman’s Chapel was retrofitted to become a St. Herman’s Church under the bell tower and Marina 
Smetanina has almost finished frescos in it. Marina and I worked very closely for a long time to determine the 
composition and style of the iconography. Together we picked a technology that allowed Marina to work in a style 
that can be found in Russian churches of 14-15 centuries in Vladimir, Novgorod and Pskow. Frescos were done 
in this unique style (Feofanovsky style) which creates the magnificent effect of transparent, many layered 
painting, that totally compliments the very architectural style of our Cathedral’s complex I would like to give 
special thanks to Mr. Andrey Panchilov for his generous donation towards the frescos in St Herman’s Church. 





The work was completed just in time to celebrate our first ever vigil and Divine Liturgy in this church for the feast 
of St. Herman of Alaska! 

The ongoing project of beautification of our Cathedral is very successful; we have almost collected the required 
funds for frescos of the main Altar wall, and I hope the wo rk will be gi nve ry s o o n. 

Several new icons were added to our temple, and in the near future we expect to replace rest of the icon prints 
with real hand-written icons. A list of these icons is available for you to consider for donation posted on our 
announcements board, FB and web site. 

One can wonder how is it possible for us to do all of this? The answer is very simple: we work together towards 
one common goal and that is to make our spiritual home to resemble the Heavenly Jerusalem both physically 
and spiritually. As for costs, most of this work had to be done any way to the prevent walls and floor from 
collapsing. By doing it this year we actually saved the parish a lot of money in its operational budget, as all of 
these upgrades were funded by individual donors in memory of their close ones. Thank you all!

Katia Solovskaya, Serge Liberovsky, Zoe Turton, Josephine Lazarides and her team of 
helpers, Margaret Dascalu with her team of flower ladies, Subdeacons Andrey Aristov and Peter Winsky, Cornel 
and Crisfian Dascalu, Peter and Fevronia who regularly help cleaning perimeter of our church, Valentina,, for 
her meticulous work on our candle stands and so many others whom I just cannot: list for lack of time and 
space Everyone who;assisted with concerts, the Slavic Festival, the koliada, the Yolka, the bake sale, church 
decorations, the altar relocation, preparing the temple for renovations, and everything else we did this past year; I 
would like to thank everyone who by their effort made a difference. 

Last but not least I would like to thank our pastoral Assistant Father Deacon Kirill Dotsenko. Father Kirilljoined T 
our team one year ago almost to date. I know first hand that to start work in a different cultural setting is difficult 
but he took that risk and came to USA for three-year term. As I hope you have noticed, the format of our parish 
bulletin changed. Last year we introduced the bulletin in a fully digital format. Also we do send our weekly 
schedule of the Cathedral via email. This schedule contains not only information about upcoming services but 
also information on parish activities, liturgical readings and writings from the holy fathers. If you do not receive it 
please let us know and we will make you a part of our emailing list. 

Vestry/Sacristy,Sanctuary; 

Last year our Cathedral again became richer by several holy relics, icons and objects. Antique Icons of Mother of 
God “Resquer of the Parishing” and Mother of God of Vladimir were donated to us by Eugene Solonin Also by 
the efforts of Mr. Solonin we received a gift of the particle of the holy relics of St. George the Victory Bearer. A 
particle of the Holy relics of St. Luck the Blessed Surgeon was given to us with the Blessing of the Metropolitan 
Onufry of Kyiv Our particle of the True, Holy Life-giving Cross, was found in sacristy during relocation and now 
will be brought our for veneration on the feasts of the Holy Cross. 

The amount of spiritual we a 1th and artifacts we have been blessed with in our parish is truly awesome. Thank you 
all for helping to protect it with your care and generosity. This year we received four more new analogia, and nine 
new custom made oak candle holders were donated to us. I expect to receive other items as well. Thank you 
very much for your generosity. ' 





This year, however, we wilt need to concentrate our fundraising efforts to continue repairs to our parish hall 
buildings. In the process of repairing of the parish hall floor, we have discovered that the subflooring was 
destroyed by termites. Just couple of weeks ago we tented this building and performed special treatment to 
eliminate termite activity. This activity mainly resulted from roof damage and leaks. This year we will need to 
repair the roof over the parish hall and do it as soon as possible, so that a new termite colony does not settle in 
before repairs are done The problem we are facing is the same as last year; due to the lack of funds in the 
budget we cannot begin the necessary work. On behalf of the Parish Council I again appeal to your generosity 
At the present time, we are in the process of co llecting quotes, but just as last year, even from a preliminary 
appraisal, this kind of project can cost anywhere from $25,000 - $30,000. Dear brothers and sisters, again I am 
turning to you and asking you to consider making generous donations toward this important cause. 

The Sisterhood donated a set of new Altar covers of all liturgical colors and also a complete set of Deacon 
vestments of all liturgical colors. This year maybe I can ask the Sisterhood to purchase some gold Altar servers' 
vestments, as some of ours are very old. Thank you, Irene and ladies, for your generosity! The Sisterhood is an 
organization that was created in our parish almost from its first day of existence. This year Irene Gregory 
celebrated her 90 th Birthday. Many Years to you Irene! Lots of other sisters are in their golden age as well; dear 
ladies of the parish we need your help, please join the Sisterhood. If you have no time to come and cook, please 
talk to Irene or Watushka Tatiana, and they will let you know how you can assist them in their labors for the 
benefit of our parish in different way. Thank you. 

Again I like to thank reader Serge Liberovsky for his hard work with our parish choir 

Thanks to his hard work new people have joined our choir. More and more new repertoire is being prepared, and 
it soundsharmonious and more importantly, prayerful. Regularrehearsalsareoccurring.As was pointed to me 
by one of our clergy visitors we have a real Cathedral Choir: . 

The Children’s choir is also growing their repertoire under leadership of Zoe Turton. Please share information 
about our children's programs with everyone, as every child is welcome to become a part of them. I would love to 
have more children involved. I know sometimes it is very difficult for parents to have children participating in 
different activities, but as a parent of two I guarantee you, you will appreciate it when they have grown up. 

Please, if your child is interested, please do notdeprive your children of this unique opportunity. 

Sunday School, Saturday Parish Russian School, Youth and Young adults programs: 

Our youth programs are growing. Miss ZoeTurton and Mrs. MarieMcEntire work hard on the development of 
our Sunday School. The school is a growing program and we need more volunteers. 

The Little Sisterhood of the Great Martyr Barbara regularly helps during services and Sisterhood activities. They 
are also first to deliver cappuccino to me right after liturgy: Thank you girls! 

I would like to thank Ms. Irina Usova and her team of volunteers and parents for their hard work with our Parish 
Saturday Russian School. Fr. Deacon and I regularly spend time with tr.e parents and students, and both of us 
teach classes on the Law of God in this program. Every Saturday begins with a Moleben followed by a short 
sermon and a class for parents. Together with Irina, we are continuously working on involving more and more 
children and parents in our Parish. And this year by efforts of the Saturday School we had A new format of Yolka 
celebration which was the school’s fundraising effort for our cathedral's benefit. 





Every Tuesday we continue to serve an Akathist tc our Patronal Icon of the All Holy Theotokos Rescuer of the 
Perishing. After Akathist I regularly meet with catechumens for an education meeting. I hope to begin a monthly 
series of lectures and presentations and an adult education program, perhaps on Sundays after lunch. Please, if 
anyone'has any suggestions, let me know. - 

Bookstore, Coffee shop:

This is not only another small stream of income for the cathedral, but most 
important, besides having scrumptious espresso, cappuccino or tea prepared by our own professional barista 
Cristian Dascalu, our parishioners can meet and grow closer as Christian community. All proceeds go directly to: 
the parish. 

Parish Museum: 

With an assistance from Mr. Ivan Podvalov we used available archival information to prepare permanent displays 
and Informational stands. Some of our historical artifacts, photographs and documents became permanent 
display artifacts Mr. Podvalov donated all display cabinets and most important thousands of dollars’ worth of 
historical materials for our museum.

Other: 

I am also participating in other aspects of the life of the Holy Virgin Mary Russian Orthodox Cathedral, and 
represent our community at different events and conferences. We took part in the DOW annual conference in 
Colorado Springs, DOW clergy retreat at RC retreat house in Pasadena, a modest group of our parishioners took 
part in the pilgrimage to the Holy Mountain, Fr.

Russian School Report2019 

in 2019 Russian school’s faculty staff was 13 people including deacon and rector of the parish 
and we had over 60 students, of which about 2/3’s were Orthodox Christian. 

Given that we are (the school) part of parish, our curriculum focuses on Orthodoxy in various 
segments: use of books in literature courses and Russian history in form of studying church and religion 
as these go hand in hand, as well as^chanting and study of prayers, tropari, and kondakov. 

Parents committee play an important role ihschoofs success. They are responsible for 
organizing school/parish events, as well as, serving as an important link between school, parish and 
parents of our students. After morning prayers Father Nazarii hosts meetings where everyone are able 
to ask any questions and request information about parish and Orthodoxy. 





Two times per year for Christmas and Easter faculty, students and parents participate in 
confession and communion during liturgy that are hosted specially for Saturday school. Administration, 
faculty, and parent committee participate in parish events as well as hosting some of them on their own 
accord. Last year, school hosted a talent event between our students, as well as celebration of Holy 
Saturday for all students of the parishT2Q < t9;Graduatipn event was dedicated to Great Russian poet; 
A.S. Pushkin. School also hosted 2 donation events for parish contribution, these events were: lunch 
and concert, which was presented by our own music teacher A.A. Kohanchick and Christmas tree 
holiday. Lastly the school was participating in hosting Slavic festival and Christmas Bazar. 

Throughout the year while school is in session, faculty is maintaining the building, conducting 
repairs, and providing necessary toiletry^ and cleaning supplies, and twice a year faculty conducts deep 
cleaning in the entire building. During summer of 2019 we were able to remodel 2 nd floor restroom, of 
which cost exceeded $7,000.00 and few classrooms had minor updates done.

St. Ksenia Society: 2019-20 Annual Report 

Very Reverend Father, Reverend Deacons, Brothers and Sisters in Christ, 

The St. Ksenia Society is a ministry of Holy Virgin Mary Cathedral whose aim is to alleviate some of the 
most basic material needs of the local homeless population. Twice a month, parishioners assemble and 
distribute hygiene kits and clothing to homeless neighbors, while establishing personal connections with 
those whom they serve: The Society also seeks to connect the homeless with resources available 
through other government and NGO programs. 

A highlight of this year’s ministry was the distribution the St. Ksenia Society was able to offer on 
Thanksgiving Day Having learned in previous years that, in terms of food, our local homeless 
population is generally well-served by other ministries and agencies on Thanksgiving Day, it was 
decided that hygiene supplies would be distributed, so that our neighbors’ material needs would not be 
neglected on this holiday Following the morning Moleben, hygiene packs were assembled for 
distribution to the homeless. Thanksgiving Day was marked by particularly heavy rains, which can be 
devastating to those living on the streets. Through collaboration with LAHSA (Los Angeles Homeless 
Services Authority), the St. Ksenia Society was able to include maps and walking directions to a local 
emergency winter shelter, which had been set up on short notice to provide refuge to the homeless 
from the rain. By connecting our homeless neighbors with LA city services where they were able to take 
a hot shower, hot meals, and a dry bed with a roof over their heads, the Society was able to serve as a 
conduit to assistance beyond that which it can provide. The St Ksenia Society aims to continue 





exploring further collaboration with existing services, while avoiding duplication of effort. 

I would like to thank Mother Victoria and the sisters of St. Barbara Orthodox Monastery in Santa Paula 
for their continued support and collaboration. Without the participation of Jill Wallerstadt, this ministry 
would not be possible. To say that her expertise in social ministries and services has been invaluable 
would be an understatement. Thank you,for your expertise and leadership in all aspects of the St 
Ksenia Society. 

To our cathedral community at large, thank you for your generous financial and material support of this 
ministry Your donations of clothing and hygiene s directly alleviate the day-to-day 

struggle of homeless persons in Los Angeles: Financial donations are used to purchase the 
supplemental supplies needed to complete hygiene packs. Your prayerful support is appreciated most 
of all, both for the furtherance of this ministry, as well as the well-being of those we serve.

Cathedral Choir Program: 2019-20 Annual Report 

Very Reverend Father, Reverend Deacons, Brothers and Sisters in Christ, 

Over the past calendar year, pur cathedral choir has seen tremendous growth in the various aspects of 
its:ministry. The chanted liturgical arts have always been executed with great care at Holy Virgin Mary 
Cathedral, and through the individual devotion of each chanter and singer, the beauty of our services is 
continually enhanced. By committing to the HVM choir program, each singer continually sacrifices his or 
her time and labor in service to Christ’s Holy Church, , ' 

I would like to offer a brief overview of this commitment, as the majority of the countless hours devoted 
to our cathedral by each member of the choir takes place “behind the scenes " in addition to 
participating in the divine services, each singer commits to arriving early to warm-up his or her voice 
with the rest of the choir and together to prepare to sing on the Kliros. On Sundays, this pre-LiturgicaJ 
rehearsal begins at 9:30am. Following Trapeza, we re-convene for an additional 1-2 hours to rehearse 
new repertoire, usually in anticipation of the next major Feast. The choir also meets for supplementary 
evening rehearsals to complete preparationfor major Feasts: Perhaps most importantly, each singer 
spends time at home learning and practicing new repertoire. 

Over the last year, Saturdays have become art important weeklyday of learning for our choir. On any 
given Saturday, our singers meet in small groups or on an individual basis to receive instruction in 
singing or chanting, thus allowing each member of our choir to work on technical issues he or she may 
be encountering. These Saturday lessons have, from the start, also been a vehicle for training new 
readers/chanters, so that the divine services in our cathedral can be chanted “decently and in good 
order,” (1 Cor. 14:40). For the benefit of our minor clergy and choir’ as well as anyone interested in 
deepening their understanding of the structure of the divine services of the Orthodox Church, a series of 
classes on Liturgies has begun within the past year, also taking place on Saturdays. Perhaps most 
importantly, Saturday instruction has become a vehicle for training and “onboarding” new singers, thus 
allowing our choir to continually grow, without ever turning a prospective choir member away on the 





basis of their lack of singing experience. 

In collaboration with the HVM Youth Program, the Cathedral Children’s Chorus (C3) has also seen 
marked improvement and progress. During the past year, C3 has begun singing in true antiphony with 
the Festal Choir, thus adding an aspect of performance practice that, while absolutely native to 
Christian worship, is often neglected due to insufficient or unsuitable forces To put it plainly, we have 
begun singing the first Psalm of the Liturgy in a new, but traditional way: by alternating the singing of 
the verses between the Children’s Chorus on the left Klirps and the (adult) choir on the right Kliros. 
Additionally, C3 has learned most of the hymns which:are; sung at the beginning of the Divine Liturgy, 
thus increasing their participation in the service. Thank you to our parents, for making this sung ministry 
a priority, both on Saturdays and on Sundays. Of course, thank you also to our children for their 
enthusiasm in singing the divine services. ■ 

I would also like to thank our assistant choir director, Zoe Turton, not only for her continued dedication 
to C3, but also for the greater role she has taken in the choir program at large. By taking a keen interest 
in vocal pedagogy, she has enhanced choir rehearsals through warm-ups and vocal exercises designed 
to build each chorister’s vocal skills.

Furthermore, additional cracks had appeared in the pavements portending a possible cave-in of 
a section of the pavement. 

Since 1 am not an engineer, I could be all wrong. However, common sense tells me otherwise. 

This is a serious matter that might even call for blocking off the whole section of the road which is tricky 
since it might be occupied by even more transients claiming the space entirely 
for shelter. A red taped segment should be off limits to any further use. The City Attorney 
might have the tools for road safety and enforcement. 

Please look into this matter to get the road evaluated, the pavement repaired and the slope restored as 
erosion has taken a toll. 

This is not to be seen as indifference to housing for the homeless but one of safety for the entire 
community.

Dear Councilmember O’Farrell — 

Earlier this week on our street here in Silver Lake we had at least one homeless man 
attempt to break into residences, commit an attempted home invasion, shoot up drugs i 
front of a neighbor, threaten me through my kitchen window, and burglarize a car. 



This was just one street. 

And this was just since Saturday . 

As such, I read with dismay about the SCOTUS "non-ruling" regarding the homeless public 
camping policy (per the 9th district court). 

The current policy of the city/county is that unless enough shelter beds are made available for 
people sleeping on the streets, then homeless camps in our valuable public areas and parks will 
continue to be tolerated (even encouraged). 

Everyone knows that shelters are routinely only 78 percent full (these are LAHSA’s own 
numbers), which means that in reality the majority of the homeless prefer to sleep outdoors 
(which everyone also knows.) 

This means that chasing the chimerical "every bed for a homeless person” is a policy that many 
homeless do not even want. So the city/county, trying to confront an almost existential crisis, is 
basing its approach on actions that can never be successful. 

I’ve been in L.A. 8 years...and I’ve watched the quality of life here decline extensively because 
of the explosion of encampments - despite the endless amounts of money being thrown at the 
problem (My very generous wife alone gives $10,000 a year to the LA Food Bank). 

Further, the fact that homeless housing (not short-term shelter) is now costing upwards of 
$600K per unit is the definition of madness. What kind of message is the city sending to people 
who are working hard to save for a home - if the city is basically providing units for free to 
people who often refuse to even work? (see Steve Lopez’s column in the LA Times a few weeks 
ago highlighting a bunch of young, out-of-town layabouts waiting for homes while doing drugs 
on the streets of Hollywood). 

The city’s policy has to change. 

The city needs to accomplish two things: 

a) For those who want and need help, provide immediate assistance (especially veterans who 
have served their country). 

b) For those who refuse help, refuse to work, and are a criminal blight on the community they 
must be forced to move on or they will be jailed or housed in a tent city. 

These two goals seem very sensible to me. I know they are what the vast majority of Angelenos 
want as well. We are beyond fed up with the status quo. (The ACLU will scream. Let them. They 
have destroyed our neighborhoods with their endless lawsuits.) 

I am asking this sincerely: aside from running for office myself, what can I do to help shift policy 
to achieve the above aims? I am not talking about “helping the homeless” - there is more than 
enough of that right now, and my family has donated extensively. I am talking about reshaping 
public policy so that the tax-paying citizens of LA can feel like they have control over the 
communities they live in once again. 



Because the current policy approach (the course we have been on for over a decade now) is an 
abject failure. The evidence of that failure is all around us - and growing worse daily. 


I am not interested in dispensing yet more charity or endless virtue signaling (Mayor Garcetti's 
“Homeless Neighbors” language is particularly risible). I am interested in participating in shaping 
bold and novel policies that will finally fix this crisis.

While much focus regarding our 
housing crisis has been on issues 
like San Francisco State Senator 
Scott Wiener's disastrous SB 50, 
falsely promising affordable 
housing when it's really a vehicle 
to boost developer profits through 
the building of luxury units, the 
slow pace of providing housing for 
the homeless, the inadequate 
enforcing of the city's Airbnb 
ordinance and new state rent 
gouging law, the lack of legislative 
movement to repeal Costa 
Hawkins and the explosion of 
"cash for keys" tenant buyouts to 
get them to move, one thing has 
been constant. 


One of the main contributors to our affordable housing catastrophe and 
tenant displacement remains in place. That is the notorious Ellis Act. A 
state law that allows evictions when a landlord claims to be going out 
of the rental market. 

The City of Los Angeles continued to see more Ellis Act Eviction 
applications filed by landlords and developers in 2019. Over the last 
year, 1,659 more rent controlled units were lost due to the Ellis Act. In 
the 4th Quarter of 2019, 251 units were "Ellised." 

This brings the total of Los Angeles Rent Controlled affordable units lost 
since 2001 to an astounding 26,562 units! 

That is the equivalent of losing nearly 5 Rent Stabilization 
Ordinance (RSO) units lost per day. 

The Coalition for Economic Survival (CES), in conjunction with the Anti- 
Eviction Mapping Project, is releasing an update of our web-based 
interaction map , showing where 26,562 rent stabilized affordable units 
have been destroyed in the City of LA from 2001 through 2019 due to 
the Ellis Act. 

The Ellis Act, a state law passed in 1985, which undermines local rent 
control laws, provides landlords the ability to evict tenants in order to 
remove housing units from the rental market. The Ellis Act needs to be 
eliminated if we are to effectively combat the housing crisis.

The map, using data provided by the Los Angeles Housing + 
Community Investment Department (HCIDLA), visually shows the 


















devastating impact the Ellis Act has had on tenants being displaced and 
affordable rent controlled housing lost. One can view the address of the 
buildings and the number of units lost there, due to the Ellis Act, by 
hovering over the dot using a computer mouse or laptop touch pad. 

The housing loss impact has been 
in neighborhoods across the city, 
thus worsening Los Angeles' 
affordable housing shortage. 

We can't adequately address our 
homeless and housing crisis if 
more and more people are being 
thrown out of their homes, with 
many ending up on to the streets, 
because of the Ellis Act. The Ellis 
Act must be eliminated. 


A CITY OF RENTERS 

Los Angeles is a city of renters with approximately 64% of its residents 
being tenants. Unfortunately, approximately 64% of those renters are 
paying unaffordable rents, with many paying 50% or more of their 
income to rent. 

Los Angeles has the highest poverty rate in the nation at 26%, 
meaning one in every four households is living in poverty. 




Los Angeles has a severe overcrowded housing situation with families 
needing to double up and triple up to afford the rent. Seven out of the 
10 zips codes in the nation with the most overcrowded conditions are 
in LA. 


Coalition for Economic Survival Executive Director Larry Gross says 
that, "These Ellis eviction numbers does not tell the full picture. When 
you add these number to the units lost to landlord 'Cash for Keys' 
displacement, Airbnb conversions and other landlord schemes we are 
not talking about a housing crisis, it is really a housing catastrophe."

Greetings Marisol: 

I feel that 1 should write to you to alert you about the sinkholes (2) at the Sunset- Reservoir 
Junction {side of the BB Grill and the rear of Taix along the slope-side ). 

Both have deteriorated since reported to you. earlier. 

What also alarmed me was tire manner in which the Bureau of Street Services barrier 
to alert public about the danger. Tape was sagging, plastic prop fallen and in one case 
the sinkhole exposed and a single orange bucket placed at one end, leaving the sinkhole 
fully exposed. 

When I peeked down both sinkholes, I saw transients going about their lives oblivious of the dangers. 
Furthermore, additional cracks had appeared in the pavements portending a possible cave-in of a section of the 
pavement. 

Since 1 am not an engineer, 1 could be ail wrong. However, common sense tells me otherwise. 

This is a serious matter that might even call for blocking off the whole section of the road which is tricky since it 

might be occupied by even more transients claiming the space entirely 

for shelter. A red taped segment should be off limits to any further use. The City Attorney 

might have the tools for road safety and enforcement. 

Please look into this matter to get the road evaluated, the pavement repaired and the slope restored as erosion 
has taken a toll. 

This is not to be seen as indifference to housing for the homeless but one of safety for the entire community.

Data from the count helps government agencies, foundations, and private 
funders in distributing resources to where it is needed the most. Trained social 
outreach workers also conduct in-depth demographic surveys and interviews to 
better understand the underlying causes of homelessness.

became homeless because of an economic hardship or other financial reason. 
The best way to stop homelessness is to prevent people from falling into 
homelessness in the first place. 

What do homeless count volunteers do? 

Volunteers report to a dedicated meeting site on count night. An experienced 
team will train volunteers to conduct a visual count using a designated form, clip 
board, and writing tool. For safety and accountability, volunteers are assigned 
to a group to cover a specific geographic area by foot or car. The data collected 
on each form will be compiled in a formal report released in late spring. The 
report is critical for helping us serve our clients while better understanding their 







needs.

Dear Council m ember O'Farrell, 

I have been living in the Elysian Valley/Frogtown area since 2016 (and LA since 2008). One of the things that initially 
drew me to the area was the proximity to the LA River — one of the few neighborhood nature oases in tills car-centric, 
concreted-laden city, ft could/should be a perfect place to cycle, hike, birdwatch & picnic with the neighbors. 

However, over the past 4 years, there has been a serious uptick in permanent homeless encampments along the river and in 
die riverbank. These are not situations in which people sleep overnight and then pick up in the morning — it is a 24/7 
presence and it is growing. I can sympathize with the plight of less fortunate people — but having sympathy or empathy 
does not mean we give people carte blanche to treat public spaces any which way. There must be a better compromise / 
solution for the community at large - to provide temporary sleeping areas while not allowing permanent 24/7 
encampments in park/recreation areas. 

Have you been to the LA River recently? The riverbank looks like a garbage dump. It is really a terrible shame. The City 
is asking taxpayers to spend millions upon millions of dollars in restoration and upgrade projects, yet it simultaneously 
allows die River to be trashed. Honestly, it just doesn't make sense. 

I understand that homeless people need to sleep somewhere, but why have we as a community, as a civil society, abdicated 
all control and input into where people can temporarily sleep. Why can we not designate certain "non-park, non¬ 
recreation" areas for people to pi tch tents with available portable restrooms and perhaps showers? At the very least, why 
don't the police enforce daytime restrictions to encampments like they used to do in Skid Row. Allowing someone to 
sleep somewhere temporarily is not the same as letting people "live" full-time in the LA river. Some of the campers have 
fashioned makeshift apartments in the concrete bank complete with solar panels. 

Honestly, the whole situation has gotten so far out of control. All the press about progress on homelessness from your 
office & the Mayor's doesn't ring true because the citizens of LA see how their communities are turning into wastelands 
and the City is standing by and letting it happen. There are limitations to what the City' can do, yes. But there are ways 
they could take control of the situation and enforce restrictions on daytime encampments and they are NOT. 

Angelenos pay a tremendous amount of taxes: sales tax, income tax, property tax, et cetera, et cetera — Ca li fornians are 
some of the highest-taxed citizens in the nation. How can we be paying all these taxes and approving all of these 
homeless support measures and yet the situation continues to rapidly deteriorate? We shouldn't be asking residents to 
w r ait Years for permanent housing to be built. We need short-term and long-term solutions to be implemented now. 

Some of the short-term ones may be less than ideal, but it’s a start and it’s temporary, so let's do something already. 
Something visibly apparent in our neighborhoods. Nobody expects perfection, but for all their millions spent, they expect 
to see some (fling improve, somehow — not just photo ops arid press releases about insubstantial improvements. 

I was in Mexico City recently and was shocked at seeing zero encampments. I've been to NYC 5 times in the past few 
years and saw zero encampments. In fact I was shocked at the small amount of homeless compared to LA, not a single 
one in Central Park. It blew my mind, especially since I'd been to NYC in the late 90s and literally had to walk around 
homeless people sleeping in the middle of the sidewalks. We need to take a page out of NYC's book because whatever 
LA thinks it is doing, is not working. Nobody wants to hear that this is just an affordable housing crisis and we can build 



our way out of it at a cost of 500k+ per unit. That's ludicrous. We can't wait a decade to build sufficient permanents 
housing for the amount of homeless we had 10 years prior. If the population keeps swelling (and all signs point to Yes on 
that front), we will never get our arms around this crisis. 

I ask that you and your fellow councilmembers take this missive to heart. Please do something about these permanent 
encampments in the LA River. I am far from the only resident who feels this way. What inspired me to finally reach out 
to your office is a post I saw on FB today. Eastsider LA posted an article about the new LA River pedestrian bridge 
opening this month. Many of the co mm enters derided the bridge as a waste of taxpayer dollars because it will only be 
occupied by homeless. I personally do not agree with the tenor & heartlessness of some of the comments, but it made 
me realize that so many of us are disheartened by this crisis and we are doing nothing but griping about it on social 
media, not to the people who matter, like you and other elected officials. 

I love LA and want the best for it, for all of us — the advantaged and the disadvantaged and everyone in between. It's not 
compassi onate to let people with drug addiction issues and mental health problems languish on the streets. It's not right 
or just for one of the richest cities to have areas begin to resemble a 3rd world country. You have our tax dollars, now all 
you need is the political will and courage to do something bold & meaningful in this coming year and decade. So many 
of us hope you will.

This Interim Guidance seeks to serve participants within the Coordinated Entry System (CES) more efficiently by requiring 
that Points of Contact be identified for every CES participant currently engaged by staff at a CES Participating 
Agency. Establishing Points of Contact within each electronic participant record aims to ensure that a CES participant 
can be reached in the event of a potential match to a housing resource. 


Adding Points of Contact into a participant’s electronic record prepares CES for the launch of a new list of CES 
participants within the Homeless Management Information System (HMiS) who are ready to be matched to 
permanent housing resources. This list, called the Community Queue, will replace the Case Conferencing 
Tool (CCT) that CES Matchers have used to date for matching participants to housing resources. 


The Community Queue will replace the CCT as the source for Matchers to identify the next eligible participant for an 

available housing resource, with the exception of participants actively fleeing domestic violence, human trafficking, or 
sexual assault.

This Interim Guidance seeks to serve participants within the Coordinated Entry System (CES) more efficiently by requiring that Points 
of Contact be identified for every CES participant currently engaged by staff at a CES Participating Agency. Establishing Points 
of Contact within each electronic participant record aims to ensure that a CES participant can be reached in the event of a 
potential match to a housing resource. 




Adding Points of Contact into a participant’s electronic record prepares CES for the launch of a new list of CES 

participants within the Homeless Management Information System (HMIS) who are ready to be matched to permanent 
housing resources. This list, called the Community Queue, will replace the Case Conferencing Tool (CCT) that CES 
Matchers have used to date for matching participants to housing resources. 


The Community Queue will replace the CCT as the source for Matchers to identity the next eligible participant for an available 
housing resource, with the exception of participants actively fleeing domestic violence, human trafficking, or sexual assault.

HMIS/CIarity Point of Contact Interim Guidance (attached is the POC Interim Guidance) 

This Interim Guidance seeks to serve participants within the Coordinated Entry System (CES) more efficiently by requiring that Points 
of Contact be identified for every CES participant currently engaged by staff at a CES Participating Agency. Establishing Points 
of Contact within each electronic participant record aims to ensure that a CES participant can be reached in the event of a 
potential match to a housing resource. 

Adding Points of Contact into a participant’s electronic record prepares CES for the launch of a new list of CES 

participants within the Homeless Management Information System (HMIS) who are ready to be matched to permanent 
housing resources. This list, called the Community Queue, will replace the Case Conferencing Tool (CCT) that CES 
Matchers have used to date for matching participants to housing resources. 

The Community Queue will replace the CCT as the source for Matchers to identify the next eligible participant for an available 
housing resource, with the exception of participants actively fleeing domestic violence, human trafficking, or sexual assault.

IIMIS/CIarity Point of Contact Interim Guidance (attached is the POC Interim Guidance) 

This Interim Guidance seeks to serve participants within the Coordinated Entry System (CES) more efficiently by requiring that Points 
of Contact be identified for every CES participant currently engaged by staff at a CES Participating Agency. Establishing Points of 
Contact within each electronic participant record aims to ensure that a CES participant can be reached in the event of a potential 
match to a housing resource. 

Adding Points of Contact into a participant’s electronic record prepares CES for the launch of a new list of CES 

participants within die Homeless Management Information System (HMIS) who are ready to be matched to permanent 
housing resources. This list, called die Community Queue, will replace the Case Conferencing Tool (CCT) that CES 
Matchers have used to date for matching participants to housing resources. 

The Community Queue will replace the CCT as the source for Matchers to identify the next eligible participant for an available 
housing resource, with the exception of participants actively fleeing domestic violence, human trafficking, or sexual assault.

63.44 (D) (4) lame states that no one can set up a tent in a city park at "anytime." this section was created by the city 
council and approved by the Recreation and Park Board of Commissioners so that city parks would not become 
campgrounds. We enforcement tis section every day. 

63.44 (B) 14 (a) LAMC states that after a park is closed, no one shall be in a city park for any purpose. Some of our parks 
close at sunset to sunrise and others close at 10 P.M. imtil 6 A.M. All of our parks are posted throughout the city. Our 
Ranger enforcement this section weekly. 

The Homeless population are not exempt from the L.A. City ordinances. They cannot set up tents in a park or be in a park 
after closing. LAPD is also aware of these sections.

This Interim Guidance seeks to serve participants within the Coordinated Entry System (CES) more efficiently by requiring 
that Points of Contact be identified for every CES participant currently engaged by staff at a CES Participating Agency. 
Establishing Points of Contact within each electronic participant record aims to ensure that a CES participant can be 
reached in the event of a potential match to a housing resource. 


Adding Points of Contact into a participant’s electronic record prepares CES for the launch of a new list of CES 
participants within the Homeless Management information System (HM1S) who are ready to be matched to 
permanent housing resources. This list, called the Community Queue, will replace the Case Conferencing 
Tool (CCT) that CES Matchers have used to date for matching participants to housing resources. 



The Community Queue will replace the CCT as the source for Matchers to identity the next eligible participant for an 
available housing resource, with the exception of participants actively fleeing domestic violence, human trafficking, or 
sexual assault.

Adding Points of Contact into a participant’s electronic record prepares CES for the launch of a new list of CES 

participants within the Homeless Management Information System (HMIS) who are ready to be matched to permanent 
housing resources. This list, called the Community Queue, will replace the Case Conferencing Tool (CCT) that CES 
Matchers have used to date for matching participants to housing resources. 


The Community Queue will replace the CCT as the source for Matchers to identify the next eligible participant for an available 
housing resource, with the exception of participants actively fleeing domestic violence, human trafficking, or sexual assault.

Hi Marisol, Good speaking with you yesterday. Here are the two LAMC sections that apply to setting up "any" tent in a 
park during all hours, along with th e section of being in a park after the park has closed. 

63.44 (D) (4) lame states that no one can set up a tent in a city park at "anytime." this section was created by the cily 
council and approved by the Recreation and Park Board of Co mmis sioners so that city parks would not become 
campgrounds. We enforcement tis section every day. 

63.44 (B) 14 (a) LAMC states that after a park is closed, no one shall be in a city park for any purpose. Some of our parks 
close at su ns et to sunrise and others close at 10 P.M. until 6 A.M. All of our parks are posted throughout the city. Our 
Ranger enforcement this section weekly. 

The Homeless population are not exempt from the L. A. City ordinances. They cannot set up tents in a park or be in a park 
after closing. LAPD is also aware of these sections.

To add to Anthony’s note, the individuals also seem to be attracting a number of sketchy people into our street, 

definitely checking it out and hanging around. I feel very uncomfortable about the situation and I think i can 
speak for most because our homes are “row houses” and our front doors open directly onto the street and are 
somewhat exposed, and so it goes that if the street doesn’t feel safe to us, we can feel more vulnerable as a 
consequence and we citizens who live in the row are either single seniors, single women or single men, it can 
definitely be a concern coming home at night on your own at present. Tonight I put my car away - to 
someone shouting nonsense at me from out the darkness - and i’m on the other side of the street. I didn’t 
enjoy it one little bit. I nearly jumped out of my skin. 

But to your point, this morning, I left my house at about 8.30am and there was a police car present (which i was 

grateful to see) when I got back home around 12.15PM the guy was still there...and he’s still hying to pack 
his stuff - which he never manages to do - so he basically spent 4 hours talking to himself and waving 
angrily, I’m not sure what his deal is but whatever it is; if he isn’t a risk to himself he certainly has to be to a 
child.

I have reported 
it several times. I could understand if they closed the ticket as a duplicate...but then the area should have been clean-up 
and they should state that they are closing the ticket as a duplicate report, rather than say "trash was not in an accessible 
area for pickup.” 

Sanitation is in luck though, someone has picked up the couches that were there and at least one of the mattresses. The 
current ticket that was opened last week stated that the current trash will be picked up on 1/2/20. We wilt see if that 
happens. 

The previous ticket that I had opened was dosed at 7:44 AM on the day they were to clean it up, yet the same trash was all 
still there at 11:00 the same day. That indicates to me that no one even went to the area but rather the ticket was just 
closed as if it was unimportant. If this app is to work, then they have to actually acton what is reported. If this area is a 
frequent dumping ground, then why doesn't sanitation do a dean up every week or every other week. Leaving trash there 
longer, just encourages others to dump. 

In addition to this type of dumping, there is way too much regular trash out on the streets of LA. We need to do a better 
job of cleaning it up. I suggest that the city invest in many more trash cans — solar powered ones which can hold more 
trash and then place them on every block of the city. I believe people would throw less trash if there were convenient 
places to throw it away. That would help with some of the trash that litters every street of LA.

I feel very uncomfortable about the situation and I think i can speak for most because 
our homes are “row houses” and our front doors open directly onto die street and are somewhat exposed, and so it goes that 
if the street doesn’t feel safe to us, we can feel more vulnerable as a consequence and we citizens who live in die row are 
either single seniors, single women or single men, it can definitely be a concern coming home at night on your own at 
present.

The problem has 
become a national story a political hot-button topic, even raised during presidential 
debates. Though the problem is incredibly difficult to confront, great strides have 
been made in 2019 to fight homelessness. 

In the last 12 months, 20,000 homeless individuals have been placed in housing 
throughout the County. The City of Los Angeles has approved funding for 7,000 
permanent supportive housing units for disabled households who have experienced 
long-term homelessness. There are 30 sites in operation or in development in the 
Mayor's A Bridge Home Interim Housing program. 

2019 was also a successful year for our S. Mark Taper Foundation Shelter Resource 
Bank. Thanks to donors like you, the proj ect distributed $7.8 milli on worth of non- 
perishable new goods, at absolutely no cost, to over 250 participating homeless 
service providers. Notable recent product donations received include: thousands of 
pairs of shoes, over a million pairs of socks, two million bars of soap, hundreds of 
thousands of pieces of clothing for all members of the family, thousands of women's 
pajamas, hundreds of pillows and pillow cases, hundreds of pallets of baby/toddler 
goods including strollers, high-ehairs, and diapers.

HOW THE FATHERS WALK WITH ANGELS ON THEOPHANY 


The feast of the Baptism of the Lord is a special day for all Christians. 
And the reason for this is in the greatest of the gift that the Lord gives us 
through the Church. Through the gift of the Holy Spint, the "nature of water” 
is sanctified on this day, and this sanctified water, in a certain sense, 
cleanses the whole planet and sanctifies it. 

The most important trait of holy water is its incorruptibility, without 
having any change to its chemical composition. Incorruption belongs to the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and when we sprinkle something with holy water, we 
want to impart to it God’s grace, present in the water. And the first place we 
all want to see sanctified is our home. It must be noted that house blessings 
can be complete or abbreviated. The complete house blessing is only 
performed once {like the consecration of a church). A complete house 
blessing can only be repeated in special cases (for example, after 
desecration, fire, or something of that nature). A lesser house blessing can 
be repeated often. A lesser house blessing does not have a fixed rite, and 
different priests practice it in different ways. But in every case, there is the 
singing of the troparion of the feast of Theophany and sprinkling with holy 
water. Many of the faithful often ask why it is necessary to have a lesser 
house blessing if the house was previously consecrated according to the 
complete rite, and if they can bless it themselves The first question can be 
answered in the same way as it would about a church, as noted above. 
Especially since, during the period of eahy Christianity, private homes were 
used as churches for the serving of the sacraments. Even in our own times, 
confession, Communion, and Unction cart be administered in private homes 
to the ailing, and sometimes even Baptism; therefore, the comparison of a 
home with a church is perfectly appropriate. So, a church is normally 
consecrated accordmg to the corpplete rlte only once; However, every time it 
is appointed to have a lesser blessing of the waters, the inside of the church 
is sprinkled again (for example; on the day of the icon of the Mother of God 
“Of the Life-Giving Spring” on Bright Friday; on the feast of the Procession of 
the Honorable Wood of the Cross of the Lord on August 1/14; and a few 
other days). On a church's patronal feast day, it is customary to sprinkle the 



church on the outside as well, during the cross procession around it. 

As St. John of Kronstadt wrote, All of nature, all the elements are 
constantly defiled and corrupted by human sins and the dark and evil spirits 
who live in the air, infecting it with various corrupting breaths and 
sicknesses." Also, for Adam's sin whole earth was cursed (cf. Gen. 3:17), 
and the Apostle Jude in his epistle calls us to hate even the garment that has 
been spotted by the flesh (cf. Jude 1:23): And of course, this defilement also 
touches human habitations, and even God's churches. Therefore, as 
righteous John of Kronstadt continues his thought, “There is an urgent need 
for church sanctification and healing of these elements.” Now let us answer 
the question of whether we can sanctify our homes ourselves The Church 
does not forbid this. Only if it is not possible to invite a priest, you can sing 
the troparion of the feast and go through the house sprinkling the walls with 
holy water from the Theophany. But if a priest can bless the house, it is 
better to do it that way. It is obvious that the prayer of a layperson is not the 
same as the prayer of a priest, who is a bearer of apostolic grace. Along with 
the priest, as the troparion in the rite of a house blessing says, holy angels 
enter the house: “Now here with the entrance of Thy priestly servants and 
with them Thy holy Angels, grant Thy peace to this house...” 

Nevertheless, we must all remember that although the Church 
sanctifies everything around a person—his house, car, and fields—he can 
defile it all in a day by his behavior. Then the gift of grace will be scorned, 
and this will become one more cause of his condemnation. Therefore, we 
must first of all strive to sanctify our heart by prayer and good thoughts, and 
then the blessing of our external abode will bring benefit and peace to our

We have built a community at this 
lake that is now made up of more than 60 people, and we are facing the threat of eviction and being displaced 
from our community, the family we have built here every single day, and we are devastated. 

We are appealing to you today because we are hoping that as our council member, you will stand by us and 
work WITH us to develop a solution. We need you to hear us, and we would like to share our stories with you. 

We care about this lake, we want to HELP keep it clean — the fact that we do not have homes does not mean 
that we are dirty, dangerous, drug users, or unemployed (many of us have lived and worked in GDI 3 for over a 
decade). We hope you understand what this lake means to us— this has become our home in what is one of the 
darkest times of most of our lives. Having camaraderie and connection to those who care about us (which is what 
we have here) is an integral part of our future success. 

We did not end up unhoused by choice, nor do we desire to stay on the streets forever. At this point there is no 
viable option for shelter within, or near CD13 for all of us. Many of us have tried to enter the shelter system 
elsewhere, and do not feel safe or comfortable returning to those places. Many of us have section 8 vouchers, 
many of us are on 2-3 year long waiting lists for programs that would lead to permanent supportive housing. But 
what we need and what we desire is to create a solution within this city council district, our home. 

Mr. O’Farreil, we understand your job is difficult. We understand that a smaii amount of housed residents in our 
area and some park goers have fodged complaints against us — largely because they do not know us 
personally, and do not understand our situation. We hope you can be our champion in pioneering a solution. We 
would like to present a motion that would allow us to remain in the park until we are able to find stable, 
permanent supportive housing. Before you answer, or take any action against us, please come and meet our 
community and discuss this matter with us first. 

If we are allowed to stay at Echo Park Lake, we would like to establish a community contract with you, and our 
housed neighbors in regard to our residency in the park. 

On our end, we pledge to; 


1. Keep the park clean. We would be happy to help the rangers in maintaining the beauty of this space, 
we will be drafting a proposed residential volunteer job summary (Le. trash collection, gardening, 
sweeping, beautification projects, maintenance, bathroom cleaning etc.) that we would each agree to be 




a part of to ensure that our residency does not detract from the beauty of the park 


2. Be respectful to our neighbors and community 

3. We wiif be compliant with cleanups that are in line with the demands of the Services Not Sweeps 
coalition. 

In return for being able to stay at Echo Park lake until we each have a housing plan in place, we ask that 
neighbors, law enforcement, park employees and park goers do the following: 

1. Not gawk at us and film us as if we were in a freak show 

2. Not pollute our living space or the environment of the park 

3. Not harass and criminalize us, but accept us as members of the community 


4. Not intimidate us with fate night police raids 


5. No more frequent and unpredictable “clean ups” 

As it stands, we are being told that if we do not vacate this park by this evening each of us will be cited. We do 
not wish to be unlawful, nor can we afford the fines that would be issued to us. We hope to come to a more 
holistic solution or agree to have longer discussion about this before that takes place. We hope to hear from you 
soon.

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 




My name is Jordan Tanner and i currently live in the unhoused community at Echo Park Lake, i have been 
unhoused for several months. 1 used to stay at a shelter called Athens, but one day they kicked everyone out 
and told us to go to Echo Park Lake. 

The community at Echo Park Lake is important to me because everyone else here is facing the same situation, 
and we all stick together and support each other as a community. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Jasmine Martinez, and 1 am currently an unhoused resident of Echo Park Lake. 1 have been here for 
a few months now. Shelters are not a solution and all of them become occupied quickly. There needs to be 
more permanent affordable housing. Fortunately for me i have a Section 8 voucher and am waiting for an 
apartment, but the landlords are very selective. 

Being here with the Echo Park community has had a positive effect on my life, it relieves the stress that t had 
trying to go through temporary shelter programs. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Lloyd Edward, and I currently reside in the unhoused community at Echo Park Lake. I’ve been on the 
streets of LA for two years. I’ve been trying to get housing for a very long time, and have applied for housing 
through the non profit People’s Concern. I’ve taken responsible steps to get proper housing and 1 am still 
waiting, f also have a sleep disorder, and need an electric outlet for a CP AT machine that helps me with this 
disorder. 1 have tried shelters but most have no beds available and others only let you stay for a week before 
kicking you out. 

I feel comfortable at Echo Park Lake and with the community we have here. We don’t do dangerous drugs like 
meth or heroin. We get along with everyone in the community, we don’t harass anyone, kids feel safe, adults 
feel safe, and 1 feel safe here. What else am 1 supposed to do while I wait for housing? 

When rangers and cops come here to harass and try to kick us out of here it really feels heartless and like a 
cheap short cut, not a real solution. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Bobby Ganey, and 1 live at Echo Park Lake. I became unhoused after a motorcycle accident five 
years ago, and have been fighting to get housing back ever since. 1 keep running into roadblocks. My plan is to 
get permanent housing. I don’t do drugs, and 1 dont smoke or drink. 1 have tried shelters but they are insecure 
and people have stolen my things there. 1 have been approved for housing and am on a wait list. Being 
displaced from Echo Park Lake would be a real set back for me as 1 continue to wait for housing.

Subject; Supreme court not stepping into the 9th circuit ruling regardingsleeping in public spaces 

Juan, 

The supreme court declined to deal with the 9th circuit ruling regarding 
sleeping in public spaces. 

Questions: 

1. Does this mean anyone can live anywhere now on any scrap of public 
property until 60,000 shelter beds are created? Echo Park Lake is 
filling up with tents, and Glendale is now filling up with tents around 
Alvarado including one in the parkway on Glendale. Do we just get to sit 
back and watch things get worse now because there is no opportunity for 
real enforcement any time in the near foreseeable future? 

2. How does the city determine how many shelter beds have to go into 
each district? District 13 may get the required number of beds but 
still have the exact same problem because of migration and no way of 
dealing with those who refuse to go to a shelter. 

3. Will the city "bus" homeless to an adjacent shelter if beds are 
available? Someone says there is a municipality that challenges people 
to show prior residency in their city before they are allowed into a 
shelter. We already know Culver City pushes them onto LA City 
property. Is this rule going to be applied to the districts, or will 

every shelter be forced to have an open door policy regardless of 
origin? What happens when everyone wants to live in the Venice shelter 
because it is next to the beach and they camp out around it until a bed 
is available? 

4. What happens when another wave of people from out of state or exit of 
county come in because they just want a free place to stay? Do more 
beds have to be created to keep them off the streets since there has to 
be a 1:1 correspondence between individuals and available beds? 

5. What ultimately happens when 60,000 shelter beds are available but a 
third to a quarter empty because the same people who refuse to go to a 
shelter will still not go? Will the law then be changed such that they 

can be legally forced into treatment centers, or will another set of 
lawsuits happen that allows them to continue living on public property? 

I suspect the latter, but 60,000 X $500,000 per bed (30,000,000,000 or 
30 billion) tells me that no one on this list will live long enough to 
even see the shelters built. 

6. Who is paying for the shelters? If all ofthe current money is being 

used on programs and cleaning up the messes created then where is the 30 
billion going to come from? We can't even get funding to finish a 
bullet train route, and the vast majority of voters are geographically 
insulated from the problem, so they may be unwilling to vote for bond 
measures and any other forms of funding for a problem they can't see. 

What do other counties do? I can't believe Los Angeles is unique in 
this issue. Once again referencing the bullet train, California tried 
to reinvent it at exorbitant rates rather than allowing contractors in 
who have actually done the work in other countries. As a result, we 
have no bullet train. It is hoped that we are not so arrogant to think 
that this can be solved in a vacuum and are looking to other countries 
for suggestions. Until then, I will avoid the toilet paper aisle in the 
Vons and have mine delivered by Amazon.

The Forefeast of the Nativity of the Lord begins on December 20. From now on, most of the liturgical 










hymns will be concerned with the birth of the Savior. 

At Vespers for this third day of the prefeast of the Nativity we sing, “Christ is bom on earth to crush the 
power of evil, to enlighten those in darkness, and to free the captives. Let us go forth to meet Him." 



Many words could be written about the true life and legacyof Saint Nicholas, 

While most today only consider afictional, elf-like inhabitant of the North Pole—and his band of flying 
reindeer—the prototype of this myth is a very real and very important person in the life of the Church. 


Born sometime in the latter half of the third century, Nicholas grew up in a wealthy and educated family. 
He was an only child, and his parents, Theophanes and Nona, lived together with their son in the city of 
Patara, Lycia. Lycia was a province in the southern region of Asia Minor, or present-day Turkey. 

Nicholas was raised as a Christian, and he followed in his uncle’s footsteps in his service to the Church. 
His parents felt blessed by their only child, dedicating his life to the Lord. He was tonsured a monk at 
the monastery of New Zion, and his uncle—also named Nicholas—served as Bishop of Patara His 
uncle eventually had the privilege of ordaining his nephew Nicholas to the priesthood 

At the time of his parents’ death, Nicholas received an enormous financial inheritance. Not wanting to 
leave the ascetic life and his service to the Church, Nicholas donated all of his inherited goods and 
possessions to the poor and needy. Out of reverence for the words of Christ to “not let your left hand 
know what your right hand is doing” (Matt. 6:3) when giving alms, he did all of his acts of charity in 
secret. For example, a father in Patara had once lost all of his wealth, leaving three daughters without 
the benefit of a dowry, and fearing the worst. When learning of this, Nicholas one night secretly left 
three small bags filled with money in an open window for the man to discover the next day. 

Overtime, and through various changes in custom, these acts of charity by St. Nicholas became the 
Christmas stocking tradition, where children leave their socks or shoes out to be filled with gifts and 
candy on the eve of Saint Nicholas’ commemoration. VWhiJe gift-giving for Christmas is commonly tied to 
the wise magi of Persia and their gifts for the newborn Christ, it is probably mostly derived from the life 
(and later legends) of St. Nicholas. As Orthodox Christians, we give chocolates or small gifts to our 
children on the anniversary of his death (Dec. 6) to remind them of the importance of charity, as well as 
the Christlike example set by St. Nicholas some 1,700 years ago. read

Dear Counciimember O'Farreil — 

Earlier this week on our street here in Silver Lake we had at least one homeless man 
attempt to break into residences, commit an attempted home invasion, shoot up drugs in 
front of a neighbor, threaten me through my kitchen window, and burglarize a car. 

This was just one street. 

And this was just since Saturday . 

As such, 1 read with dismay about the SCOTUS "non-ruling" regarding the homeless public 
camping policy (per the 9th district court). 

The current policy of the city/county is that unless enough shelter beds are made available for 
people sleeping on the streets, then homeless camps in our valuable public areas and parks will 
continue to be tolerated (even encouraged). 

Everyone knows that shelters are routinely only 78 percent full (these are LAHSA’s own numbers), 
which means that in reality the majority of the homeless prefer to sleep outdoors (which everyone 
also knows.) 

This means that chasing the chimerical "every bed for a homeless person” is a policy that many 
homeless do not even want. So the city/county, trying to confront an almost existential crisis, is 
basing its approach on actions that can never be successful. 

I’ve been in L.A. 8 years...and I’ve watched the quality of life here decline extensively because of 
the explosion of encampments - despite the endless amounts of money being thrown at the 
problem (My very generous wife alone gives $10,000 a year to the LA Food Bank). 




Further, the fact that homeless housing (not short-term shelter) is now costing upwards of $600K 
per unit is the definition of madness. What kind of message is the city sending to people who are 
working hard to save for a home - if the city is basically providing units for free to people who often 
refuse to even work? (see Steve Lopez’s column in the LA Times a few weeks ago highlighting a 
bunch of young, out-of-town layabouts waiting for homes while doing drugs on the streets of 
Hollywood). 

The city’s policy has to change. 

The city needs to accomplish two things: 

a) For those who want and need help, provide immediate assistance (especially veterans who 
have served their country). 

b) For those who refuse help, refuse to work, and are a criminal blight on the community they must 
be forced to move on or they will be jailed or housed in a tent city. 

These two goals seem very sensible to me. I know they are what the vast majority of Angelenos 
want as well. We are beyond fed up with the status quo. (The ACLU will scream. Let them. They 
have destroyed our neighborhoods with their endless lawsuits.) 

I am asking this sincerely: aside from running for office myself, what can I do to help shift policy to 
achieve the above aims? I am not talking about “helping the homeless” - there is more than 
enough of that right now, and my family has donated extensively. I am talking about reshaping 
public policy so that the tax-paying citizens of LA can feel like they have control over the 
communities they live in once again. 

Because the current policy approach (the course we have been on for over a decade now) is an 
abject failure. The evidence of that failure is all around us - and growing worse daily. 

I am not interested in dispensing yet more charity or endless virtue signaling (Mayor Garcetti’s 
“Homeless Neighbors” language is particularly risible). I am interested in participating in shaping 
bold and novel policies that will finally fix this crisis.

Get homeless housing built 

To do so, it makes sense to exempt homeless housing from California’s 
landmark environmental law. 

Last fall, state lawmakers passed a narrowly tailored bill that exempted homeless shelters and permanent supportive 
housing projects in Los Angeles from the California Environmental Quality Act, or CEQA, for five years. The bill was 
designed to make it faster and easier to build much-needed homeless housing and to block not-in-my-backyard lawsuits 
against such projects. 

And it worked. Just two months after Gov. Gavin Newsom signed the measure into law, a judge threw out a lawsuit 
seeking to stop the city from putting a 154-bed shelter on an abandoned bus yard in Venice. The city has granted 
exemptions to three other homeless shelters, and nine permanent supportive housing projects have requested the same 
protection, which can help shave months or even years off a project’s timeline. 

Now Assemblyman Miguel Santiago (D-Los Angeles) wants to expand the law statewide. He’s introduced Assembly Bill 
1907, which would provide CEQA exemptions to fast-track homeless housing throughout the state. But his new proposal 
would go further than last year's bill, broadening the exemption so it also applies to any housing project reserved for low- 
income renters, as long as the project receives certain state or federal funds. The bill would sunset in 2029. 

It’s a no-brainer to expand CEQA exemptions for homeless housing projects statewide. We’re in a crisis, with more and 
more people camping on sidewalks and sleeping in cars. In the 2019 count, California had more than 150,000 
unsheltered homeless people — a 16% increase over the previous year. 

But Santiago is also right to go further. If California really wants to slow the growing number of homeless residents, the 
state also has to dramatically increase the number of affordable housing units available. California is in a homelessness 
crisis in part because of the lack of affordable housing. One in three households statewide now spend more than half 
their income on rent, leaving many families one rent increase or missed paycheck away from losing their homes. 

Building more subsidized housing that’s reserved for low-income residents can help get people off the street and help 
prevent the poorest, most vulnerable Californians from becoming homeless in the first place. The good news is that the 
state has put up billions of dollars to develop more affordable housing. But the state would make better use of those 
taxpayer dollars if it made sure the projects weren’t held up by needless bureaucracy or chicanery. 

CEQA was enacted more than 40 years ago as a way to inform, protect and empower the public by requiring developers 
to disclose the environmental effects of their projects and to mitigate any harm they may cause. The law has been a vital 
tool that has made countless projects better since its inception. 

To be clear, CEQA itself is not the problem. If s how the law has been used — or abused. It’s too easy to tie up projects 
with costly and time-consuming lawsuits for reasons that have nothing to do with environmental protection. Cities 
compound the problem with rules that apply CEQA to infill housing developments, even when they meet zoning and 
planning requirements. That forces developers to spend money and time on additional analysis and paperwork. It also 
enables critics to file CEQA lawsuits challenging the projects, which can delay them and jeopardize their financing. 

It’s important to note that even if projects are exempted from CEQA, they still have to meet state regulations, local 
ordinances and building standards. Developers still have to analyze their building sites for potential threats in or to the 
environment, such as earthquake faults and soil contamination. And opponents can still file lawsuits challenging a CEQA 
exemption and demanding more study, although they face a higher burden in convincing a judge. 

Of course, CEQA exemptions can also mean less scrutiny and less public input on projects. In a crisis, though, California 
has to make trade-offs, and perhaps a little less process can get people off the streets faster. 

Ideally, state lawmakers would have come up with a more comprehensive set of reforms that would preserve what's best 
and most important about CEQA while making it harder for the law to be abused. But that’s proven, so far, to be an 
impossible task in Sacramento. Instead, legislators have repeatedly chosen to carve out CEQA fast-tracks for 
professional football stadiums, basketball arenas, corporate headquarters and swanky housing developments.

Momentum is building to use St. Vincent for the homeless 

Closed hospital will be costly, so how about some cash from Trump?

When readerTerry McVerry emailed me Sunday to suggest that St. Vincent Medical Center be reincarnated as a 
homeless housing and service center, she wasn’t the only one who saw the possibilities. 

I floated McVerry’s idea in my Wednesday column and a half dozen readers told me they’d had the same reaction to 
news that a bankruptcy judge had given the current hospital owner permission to close. 

“McVerry has a VERRY good idea,” wrote Dan Ford of Encino. 

Another enthusiastic response came from L.A. City Councilman Mitch O’Farrell. The venerable hospital at 3rd and 
Alvarado — which was founded by nuns and has catered to the poor for much of its history — is in his district, and 
O’Farrell told me he has been interested in the property since last summer and has met with the Daughters of Charity 
and made preliminary inquiries about acquiring the property to help ease the city’s homeless crisis. 

On Thursday, O’Farrell and 1 met at the 366-bed hospital — a neighborhood anchor for more than a century and a half— 
to talk about the possibilities. 

“Every floor has a nurse’s station, there’s a kitchen, a cafeteria, offices, a parking lot. You have everything you need,” 
said O'Farrell. “We need to take a look and see what we can do to repurpose it to address the issue of the day.” 

O’Farrell and 1 walked around the entire property, surveying the collection of buildings and open space, including a large 
vacant lot on the west side of the hospital. 

When we got back onto Third Street, he told me he was going to call fora study to explore buying, renting or leasing the 
property for housing, mental health care, addiction rehab and other services. 

And then on Friday O'Farrell introduced a motion that was seconded by Councilman Paul Krekorian. 

“Repurposing the facilities could greatly reduce the cost per unit and take advantage of existing infrastructure that is time 
consuming and costly to build,” said the motion. 

That reference was to the fact that it has taken three years to open the first housing units since voters approved Measure 
HHH, and estimates on some new homes have run as high as $500,000 per unit or more. 

The motion called for the city to begin discussions with the county on a collaboration. L.A. Mayor Eric Garcetti told me he 
wanted to include County Supervisor Hilda Solis on such an undertaking, so I gave her a call. 

Solis, who on Friday introduced a motion similar to O’Farrell’s, told me the county had looked into buying the hospital two 
years ago but wasn’t willing to pay more than $120 million, and lost out to the company that has now declared 
bankruptcy. 

“Obviously this again presents an opportunity for us. But to be very frank, the county doesn't have an endless pot of 
money. I would say to you we're interested in the property," Solis told me. 

It’s not clear what the asking price would be. USC health economics professor John Romley told me the hospital and its 
equipment have a valuation of $41 million. But the campus also includes an office building, senior housing and a Meals 
Qn Wheels headquarters, and it’s not clear whether some or all of that would have to be part of any deal, nor is it clear 
what it might cost to redesign the space for a new purpose. 


Verity Health System took the hospital into bankruptcy in 2018, soon after acquiring it as part of a chain the company 
bought, and when a sale fell through in the last couple of weeks, the judge gave Verity permission to close the hospital. 

St. Vincent just might be our solution

In a statement he sent to me Tuesday, Verity CEO Rich Adcock said: “it is our hope that a future buyer will be able to 
identify a use that honors the facility’s decades-long legacy of service to the community." 

One thing clear from my Wednesday column is that readers want to help find solutions to the raging human catastrophe. 
They've got their eyes on vacant buildings all over the region they think could be put into service at a time when tens of 
thousands of people are homeless in Southern California. 

I haven't had time to vet ail the recommendations, but here are a few: 

“Fairview State Mental Facility sits empty! Repurpose now,” Gary Crane wrote regarding the Costa Mesa property. 

Margery Brown wonders why the Los Padrinos Juvenile Hall in Downey, which was closed last summer, can't be put to 
work. Annette Mercer has been trying to get someone at City Hall to consider acquiring a former grocery store at Palms 
and Sepulveda boulevards. 

St. Luke Hospital in Pasadena got several nods from readers. Another one wanted to know why the Sybil Brand jail in 
City Terrace has been vacant for so many years. And another handful of readers wanted to know about the underutilized 
and largely vacant building that once housed the County-USC Medical Center in Boyle Heights . 

Actually, Solis told me, a couple of projects now in the works there will produce a few hundred units of bridge housing 
and crisis care and recuperative care beds. There’s space to do more, but Solis said old buildings can have seismic 
safety issues, asbestos removal challenges and engineering deficiencies that make them too expensive to repurpose. 

All true, but those complications are limited at St. Vincent, and officials need to make something happen as quickly as 
possible rather than take months to explain why they can’t. 

That’s what leadership is, and that’s what an emergency calls for. 

Gov. Gavin Newsom has made homelessness a bigger priority and called for more spending, so let’s tap him. Talks are 
under way to redirect money for such purposes from the Mental Health Services Act. And O’Farrell said there might be 
some money available through the state's Homeless Assistance Program. 

And didn’t the Trump administration just say it wanted to help us solve our homelessness challenge? Excuse me for 
being a little skeptical about that. But if Trump wants to put his money where his mouth is, I don’t think anyone in L.A. 
would be inclined to tear up the check. 

As long as Los Angeles is the place with the most sprawling, visible crisis, it has to be the place with the most urgent, 
creative response. 

Gazing up at St. Vincent with O’Farrell, it occurred to me that it could be not just a service and housing facility but a 
teaching and research center and a laboratory of best practices, and it would also be fantastic if some of the 1,000 
people working there now could be retrained and stay on the payroll. 

The potential is huge. It can’t be wasted.

BACKGROUND 

In 2016, the City of Los Angeles adopted the Comprehensive Homeless Strategy;, which 
includes a series of strategies aimed at addressing the City’s growing homelessness crisis. One 
of these targeted strategies Is the Safe Parking Program, which allows for homeless individuals 
and families who reside in their vehicles to do so legally in designated parking lots. 

The City has an agreement with the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA) to 
oversee this program with the assistance of nonprofit service providers who will work with 
participants to help develop a plan with a final emphasis on permanent housing, employment, 
training, and connection to the Los Angeles County Coordinated Entry System (CES). The CES 
facilitates the coordination and management of resources that comprise the crises response 
system in the County. The CES connects the highest need, most vulnerable persons in the 
community to available housing and supportive services. 

City Councilmembers may request the use of Los Angeles Public Library (LAPL) parking Jots to 
be included in the Safe Parking Program through a request to LAHSA. LAHSA will then submit a 
letter to LAPL requesting a permit to operate a Safe; Parking Program at a specific LAPL 
location and a waiver of LAPL fees. LAPL staff is authorized to approve the LAHSA/ 
Councilmember requests through the Library facility permitting process. A separate Permit shall 
be issued by LAPL for each Safe Parking Program location. The use of the LAPL parking lots 
for the Safe Parking Program is restricted to after-hours use at no cost to LAPL.

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SCHEDULE D 

SAFE PARKING PROGRAM PERMIT 
TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

The following Terms and Conditions apply to this Permit. 

1. PURPOSE AND USE OF PREMISES 

The Los Angeles Public Library ("LAPL” or “Library ’ or “Grantor") hereby grants to the 
Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (“LAHSA" or Permitee”), a joint powers 
authority of the City and County of Los Angeles, with principal business address at 811 
Wilshire Boulevard, Sixth Floor, Los Angeles, CA 90017, and its representatives, 
employees, contractors, and agents, permission to enter upon and use the parking lot of 
the property identified in Schedule A: Location of Safe Parking Program (“Premises" or 
"Permitted Area"), for the purposes listed in Schedule B: Scope of Services, in facilitation 
of a Safe Parking Program at that location. 

For this Permit, “LAHSA" includes all of LAHSA's representatives, employees, 
contractors, and agents. 

The Premises shall be used only for the purpose of providing a Safe Parking Program as 
described in Schedule B. Subject to the Permit Terms and Conditions identified in 
Schedule D, LAPL hereby grants permission to LAHSA to enter upon and use the 
Premises to provide the City with the services described in Schedule B. LAHSA is 
granted permission to assign this Permit to an operator at the location identified in 
Schedule A. No other purpose is permitted without first obtaining the written consent of 
LAPL, 

LAHSA shall remain in compliance with the terms and conditions set forth in this Permit. 
LAHSA shall ensure that its contractors remain in compliance with the terms and 
conditions set forth in this Permit. 

2. TERM 

The Permit granted herein shall be for the dates and times set forth in Schedule C: 

Term. This Permit terminates on the day after the last date listed in Attachment C or on a 
mutually-agreed-upon date. By mutual written agreement between LAPL and LAHSA, 
this Permit may be renewed for up to three (3) one-year extensions. 

In no event may any use of the Premises interfere, impede, or diminish the operation or 
functions of the Library and the Premises. The LAPL will provide LAHSA with advance 
notice for any Library programs or vendors who need to enter the lot during Safe Parking 
Program hours. LAPL and LAHSA will determine whether or not the lot needs to be 
closed to the Safe Parking Program on a temporary basis based on need for Library 
programs or vendors. If LAPL and LAHSA agree to close the lot temporarily LAHSA will 
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notify the Safe Parking Program Operator and the security service provided by the Safe 
Parking Program Operator of the temporary unavailability of the lot. 

During a building emergency situation, the security guard provided by the Safe Parking 
Program Operator will contaetthe."Safe Parking Program Operator who will attempt to 
contact LAPL staff. If LAPL staff cannot be reached, the Safe Parking Program Operator 
will determine how the situation should be handled. For life and safety emergencies, the 
security guard must contact 9-1-1. 

Further, LAPL retains the right to suspend the grant of rights to enter at any time, without 
advance notice, where emergency, acts of God, natural disasters, terrorist alerts, civil 
disorders and/or other LAPL operation requirements, at the discretion of the LAPL 
personnel in charge of the Premises at the time of use, cause such suspension. In the 
case of a suspension, LAHSA and all of its personnel agree to follow the instructions and 
orders of the LAPL personnel in charge of the Property, including immediate departure 
from the Property, without challenging any of such instructions or orders. A mutually- 
convenient date and time shall be rescheduled following any suspension. 

3. GOVERN MENTAL APPROVALS 

By granting this Permit, LAPL is not obligating itself to any governmental agent, board,, 
commission or agency with regard to any other discretional action related to LAHSA's 
occupancy, use, development or restoratibh of the Premises, Discretional 

action includes without limitation re-zonings, variances, environmental clearances, and 
all other required governmental approvals. 

4. CONSIDERATION 

The LAPL waives payment of Permit fees for the term of this Permit 

5. EFFECTIVE DATES 

The rights to enter granted herein are effective only on the dates listed in Schedule C 
and other dates as agreed to in advance and in writing by LAPL 

6. REVOCATION OR TERMINATION 

This Permit may be terminated by LAPL or LAHSA for any reason, by either party 
serving a written notice upon the other party at least thirty (30) days prior to the date set 
forth in said notice for such termination subject to Paragraph 7: Default below. 

7. REMOVAL OF EQUIPMENT 

Upon expiration or termination of this Permit, LAHSA shall remove any equipment it has 
placed on the Premises and clean the Premises. Removal and cleaning shall be 
completed within ten (10) days after the effective date of expiration or termination. Such 
removal and cleaning shall be done at the sole expense of LAHSA. 
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8. RELOCATION 

LAHSA acknowledges that it is not entitled to relocation assistance or any other benefits 
under the Uniform Relocation Act or any other provisions of the law upon termination or 
revocation of this Permit. LAHSA further acknowledges and agrees that it is entitled to 
no compensation in eminent domain for its interest in real property or for loss of 
business goodwill upon this Permit being terminated. 

9. DEFAULT 

In the event that LAHSA shall be in default of the performance of any of the terms or 
conditions herein agreed to be kept and performed by LAHSA, LAPL may terminate this 
Permit upon six (6) days’ notice. 

10. ELECTION NOT TO PROCEED 

LAHSA shall have no obligation to use the Premises. Should LAHSA elect at any time 
not to use said Premises for a Safe Parking Program, LAHSA shall provide written notice 
thereof to LAPL. 

11. CHANGES TO PROPERTY 

No permanent changes to the Premises are allowed. 

12. UTILITIES 

LAHSA shall not be allowed to connect to any utilities without written consent from 
LAPL, If agreed upon, LAHSA shall be responsible for ensuring that all gray water and 
sewage is handled appropriately by a licensed contracted vendor responsible for 
servicing restroom facilities. 

13. PERMITS 

LAHSA shall obtain at its own expense any permits or approvals which may be legally 
required by LAPL or other governmental agencies for their operation where applicable. 

14. INSPECTION 

LAHSA represents that LAHSA has inspected said Premises and knows the condition 
thereof and accepts the Premises “as is” in its present condition. LAPL may at all times 
enter and inspect the Premises. 

15. CONDITION OF USE OF PROPERTY 

LAHSA may place any and all necessary facilities and equipment on the Premises 
including but not limited to portable bathrooms and portable washing stations, provided, 
however, all necessary facilities and equipment placed on the Premises shall not in any 
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way unreasonably impede access to the Premises and LAPL’s operation during LAPL 
operating hours. LAHSA agrees to remove the same upon termination of the Permit and 
leave the Premises in the same condition as when received. LAHSA may not remove 
signs on the Premises. 

RESTORE AND VACATE 

Prior to the expiration or the termination of this Permit, LAHSA shall restore and clean 
the Premises to the original condition on the Effective Date, normal wear and tear 
excepted, and upon the expiration or termination of this Permit shall immediately vacate 
the Premises. Upon the LAPL’s termination of this Permit, LAHSA shall immediately 
cease all operations on the Premises and as soon as practicable thereafter restore the 
Premises to its condition on the Effective Date, normal wear and tear excepted, and 
vacate and clean the Premises. 

MAINTENANCE 

During the Term of the Permit, LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, 
shall maintain the Premises in a safe, attractive and clean condition. The Premises shall 
be swept after each use. All trash shall be removed from the Premises and disposed of 
at an Off-Site- location. No structures or equipment, such as portable toilets or trash 
receptacle shall be placed on the Premises without prior written consent of LAPL. 

Should the area not be properly maintained, LAPL reserves the right, after reasonable 
notice and opportunity to cure, to clean the Premises and/or perform repairs or 
necessary maintenance activities. The cost of these services will be billed to LAHSA. 
Failure to reimburse LAPL for these costs incurred is grounds for termination of this 
Permit. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall not allow any person to clean 
vehicles or perform any mechanical work on vehicles, including on any vehicles within 
the Premises. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall install and maintain drip pans 
below each vehicle and any machinery stored on the Premises. LAHSA, through the 
Safe Parking Program Operator, shall remove the drip pans daily when the vehicles are 
moved. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall ensure that debris and 
material scraps are not allowed to accumulate on the Premises. LAHSA. through-the 
Safe Parking Program Operator, shall keep the Premises free and clear of rubbish, 
debris and litter at all times to operate the Safe Parking Program. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, will ensure that the Premises 
returns to normal use at the specified time each morning in clean and operable 
condition. 
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Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this Permit, LAHSA, through the, Safe 
Parking Program Operator, at LAHSA’s sole cost and expense and to LAPL s 
satisfaction, shall maintain the Premises in good order and repair and in a safe, health 
and sanitary condition at all times during its use of the Premises during the Term of the 
Permit, subject to normal and ordinary wear and tear resulting from its performance of 
the Scope of Services and authorized use of the Premises. LAHSA shall comply with all 
applicable laws, rules, regulations, and directives of competent governmental authorities, 
at LAHSA's sole cost and expense, with respect to maintaining the Premises in a safe 
and secure manner during the Term. LAPL has no obligation to provide oversight of the 
Premises or staffing or to commit any resources for the maintenance of the Premises 
during LAHSA-s: after-hours use of the Permitted Area during the Term of this Permit. 

18. SECURITY AND SAFETY 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall bear sole responsibility for 
the security and safety of its activities and property kept at the Premises during the 
hours of operation of the Safe Parking Program LAHSA, through its Safe Parking 
Program Operator, shall be responsible for the maintenance, clean-up and securing of 
the Premises, as appropriate, to ensure security and safety of the Premises. LAHSA 
shall comply with all applicable laws, rules, regulations, and directives of competent 
governmental authorities at LAHSA’s sole cost and expense with respect to maintaining 
the Premises in a safe and secure manner during the Term. LAPL has no obligation to 
provide oversight of the Premises or staffing or any resources for the .-securityof the 
Premises during LAHSA’s after-hours use of the Permitted Area during the Term of the 
Permit. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, will provide an unarmed, private, 
bonded security guard who will check Safe Parking Program users into the location, 
remain on site throughout the operating hours, and check participants out in the 
morning. The guard will monitor the Premises during the hours of operation of the Safe 
Parking Program to ensure that only participants in the Safe Parking Program are in the 
parking lot. If non-Safe-Parking-Program participants enter the Premises during the 
hours of the Safe Parking Program operation and refuse to leave, the guard will work 
with the Safe Parking Program Operator and the Los Angeles Police Department to 
address the situation. 

19. DISABLED ACCESS COMPLIANCE 

LAHSA shall comply with Title 24 of the California Code of Regulations (i.e. the ‘’Building 
Code”), the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (“ADA”), and any other applicable 
state and federal regulations enacted protecting the rights of people with disabilities. 
LAHSA’s compliance shall include without limitation the following: 

• LAHSA shall not discriminate against qualified persons with disabilities in any aspect 
of employment, including recruitment, hiring, promotions, conditions and privileges of 
employment, compensation, benefits, discipline, layoffs, and termination of 
employment; 
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• No qualified individual With a disability may be excluded on the basis of disability 
from participation in, or be denied the benefits of, services, programs or activities of 
the Safe Parking Program; 

• LAHSA shall post a statement addressing the requirements of the ADA in a 
prominent place at the work site: 

• LAHSA shall include language in each sub-license agreement, if any, indicating the 
sub-licensee's agreement to abide by the foregoing provision; and, 

• LAHSA and each of its sub-licensees shall individually be responsible for their own 
ADA compliance programs. LAHSA failure to comply with the above requirements 
and/or submitting false information to those requirements shall be in default under 
this Permit. 

20. NON-ENDORSEMENT 

Nothing in this Permit or any cooperation provided by LAPL and its employees during 
the term of this Permit may be construed or portrayed as approval, disapproval, 
endorsement or a statement about the Safe Parking Program. 

21. INDEMNIFICATION 

Except for the active negligence or willful misconduct of LAPL, or any of its boards, 
officers, agents, employees, assigns or successors in interests, LAHSA undertakes and 
agrees to defend, indemnify and hold harmless LAPL and any of its boards, officers, 
agents, employees, assigns or successors in interest from and against all suits and 
causes of action, claims, losses, demands and expenses, including but not limited to, 
attorney’s fees, damages or any liability of any nature whatsoever, for death or injury to 
any person, or damage or destruction of any property of either party hereto, or of third 
parties, arising in any manner by reason of the negligent acts, errors, omissions or willful 
misconduct incident to the performance of this Permit by LAHSA or its subcontractors of 
any tier. This provision shall survive expiration or termination of this Permit. 

22. INSURANCE 

LAHSA shall comply with all insurance contractual requirements as specified on the 
Form Gen. 133 attached hereto as a requirement of this Permit. In addition, LAHSA shall 
provide insurance coverage as specified on the Form Gen. 146 attached hereto as a 
requirement of this Permit. LAHSA shall maintain, during the Term of this Permit, 
evidence of insurance acceptable to Risk Management in the Office of the City 
Administrative Officer prior to LAHSA’s occupancy of the Premises. LAHSA shall keep 
this policy in force during the life of this Permit. 
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23. ASSUMPTION OF RISK 

LAHSA shall bear all risks and liability,a rising: out of or in any manner directly or 
indirectly connected with LAHSA’s use or occupancy of the Premises and any damages 
to the improvements on, under, or in the vicinity of the, Premises resulting directly or 
indirectly thereby. 

Given the nature of the Premises and the possible operational risks and activities of the 
Premises, LAHSA hereby acknowledges that when its personnel and subcontractors 
enter said Premises, they assume all risks of personal injury and damages to their 
person and/or personal property arising out of being on the Premises. 

24. WARRANTIES 

LAHSA represents that it has secured all necessary permits and warrants that the Safe 
Parking Program will not violate any applicable ordinances, zoning restrictions or laws. 
LAHSA also acknowledges that LA PL does not warrant nor guarantee the Premises is fit 
for the purposes LAHSA might have perceived or planned for the Premises. 

25. ENCUMBRANCES 

LAHSA shall keep the Premises and any City-owned property of which the Premises is a 
part free from all encumbrances and liens of any nature which arise out of or are in any 
manner directory or indirectly connected with this Permit or LAHSA’s occupancy, use, 
maintenance, or restoration of the Premises. LAHSA shall protect, defend, indemnify, 
and hold LAPL harmless from and against any claim, liability, cost, or expense, including 
without limitation all attorney fees and costs, relating to or charged against the Premises, 
including without limitation LAHSA’s failure or the failure of any contractor or 
subcontractor hired by LAHSA to pay any person or person referred to in Section 3181 
of the California Civil Code or other applicable sections thereof. 

26. HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 

LAHSA shall not allow the illegal installation, storage, utilization, generation, sale, or 
release of Hazardous Substances or otherwise regulated substances in. or, under, or 
from the Premises. Except for the Scope of Services, LAHSA and LAHSA’s agents and 
contractors shall not install, store, utilize, generate, or sell any Hazardous Substances 
on the Premises without LAPL’s prior written consent. LAHSA shall, prior to initiating any 
operations, obtain all required permits or licenses from applicable city, county, state or 
federal regulatory agencies. 

Installing, utilizing, storing, or any other presence of a Hazardous Substance includes 
boxes, bags, bottles, drums, cylinders, above- or below-ground tanks, equipment with 
tanks, or any other container, equipment or device which holds or incorporates a 
Hazardous Substance or ha^n^Uf^wastfi^njot; permitted on the Premises. 
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For the purposes of this Permit, “Hazardous Substance” shall mean any substance listed 
by the Environmental Protection Agency or the State or California as a hazardous 
substance, all types of petroleum-related substances chemical constituents. 

For the purposes of this Permit, a “release” shall include without limitation any spilling, 
leaking, pumping, pour, emitting, emptying, discharging, injecting, escaping, leaching, 
dumping, or otherwise disposing of Hazardous Substances. 

REMEDIATION OF HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 

If LAHSA’s occupancy, use, development, maintenance, or restoration of the Premises 
results in a release of Hazardous Substances, LAHSA shall pay all costs of remediation 
and removal to the City’s satisfaction for unrestricted re-use of the Premises, and in 
accordance with all applicable laws, rules and regulations of governmental authorities. 

REMOVAL OF HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 

If LAHSA or LAHSA’s contractor or agent has received approval and permits to store, 
utilize, generate, or install or otherwise bring Hazardous Substances to the Premises, 
LAHSA and/or LAHSA’s contractor or agent shall remove all Hazardous Substances in 
any type of container, equipment, or device from Premises immediately upon or prior to 
the expiration or termination of this Permit. LAPL reserves the right to conduct 
inspections of the Premises and/or request documentation demonstrating the legal 
removal and/or disposal of the hazardous materials, wastes, or other containers, 
equipment or devices from the Premises. LAHSA shall be responsible for any and all 
costs incurred by LAPL to remove any container or device requiring disposal or removal 
as required by this provision. 

INCOPORATION OF SCHEDULES 

The provisions contained in all schedules and forms attached hereto shall be deemed to 
be a part of and incorporated by reference into this Permit. 

SURVIVABILITY 

The following paragraphs survive the termination of this permit: 11, 15, 20, 21, 22, 24 
and 25. 

NO INTENDED THIRD-PARTY BENEFICIARIES 

The Grantor and the Permittee herein do not in any way intend to create or confer any 
benefits to any third party. 

ASSIGNMENT OR SUBLEASE 

LAHSA shall not, by contract, operation of law. or otherwise assign or sublet any rights 
under this Permit (in whole or in part), or delegate performance of its obligations under 
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this Permit without LAPL’s prior written consent. Any such assignment or sublease shall: 
be void. 

33. LICENSE ONLY 

This Permit is a license only and is personal to LAHSA and shall not be construed as 
conveying any interest whatsoever in or to real property or the Premises. 

34. TAXES 

If applicable, LAHSA shall pay all taxes upon property and improvements belonging to 
LAHSA and located on said Premises and other charges incurred by LAHSA in 
connection with the use of said Premises 

35. POSSESSORY INTEREST 

By executing this Permit and accepting the benefits thereof, a property interest may be 
created known as “possessory interest" and such property interest will be subject to 
property taxation. LAHSA, as the party in whom the possessory interests is vested, may 
be subject to the payment of the property taxes, or possessory interest tax. 

36. NOTICES 

All notices required hereunder shall be in writing and shall be given either by personal 
delivery, or by United States registered or certified or regulation mail (postage prepaid), 
and shall be deemed given hereunder on the date delivered, or a date three (3) business 
days after the date mailed if mailed in the United States, and five (5) business days if 
mailed outside of the United States as follows:

37. GOVERNING LAWS, VENUES AND SEVERABILITY 

This Permit shall be governed in accordance with the laws of the State of California 
without regard to its choice of laws and principles. All actions arising out of this Permit 
shall be filed with a court of competent jurisdiction in the County of Los Angeles, State of 
California. Each term of this Permit is intended to be, and shall be construed as, 
independent and severable from each other. If any covenant, condition, restriction, or

other term of this Permit is held to be invalid by any court or applicable regulatory body, 
the invalidity of such term shall.not affect-.the-validity of the remainder of this Permit, 
unless the invalidity substantially impairs the intended values of this Permit to the parties 
under the original Permit. 

38. OPERATIONS TO BE LAWFUL 

LAHSA agrees at all times to conduct LAHSA's operations in full conformity with all laws, 
ordinances and requirements of all governmental authorities including, but not limited to, 
obtaining all required permits and licenses. 

39. LIMITATION ON DAMAGES 

In no event will any party hereto be liable for or have any obligation to pay to the other 
consequential and/or incidental and/or special damages, all of which are expressly 
excluded, and the parties hereby waive any right to recover any such damages from the 
other. 

40. FUNDING 

Funds are provided for the oversight, planning, management, monitoring, and 
coordination of LAHSA-funded programs in the Los Angeles Continuum of Care 
(LACoC). LAHSA is provided with funds to operate the Safe Parking Program. 

No LAPL funds will be used to operate or support the Safe Parking Program and Scope 
of Services described in Schedule B of this Permit. 

41. WAIVERS FOR LAPL RULES OF CONDUCT 

LAHSA has identified and implemented best practices to provide participant services for 
outreach and engagement, assessments, housing and case management plans, 
supportive services, and the development of participant living and service environments. 
These best practices and principles, known as low barrier, harm reduction , and no wrong 
door, are intended to create an environment for participants to have increased access to 
services compared to traditional approaches that may create barriers to exclude 
participants from full inclusion of service opportunities, and thus reinforcing homeless 
situations. 

Due to these LAHSA-endorsed practices and principles and the provision of services for 
the Safe Parking Program, LAHSA requests and the LAPL grants waivers for the 
following two rules in the LAPL Rules of Conduct for participants in the Safe Parking 
Program. 

• Rule 6. Smoking of any type or using tobacco products, vapor or e-cigarette products 
in the library or on library property as described in the LAMC Section 41.50. This 
includes the charging of battery-powered portable electronic smoking devices. 
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With the waiver of Rule 6, LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, will 
work with the LAPL to designate a smoking area on the Premises which the Safe 
Parking Program Operator will monitor and control to ensure the proper disposal of 
any tobacco, vapor, or e-cigarette materials. The Safe Parking Program Operator will 
maintain the Premises inaceordaneewit^the terms of thisPermit The intention of 
this waiver is to support participants in the Program by reducing barriers to and 
in creasing access to serv ices. 

Rule 21. Bringing any animal into library facilities, except for service animals that are 
individually trained to do work or perform tasks for an individual with a disability in 
compliance with ADA (Americans with Disabilities Act) regulations. Animals that are 
part of a library program may be allowed in library facilities with the consent of library 
staff 

With the waiver of Rule 21. Program participants would be allowed to bring pets onto 
the Premises during the hours of the operation of the Program. The Safe Parking 
Program Operator will be responsible for ensuring the Premises and any pet relief 
grounds are cleaned and returned to their original condition in accordance with the 
terms of this Permit. The Safe Parking Program Operator will also ensure that 
handler responsibilities as required by the ADA are also implemented for Program 
participants with pets or service animals.

Dear Councilman Cedillo, O'Farrell and teams. 

I'm writing as an eight-year resident of Angeleno Heights, Every day I walk around 
Echo Park lake and I’m shocked to continue to see our law enforcement not take action 
in enforcing our city codes related to homeless encampments. Over the last few 
months I’ve watched the tents grow from a handful to, just today, over 20. It’s simply 
out of control and I expect better from our city. I understand our state has a severe 
homelessness crisis, however, to allow one of the city's few park areas to become an 
encampment is not acceptable. Last year I spent several months trying to help a 
homeless man, Kirk. Kirk took up residence on Kensington Road in front of residential 
houses on the sidewalk and refused city services and shelter. Over the course; of these 
months he built an encampment 15+ feet long and 3 feet high on our residential street- 
He became increasingly distraught, unstable and a safety concern for our 
neighborhood. After about 4 months the city took down his encampment and he moved 
on. 

With each day, more tents appear in Echo Park along the lake, and with it drugs, 
garbage and bulky items across the park and in the streets creating a public health 
hazard. _Ldo np_t feel safe walkin g in this public park now . Encampments continue* to 
appear in the bushes along the 101 freeway and Bellevue as well. I don't even know 
where to begin about Glendale Ave. between the 101 and 2 freeways. 

I know there's not an easy solution for our homelessness crisis, but I ask your help in. 
enforcing the following LA City codes in Echo Park which state that: 1) Having a tent up 
on a street, sidewalk, or other public area is illegal from 6am to 9pm, unless it is raining 
or below 50 degrees and 2) It is iflegal to maintain any large items that cannot fit into a 
60 gallon container. 

I am at your service to help as a concerned resident.

The City Council took legislative action this past week on three of my key initiatives that will have a 
lasting, positive influence in the 13th District and across the City. 

• We declared Fletcher Drive and Hollywood Blvd/New Hampshire Ave tunnel closure projects as 
an urgent necessity due to public health and safety issues. This will expedite the work. 

• We moved forward on a report from the City Administrative Officer and the Chief Legislative 
Analyst on how to allocate $117.5M in funding from the state’s Homeless, Housing, Assistance 
and Prevention program (HHAP). The monies will be utilized in 2020 to fund our City’s 
homelessness prevention and housing services efforts. 

• We took action to double the number of beds at the Young Women’s Christian Association 
(YWCA) bridge housing site in Hollywood. The bridge housing facility, located at 1215 Lodi Place, 
has been in operation since November 2018 with 64 beds for women experiencing homelessness. 
There are now a total of 124 beds, 30 of which are for transitional age youth (TAY) between the 
ages of 18 and 24 years old. 

As we enter the holiday season, 1 am so grateful for the support of my Council colleagues and for your 
support as we make positive and tangible change to help the most vulnerable in our communities.

I felt uplifted to have finally heard a friendly 
and helpful voice and am hopeful we can resolve diis hi an effective way. I know you said to keep it short, but there 
was so much information to pass on that I thought the relevant agencies would find helpful that I decided to include it 
all, especially links for ease of convenience in researching. I apologize for the length. I look forward to hearing any 
resolution, advice, suggestions. The other 16 owners in this historic project are so heartbroken that our beautiful 
property, that we have so lovingly maintained and feel so proud of, developed in close connection with the City 
Council, and which continues to draw architectural buffs from around the world (we hosted a delegation from 
Sweden two years ago) is going through these headaches and we feel ignored everywhere we turn by agencies we 
thought would protect us and the City’s investment in this project — and by companies we thought would follow the 





law, particularly with regards to safety. The language from the letter attached is pasted below: 


LANGUAGE FROM ATTACHED LETTER; 


As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maftman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and on 
behalf of the owners of said development, I am writing to let you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, 
which has been partially excavated and extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and 
kitchen (all unpermitted in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe 
Airbnb rental and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding document that is officially recorded and filed 
with your state”) and City of Ins Angeles rules. T hi s address is one of the 17 single family residence (SFR) 
bungalows in the historic Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to be fully renovated 
and sold as SFRs by taking advantage of the small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning 
Department” (quote courtesy of media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my 
understanding tax credits were granted by the City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable 
housing. The Maltman Bungalows won the LA Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence 
Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles (LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best 
Practices in Development 2009 Award Winning Projects”. Then Coimcilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the 
Silverlake Preservation Society were actively and personally involved in this project. I apologize for the length of 
the email but I wanted to get it off to you immediately and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 


• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway 
and utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HO A fee for trash, insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community 
meetings) included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: ’No owner shall be permitted to lease such 
Owner’s Lot for transient or hotel purposes...” and “No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a 
period of less than thirty (30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and 
unbeknownst to us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, bathroom 
and kitchen, with a separate entrance, in effect making it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a 
complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1, 
2015 as “construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed 
with no recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have 
been aff ected by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside, I believe I have the right to 
know why that case was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from this 
link to the LADBS website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this 
property beyond that in 2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, 
which is also in error as the roof was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions 
to be lawful (but not requiring permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

• As of today the property is fisted on Airbnb (in this particular fisting, she is attempting to rent the entire 



house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 days). Should the below link not 
work (E am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this listing), I am including herewith pictures and available 
rental dates from the listing.

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home in the Bay 
Area and tra ns ferred the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax 
assessment should be. I do not begrudge that. But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “. Property tax 
relief for seniors may be granted for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, 
cooperative housing community apartment, manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living 
unit within a larger structure consisting of both residential and non-residential accommodations,” Does 
Proposition 60 prohibit turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the properly 
records, Ms. Maran purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and 
turned it into a duplex and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still 
lists it as a 1 bed/1 bath SFR). https://portal.assessor.lajcounty.gov/parceldetail/5427022031 Proposition 60 
specifically does not note “duplex” as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in 
the singular, not the plural. It’s my belief that is because it was not intended for “co mm ercial” or “income 
producing” units. A unit identical to hers in our PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to 
hers) just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to pull permits and then be reassessed based on the 
additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly that they were 
allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their “neighbors 
complainf ’ link which does not allow for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a 
direct email address, phone number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through that 
“neighbors” link, https ://www.airbnb .com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to 
no avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City Council adopted new 
regulations effective July 1, 2019 requiring the “hosf ’ to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) 
to the City and receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this 
property? If so, was the property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there 
were Grant Deed CC&Rs recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or structural 
renovations that essentially converted it into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived 
on tax forms and paying the requisite income tax? 


So my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property is part 
of a deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted 
on Hie hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not 
pulled, I believe it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA 
who may have been affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being 
conducted. If permits are to be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on this PUD 
community? 

• Please insure file house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i .e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rales. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We arc a small community of homeowners, sclf-managc and just want to protect this 



amaz ing project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the 
City’s expense. You have no idea how much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, 
trespassing on our private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I 
like Airbnb, I’ve used it myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. 
Please help us protect tliis historic project. We host at least one tour per year (UCLA and USC urban 
planning students who’ve undertaken writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling 
experts from around the world; urban developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the 
development along with the developer as a model in af fordable and responsible urban living. It is a 
community the City should be proud of helping to develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted 
and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation 
of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they arc complying with 
local rules that impact communities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this 
city, and a spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those 
homeowners with building violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an 
enforcement model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are permitted to file code 
violations on Airbnb by accessing https://airbnb-legal.fbrce.com/s/login/?language=en_US -

to you immediately and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 


• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway and 
utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HOA fee for trash, insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community meetings) 
included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for 
transient or hotel purposes...” and “No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than 
thirty (30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached).

But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “Property tax relief for 
seniors may be grantedfor a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative 
housing community apartment, manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a 
larger structure consisting of both residential and non-residential accommodations Does Proposition 60 
prohibit turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. 
Maran purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a 
duplex and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a

Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on tax forms and paying the 
requisite income tax? 


my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property is part of a 
deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted on the 
hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not pulled, I 
believe it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may 
have been affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If 
permits are to be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on this PUD community? 

• Please insure die house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the City’s 
expense. You have no idea how much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on 
our private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safely issues, etc. I like Airbnb, I’ve 
used it myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. Please help us 
protect this historic project. We host at least one tour per year (UCLA and USC urban planning students 
who’ve undertaken writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around 
the world; urban developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to show-case the development along with 
the developer as a model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be proud 
of helping to develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one 
of the units to be turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they arc complying with 
local rules that impact co mm unities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this city, 
and a spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those 
homeowners with building violations. I do believe tliis particular property offers file City of Los Angles an 
enforcement model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are permitted to file code 
violations on Airbnb by accessing https://airbnb-legal.force.com/s/login/?language=en_US .

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us widi information oil how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the City’s 
expense. You have no idea how much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on 
our private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like Airbnb, I’ve 
used it myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. Please help us 
protect this historic project. We host at least one tour per year (UCLA and USC urban planning students 
who’ve undertaken writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around 
the world; urban developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase die development along with 
die developer as a model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be 
proud of helping to develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion 
of one of die units to be turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are complying with 
local rules that impact communities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this 
city, and a spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those 
homeowners with building violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an 
enforcement model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are permitted to file code 
violations on Airbnb by accessing https://airbnb-f egal.force.com/s/logir>/?la.nguage cn US .

with regards to safety. The language from the letter attached is pasted below: 


LANGUAGE FROM ATTACHED LETTER: 


As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maltman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and on 
behalf of the owners of said development, I am writing to let you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, 
which has been partially excavated and extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen 
(all unpermitted in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe Airbnb 
rental and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding document that is officially recorded and filed with your 
state”) and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the 
hi storic Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by 
taking advantage of the small lot ordinance “t han ks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Department” (quote 
courtesy of media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my understanding tax credits were 
granted by the City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows won 
(lie LA Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous 
articles (LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best Practices in Development 2009 Award 
Winning Projects”. Then Councilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silverlake Preservation Society' were 
actively and personally involved in this project. I apologize for the length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you 
immediately and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 


• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway and 
utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HOA fee for trash, insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community meetings) 
included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for 
transient or hotel purposes...” and “No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than 
thirty (30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 


In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to 




us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, ba thr oom and kitchen, with a 
separate entrance, in effect maki ng it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a 
complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1,2015 
as “construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no 
recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been affected 
by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside, I believe I have the right to know why that case 
was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from this link to the LADBS 
website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this properly beyond that in 
2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also in error as the roof 
was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions to be lawful (but not requiring 
permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to rent the entire 
house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 days). Should the below link not 
work (I am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this listing), I am including herewith pictures and available 
rental dates from the listing.

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home in the Bay Area 
and transferred the property' tax base). Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax assessment 
should be. I do not begrudge that. But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “ Property tax relief for 
seniors may be granted for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative 
housing community apartment, manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a 
larger structure consisting of both residential and non-residential accommodations.” Does Proposition 60 
prohibit turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. 
Maran purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a 
duplex and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a 

1 bed/1 bath SFR). https://portal.assessor.lacounty.gov/parceldetail/542702203f Proposition 60 specifically 
does not note “duplex” as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in the singular, not 
the plural. It’s my belief that is because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A 
unit identical to hers in our PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) just sold for 
$700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to pull permits and then be reassessed based on the additions like anyone 
else? 

• When 1 called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly that they were 
allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their “neighbors 
complainf ’ link which does not allow for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a direct 
email address, phone number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through that 
“neighbors” link, https://www.airbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to no 
avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City Council adopted new regulations 
effective July 1, 2019 requiring the cc host” to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and 
receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, was 
the property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there were Grant Deed CC&Rs 
recorded with the properly that prohibited short term rentals or structural renovations that essentially converted 
it into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite 
income tax? 



So my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property is part of a 
deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted on the 
hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from L ADBS? If permits were not pulled, I 
believe it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may 
have been affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If 
permits are to be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being property assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at die rest of our and the City’s 
expense. You have no idea how much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on our 
private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like Airbnb, I’ve used it 
myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. Please help us protect this 
historic project. We host at least one tour per year (UCLA and USC urban planning students who’ve undertaken 
writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around the world; urban 
developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development along with the developer as a 
model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be proud of helping to 
develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to 
be turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are complying with 
local rales that impact communities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this city, 
and a spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those 
homeowners with building violations. I do believe this particular property offers die City of Los Angles an 
enforcement model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are permitted to file code 
violations on Airbnb by accessing https: //airbnb-legal.force.com/s/lo gin/?language=enUS .

Follow up questions / co mm ents from today's call with Juan. 

My main concerns remain: hazardous waste as a result of die burned building & trash pile it is now - vandalism / theft of our 
cars or apartments - blocked access to our property or parking spaces - an escalated altercation with trespassers - a random 
act of violence by a trespasser. 

1. Ron, please provide a written inspection report regarding the safety of the building: 

- Is there asbestos? 

- Are there airborne carcinogens or other health hazardous particles? 

- Axe there any other hazardous materials inside the building that could be polluting air, water, ground etc? 

2. Who owns the driveway adjacent to our properties and die house of spirits? 

- Trespassers are using this driveway as the primary access point to enter the building 

- Therefore I argue they are trespassing on our rented property 

3. Ron, Juan, Please provide in writing the building code explaining what constitutes "securing" the property 

- Fence patches of string and twist ties are ineffective. 

- Regardless of whether or not the owner has met the minimum requirements to secure, what leverage can you create to push 
back and say it is an inadequate effort? 

- Raise the standard - the owner should repair the fence in a permanent fashion - blocking any random persons access 
would go a long way to resolve the majority of issues. 

4. Legal dispute with liquor store tenants 

- Per my understanding, there is a pending legal case between the owner of the building and the tenants who operated the 
business, which is still on-going. 

- 'The owner has expressed interest in selling the building - no further concrete information

Tonight just minutes ago two adult males pulled their car into our parking space, got out of their 90s Nissan, put on fake 
security jackets and one posed as an officer while the other climbed through the fence and into the roof to raid. 

I've called the police again and they will get here whenever they arrive. 

Tell the property owner to fix the fence. Twist ties aren't going to do it. 

Every one of us who lives here is peering out our windows constantly looking for the next questionable person who is 
coming up here to at best leave a mess for us to clean up and at worst to break into our cars, apartments or 
vandalize our property.

ago) is going thr ough these headaches and we feel ignored everywhere we turn by agencies we thought would protect us 
and the City’s investment in this project — and by companies we thought would follow the law, particularly with regards 
to safety.

As a member of the Board of Directors of the Mailman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and on 
behalf of (lie owners of said development, I am writing to let you know of an issue at 924 Mailman Avenue, an SFR, 
which has been partially excavated and extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen 
(all unpermitted in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe Airbnb rental 
and hi violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding document that is officially recorded and filed with your state”) 
and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic 
Mailman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by taking 
advantage of the small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Department” (quote courtesy of 
media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my understanding tax credits were granted by the 
City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable housing. The Mai lman Bungalows won the LA 
Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best Practices in Development 2009 Award Winning 
Projects”. Then Councilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silverlake Preservation Society were actively and 
personally involved in this project. I apologize for the length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you immediately 
and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 


• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway and 
utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HO A fee for trash, insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community meetings) 
included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for 
transient or hotel purposes...” and “No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty 
(30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to 
us, excavated out die bottom half of the hou se to inclu de an additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a 
separate entrance, in effect making it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HO A Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a 
complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1, 2015 
as “construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no 
recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may hav e been affected 
by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside, I believe I have the right to know why that ease 
was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from this link to the LADBS 
website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this property beyond that in 
2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also in error as the roof 
was actually installed on another home). If die inspector found the additions to be lawful (but not requiring 
permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to rent the entire 
house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 days). Should the below link not 
work (I am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this listing), I am including herewith pictures and available rental 
dates from the listing.

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home in the Bay Area 
and transferred the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax assessment 
should be. I do not begrudge that. But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “ Property tax relief for seniors 
may be granted for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative housing 
community apartment , manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a larger 
structure consisting of both residential and non-residential accommodations. Does Proposition 60 prohibit 
turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. Maran 
purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex 
and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a 1 bcd/1 bath 
SFR). htips://portal.aissessor.lacounty.gov/parceldetai1/5427022031 Proposition 60 specifically does not note 
“duplex” as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It’s 
my belief th at is because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A unit identical to 
hers in our PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she 
have had to pull permits and then be reassessed based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly tliat they were 
allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their “neighbors 
complaint” link which does not allow for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a direct 
email address, phone number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through that 
“neighbors” link, https://www.airbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to no 
avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City Council adopted new regulations 
effective July 1, 2019 requiring the “host” to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and 
receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, was 
the property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there were Grant Deed CC&Rs 
recorded with die property dial prohibited short term rentals or structural renovations that essentially converted it 
i n to a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite income 
tax? 


So my reasons for writing are thus: 

* Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property" is part of a 
deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted on the 
hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe 
it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply fiiat information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may have been 
affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If permits are 
to be granted — will they comport wifii the restricting deeds on this PUD co mm unity? 

* Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

* Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

* Has Hie owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

* Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the City’s 



expense. You have no idea how much it has af fected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespass in g on our 
private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like Airbnb, I’ve used it 
myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. Please help us protect this 
historic project. We host at least one tour per year (U CL A and USC urban planning students who’ve undertaken 
writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around the world: urban 
developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development along with the developer as a 
model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be proud of helping to 
develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be 
turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

* Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are complying with local 
rules that impact communities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this city, and a 
spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those homeowners 
with building violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an enforcement 
model. Government agencies (but not concerned or af fected citizens) are permitted to file code violations on 
Airbnb by accessing https: //airbnb-le gal .force .com/s/lo gin/?languag e=en US .

(30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to 
us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a 
separate entrance, in effect making it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a 
complaint with the Cily of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1,2015 as 
“construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no 
recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been affected 
by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside, I believe I have the right to know why that case 
was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from this link to the LADBS 
website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this property beyond that in 
2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also in error as the roof 
was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions to be lawful (but not requiring 
permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home in the Bay Area 
and transferred the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a traction of what the property tax assessment 
should be. I do not begrudge that. But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, Property tax relief for seniors 
may be grantedfor a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative housing 
community apartment, manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a larger 
structure consisting of both residential and non-residentkd accommodations Does Proposition 60 prohibit 
turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. Maran 
purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex and 
yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a 1 bed/1 bath SFR). 
https://portaLassessor.lacounty.gov/parceldetail/5427022031 Proposition 60 specifically does not note “duplex” 
as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It’s my belief 
that is because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A unit identical to hers in our 
PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to 
pull permits and (lien be reassessed based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly that they were 
allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing. 

• T have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their “neighbors 
complaint” link which docs not allow for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a direct 
email address, phone number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through that 
“neighbors” link, https://www.airbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to no 
avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City Council adopted new regulations 
effective July 1, 2019 requiring the “host” to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and 
receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, was the 
property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there were Grant Deed CC&Rs 
recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or structural renovations that essentially converted it 
into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite income 
tax? 


So my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The properly is part of a 
deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted on the 
hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe 
it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may have been 
affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If permits are to 
be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpennitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying (axes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the City’s 
expense. You have no idea how much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on our 
private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like Airbnb, I’ve used it 
myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. Please help us protect this 
historic project. Wc host at least one tour per year (UCLA and USC urban planning students who’vc undertaken 



writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around the world; urban 
developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development along with the developer as a 
model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be proud of helping to 
develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be 
turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are complying with local 
rules that impact communities. I am highly aware t ha t we face an affordable housing shortage in tins city, and a 
spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those homeowners 
with building violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an enforcement 
model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are permitted to file code violations on 
Airbnb by accessing htlps://airbnb-legal.force.com/s/login/?language=en_US .

Marisol, thank you so much again for speaking with me on the phone today. I felt uplifted to have finally heard a friendly 
and helpful voice and am hopeful we can resolve this in an effective way. I know you said to keep it short, but there was 
so much infor m ation to pass on that I thought the relevant agencies would find helpful that I decided to include it all, 
especially links for ease of convenience in researching. I apologize for the length. I look forward to hearing any 
resolution, advice, suggestions. The other 16 owners in this historic project are so heartbroken that our beautiful property, 
that we have so lovingly maintained and feel so proud of, developed in close connection with the City Council, and which 
continues to draw architectural buffs from around the world (we hosted a delegation from Sweden two years ago) is going 
through these headaches and we feel ignored everywhere we turn by agencies we thought would protect us and the City’s 
investment in this project — and by companies we thought would follow the law, particularly with regards to safety. The 
language from the letter attached is pasted below: 

LANGUAGE FROM ATTACHED LETTER; 

As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maltman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and 
on behalf of the owners of said development, I am writing to let you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, 
which has been partially excavated and extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen 
(all unpermitted in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe Airbnb rental 
and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding document that is officially recorded and filed with your state”) 
and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic 
Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by taking 
advantage of the small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Department 11 ’ (quote courtesy of 
media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my understanding tax credits were granted by the 
City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows won the LA 
Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best Practices in Development 2009 Award Winning 
Projects”. Then Councilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silver lake Preservation Society were actively and 
personally involved in this project. T apologize for the length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you immediately 
and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 

• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway and 
utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HO A fee for trash, insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community meetings) 
included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for 
transient or hotel purposes... ” and ‘No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty 
(30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to 
us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a 
separate entrance, in effect maki ng it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a 
complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1,2015 as 
“construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no 
recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been affected 
by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside, I believe I have the right to know why that case 
was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from tliis link to the LADBS 
website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on tliis property beyond that in 
2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also in error as the roof 
was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions to be lawful (but not requiring 
permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

being apart of a Restricted Density Multiple Dwelling Zone and subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes.

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to rent the entire 



house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 days). Should the below link not work 
(I am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this listing), I am including herewith pictures and available rental dates 
from the listing. https:/Avww.airbnb.com/rooms/6155680?s=67&shared item type=l&virality entry point=l 

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home in the Bay Area 
and transferred the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax assessment 
should be. I do not begrudge that But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, Property tax relief for seniors 
may be grantedfor a single family residence , condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative housing 
community apartment, manufactured home subject to local reed property tax, or living unit within a larger 
structure consisting of both residential and non-residentkd accommodations. ” Does Proposition 60 prohibit 
turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. Maran 
purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex and 
yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a 1 bed/1 bath SFR). 
https://porial.assessor.iaGoyiiiy.iJOv/parceldetail/5427022031 Proposition 60 specifically does not note “duplex” 
as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It’s my belief 
that is because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A unit identical to hers in our 
PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to 
pull permits and then be reassessed based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly that they were 
allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their “neighbors 
complainf ’ link which does not allow for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a direct 
email address, phone number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through that 
“neighbors” link, https://www.airbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to no 
avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City Council adopted new regulations 
effective July 1, 2019 requiring the “host” to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and 
receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, was the 
property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there were Grant Deed CC&Rs 
recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or structural renovations that essentially converted it 
into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite income 
tax? 

So my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property is part of a 
deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted on the 
hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe 
it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may have been 
affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If permits are to 
be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining permits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the City’s 
expense.

As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maltman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and on

and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic 
Mailman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by t aki ng 
advantage of the small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Department’" (quote courtesy of 
media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my understanding tax credits were granted by the 
City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows won die LA 
Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as die book “Best Practices in Development 2009 Award Winning 
Projects”. Then Councilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and die Silverlake Preservation Society were actively and 
personally involved in this project. I apologize for the length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you immediately 
and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 


• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, widi easements for the driveway and 
utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HO A fee for trash, insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community meetings) 
included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for 
transient or hotel purposes.and “No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty 
(30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 


In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to 




iis, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a 
separate entrance, in effect maki ng it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

* She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we tiled a 
complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1, 2015 
as “construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no 
recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been affected 
by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside, I believe I have die right to know why th at case 
was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from this link to the L ADBS 
website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this property beyond that in 
2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also in error as the roof 
was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions to be lawful (but not requiring 
permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax assessment 
should be. I do not begrudge that. But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “ Property tax relief for seniors 
may be granted for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative housing 
community apartment, manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a larger 
structure consisting of both residential and non-residential accommodations.” Does Proposition 60 prohibit 
turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. Maran 
purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex 
and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a 1 bed/1 bath 
SFR). https://portal.assessor.lacounty.gov/parceldetail/5427022031 Proposition 60 specifically does not note

1314 Echo Park is one of the main, of the two locations, that has been creating a major serious of crime 
nuisance in the immediate vicinity. 

The House of Spirits (1314 Echo Park Ave.) in specific has permitted and encouraged the following before the 
fire and it escalated after the fire...

> a health issue,

Carbon, 
burned PVC, asbestos? Has the building been tested and cleared from these potential health risks? Is there 
paperwork you can provide me as evidence? The burned odor is still noticeable to us residents even as we approach 
the 1 year mark. 

Additionally, there have been a number of 'break ins' increasing in frequency over the last 4 weeks. I've called the non-emergency 
police line twice to report people climbing on the roof, drinking, littering and loitering. And this morning, someone 
brought sheers, cut a hole in the fence on the driveway side and climbed inside the roof, rummaging through trash and 
debris for who knows what. 

What liability does the building owner have to address these issues? Are you holding them to the necessary standards? 

Would appreciate an update. Its a target for crime, a potential health risk, and a terrible eye sore that brings our community down the 
longer it sits. We're approaching 1 year with no resolution or information from you.

Homeless center in old hospital just might work

Sometimes the wheels grind slowly in the halls of power, but L.A. County supervisors approved a plan Tuesday 
afternoon to waste no time preparing a bid to buy St. Vincent Medical Center and turn it into a homeless services center. 

Supervisor Hilda Solis, citing the county’s growing crisis — on the same day the latest homeless count was set to begin 
— introduced a motion calling on the county to enter the bidding process once the hospital clears bankruptcy court 
proceedings. And the groundwork was already being laid by Sachi Hamai, the county’s chief executive officer. 

“I want to move forward swiftly,” said Hamai, adding that she would favor a cash purchase rather than a lease or rental 
agreement. 

The current owners have asked for bidders to move quickly, submitting proposals by Feb. 7. Solis asked staff to explore 
tie best way for the county to fund a bid for the property and pull together a proposed purchase plan by next week, so 
the supervisors can keep things moving. 

I first wrote about St. Vincent a week ago, when reader Patricia McVerry contacted me to say she saw news that the 
hospital had been given permission by a bankruptcy judge to cease operation. With so many homeless encampments 
nearby, McVerry said, why not repurpose the hospital? 

The day of that column 1 heard from L.A. City Councilman Mitch O’Farrell, who said he had been thinking about that very 
idea, and he introduced a council resolution to explore all options two days later. And then 1 spoke to Solis, who sent me 
a draft of her county motion Friday evening 

To be honest, I'm more accustomed to hearing public officials call for blue ribbon panels and six-month feasibility studies, 
which are often ways to put off doing anything at all. So the momentum here is refreshing, even though we’re early in the 
process, with a lot of work to be done and no guarantee the county will get what it’s after. 

But at this point, with roughly 60,000 homeless people in the county and a critical shortage of virtually every type of short- 
and long-term housing as well as medical care and addiction rehab, there’s no time to sit around talking about what to 
do. 

This is the time to move quickly, be creative, and take advantage of existing resources such as unused or underutilized 
buildings around the county. 

It’s been taking years and costing a small fortune to build new supportive housing, so taking full advantage of a 366-bed 
hospital that doesn't require major renovation to produce immediate benefits is a no-brainer. Especially when the county 
is recording three homeless deaths every day. 

The county is intimately familiar with St. Vincent, having made an offer to buy the venerable facility at 3rd and Alvarado 
streets last year, only to lose out to a higher bidder. 

“The county’s intent is not to operate SVMC as a hospital,” Solis said in her motion, but to partner with private or 
nonprofit organizations and provide an array of homeless services. 

Supervisor Mark Ridley-Thomas said tie services could include a behavioral health center, recuperative care beds and a 
sobering center. 

He said one goal might be for the sen/ices to be an alternative to incarceration, and “that would be much more cost 
effective” and have better outcomes than locking people up. 

At the moment, several thousand people with mental illness are in county jails. 

“This is one heck of an opportunity. Let’s take advantage of it,” Ridley-Thomas said Tuesday in endorsing the Solis 
motion, which won unanimous approval. 



Of course, there’s still the money hurdle. It's not yet clear what the hospital will cost, although county officials are hoping 
the bankruptcy status will lower the price. Hamai and others are exploring funding sources and may see if the state can 
help out. I say, hit the feds up, too. President Trump says he wants to help solve homelessness on the West Coast, and 
here’s a great opportunity to put some money behind the lip-flapping. 

The hospital, which dates back a century and a half and was run for decades by the Daughters of Charity, once had 
about 1,000 employees, many of whom have retired or found other jobs as the hospital gradually scaled back its 
operations. Solis said she wants the county to find ways to assist the remaining employees rather than just cutting them 
loose. And maybe some can be retrained and stay put. 

St. Vincent is owned by Verity Health System, which took the hospital into bankruptcy in 2018. As 1 wrote last week, the 
creditors include the hospital system’s former management company, Integrity Healthcare, which is controlled by 
entrepreneur-physician Patrick Soon-Shiong’s company NantWorks. Soon-Shiong also owns the L.A. Times. 

St. Vincent's long-standing challenge, local sources told me, was that it operated essentially as a charity hospital, with 
many low-income patients and public reimbursement rates that didn't cover the cost of their care. It seems unlikely, those 
sources said, that another company would risk making a run at continuing to operate St. Vincent as a conventional 
hospital. 

But if the county can get hold of the property, the potential to do something creative is immense. There’s room and 
equipment for medical care, spaces designed for residential care, and a large, separate office building that could be used 
for staff and administration. 

With the right leadership and design, St. Vincent could become a model for multifaceted homeless care. And O’Farrell 
wants to explore permanent supportive housing on a vacant lot to the west of the hospital, near a current building of 
senior housing and not far from the St. Vincent Meals on Wheels headquarters. 

The scuttlebutt on the homeless count, set to begin Tuesday night , is that the numbers are likely to go up rather than 
down. The tally won’t be known for many weeks. 

But if, as expected, the count spikes — and even if it remains at roughly the same level — there’s going to be even 
greater public pressure for those in charge to come up with answers. 

St. Vincent should be one of them.

Introduction of Councilman O'Farrell and other City representative. Rick will 
moderate and introduce Dr. Jeanette Storms and Joe Fairhrother, who will briefly 
tell their stoiy. Councilman will then be asked to address following concerns 
regarding the tent encampments in Echo Park and its residual effects on residents, 
immediate community and city of Los Angeles: 

1. Why is the posted law not enforced? The sign says "Park closed from 
10:30 pm to 5 am." Another states "No tents, stakes, camping, open flames 
or cooking." Many other violations could be cited as per the posted signs. 
(Photos of these legal statutes and other regulations issued by the 
Department of Recreation and Parks are attached here). The lack of 
enforcement of this is at the root of all the other problems we h ave 
experienced. Juan, the Field Representative, told," It has been collectively 
decided to allow tents in front of your building... since it affects the least 
amount of people " Officer Vargas offered the homeless a place to go and 
services last week but they refused. Why are they permitted to stay? Why 
total disregard for the law and rights of other citizens? Why is 
lawlessness permitted? 

2. Why is Echo Park the only park where an encampment is permitted? 

Permitting 10-30 tents at a time is not a way of solving the problem of 
homelessness and it is directly impacts the community at large in Echo Park. 
Can you move the homeless in this encampment to a more suitable place? 
Please find attached a copy of the names of other parks that were visited and 
saw no encampments. We feel that our rights as taxpayers have been 
violated as we are the only park that has been impacted by this. 

3. Furthermore, this has a direct impact on property values and quality of 
life in not only our community the entire Echo Park area. Specifically, 
when Parkview was built it quickly filled up and in a few months we had a 
waiting list. Now we have 9 units vacant, are losing $15,000 a month and 



Iasi year had a loss of $200,000. Because of this impact, there is the real 
possibility that this building may need to be sold. This would mean the 
dislocation and very real possibility of tenants facing homelessness. This 
also means that some of our most vulnerable residents would be homeless 
as well the residents who are on Section 8, Veterans Assistance, and 
Foursquare Ministers. Many of our residents fear becoming homeless. Can 
you address this financial impact and assure the residents this will not 
happen? 

4. The presence of this encampment has created many residual problems 
including quality of life, safety, health, and security issues. I am sure these 
same issues are experienced by the larger community. These include 

a. Health There is a high-risk due to human waste and illegal drug 
waste, which is a haven for an epidemic of Cholera, dysentery, 
hepatitis A & E, typhus, and even leprosy. Why are not the 
encampments shut down due to these risks alone? As to drug use, 
residents have looked out of their windows and seen heroin kitchens 
and have seen people shooting up. Please see enclosed photos. Please, 
consider shutting down the encampment due to this. 

b. Safety and security issues: While we have taken every precaution to 
create a safe and secure environment, there are constant violations. 
Here are problems we have encountered and have photos and or 
witnesses to verify these incidents, (a) People violating our perimeter 
to use the pool or outside shower for bathing. It is shocking for our 
older female residents to see nude men in the pool. Also this has made 
the pool unsafe for our residents to swim in due to the possibility of 
STD. (b) one of our residents was mugged in the park and his cell 
phone stolen (c) one of our older residents lives in fear because of 
seeing intruders in the pool. These issues have grown greatly during 
this last year. We didn't have these problems before the encampment 


came. 



c. Quality of life. Many of the residents moved here specifically to be 
near family and grandchildren. They have had many wonderful times 
with family in the park in the past, but currently are afraid to take 
their grandchildren to the park due to the encampment. Others do so 
and take the risk but this has created a lot of fear. Our parks and 
especially this park were built to provide a safe place for families of 
the city to come to. This is in jeopardy due to the encampment. 

5. Why does the city clean out the park and remove all homeless 
residents and tents for filming companies and not because of requests 
from citizens who have legitimate health and safety reasons due to the 
homeless? It appears money talks but the real issues and daily concerns of 
caring and interested residents of Echo Park do not matter. 

6. Why is there no response to my LA311 app? Several reports were made 
with no response. Anthony report several times to have graffiti removal. No 
response. What can be done to make this more responsive? 

7. W ha t action can we expect you and the city council to take to relocate 
the members ofthis encampment quickly and return our parkto the 
wonderful condition it was in after its renovation? We remember that 
$67.4 million was spent on transforming the lake/park and it was in pristine 
and wonderful condition. It was even called the "Pearl of Los Angeles." 
(During your campaign you stated when asked that there will be LAPD 
presence 24 hours a day, 7 days a week.) It has been the backdrop of many 
television, films and commercials and is a real drawing card for tourists. 
Now the encampment is keeping families and tourists away. We are 
concerned senior residents who care deeply about our community. Please, 
take these points under consideration and act quickly to clear the park of 
the encampment so the quality of life and safety can return.

Pea r Go unciimemberQ' Farre II: 

It seems I have been writing these e-mails for years now with absolutely no results. But the situation is 
so dire at the corner of Franklin/Govver that I am done dealing with your deputies and it's time I reach 
out directly to you. 

I am sad to inform you that as a Los Angeles and Hollywood resident, I feel that you, the rest of the 
Councilmembers and the Mayor have lost all control when it comes to the homeless situation. It pains 
me to say this, I have voted for you many times, I have voted for every homeless bond put before me, 
but the lack of action is so appalling I am completely at wits end with the situation. 

I have been a Hollywood resident for the past 36 years, so I am not some newcomer residing in the 
fancy, expensive new buildings that! could never afford. I consider Hollywood my home, I am not some 
drifter that moves around the city. I can't tel! you how utterly disgusted I am with what is going on with 
the homeless encampment near my home. 

Do you or anyone in your office, ever drive by this apocalyptic nightmare that keeps growing by the day? 
With your and LAPD's hands-off approach, you have let a problem fester for at least 3-4 years which is 
now completely out of control. Why? Because it's a free for all. f have complained and complained to 
your office and LAPP and none and I mean NOME of mv concerns have ever been addressed. Other than 
the occasional clean-ups when I turned into a shrill because I can't take the garbage mounds anymore, 
I've been brushed off, told to wait out the situation or just plain ignored. 

As I said, I don't want to deal with your deputy because I voted for you and you are the boss. Here are 
the issues that have never been addressed or explained to me by anyone. The canned responses I get 
are "There is a homeless crisis in Los Angeles" "Just give us six more months", "We are working on it", 
"Thank you for informing us of your issues", "We have cleaned the garbage from this site more than 
other places". And still, the situation is worse than ever. 

Here are the issues that I want explained of fixed: 

1) I am acknowledging that there is a crisis in our city and state that is out of control and I am not 
unsympathetic to these people living on the streets. But I've been exposed to this squalor for at 
least 3-4 years, and I have less and less sympathy since I encounter this filthy nightmare on my 
way to work and on my way home. Over time, I've had time to observe them and my pity only 
goes so far. There are the obvious mentally ill, then the people with obvious substance abuse 
who will never get their act together and last but not least, the outright drifters and squatters 






















who love the freedom of this lifestyle. In other words, people who have never held a job, will 
never hold a job and will never move into housing. These are squatters for life and somehow I 
am forced to live next door next to their squalor. 

When I see this encampment, I don't see my former neighbors who have fallen on hard times. 
What I see are drifters who come from who knows where and just plop down wherever they 
like. Why? Because Hollywood has no rules and accountability for any of them. It's hands-off at 
all times. Anyone and everyone can just come to Hollywood and squat! 

I used to walk all over Hollywood, I would walk to the gym, I could walk to work during the 
summer, but that is no longer possible. I feel like I take my life in my hands if I am not in my car 
in Hollywood. Billions and billions of dollars in investments, and the city is a crime infested 
dump that turns your stomach when you pass by some of these encampments. On my street, 
many of these "residents" have dogs that are not vaccinated and both sides of the underpass 
and street are completely taken over by tents, bikes, shopping carts and garbage. This is a very 
busy street for pedestrians, and all of them are forced to walk on the street because the 
sidewalks are unusable. There are tourists who come here to take a photo with the Hollywood 
sign, I can only image their reaction when they run into this filth. 

I have asked your office to keep one side of the street clear of tents or occupants. That has 
been promptly ignored. I know the Supreme Court has ruled that you can't move them, but I 
don't understand how they can create a traffic hazard for cars and pedestrians just because they 
are homeless. I refuse to believe there are NO RULES at all for them. 

They are packed in check to jowl. It's a very small area, tents and garbage everywhere. Again, 
absolutely no rules on how many can squat in one place. The bridge never had any graffiti 
before, now it's a Mad Max scene of filth and desperation. 

Burrowing animals have the good sense to move when the fleas overwhelm them. I have asked 
your office to give this area a rest, keep it clean of occupants and tents for a few weeks. Nope, 
and now more and more are packed on top of each other and even spread down the median on 
Gower. Yay, our very own skid row. How come filming which brings money into the community 
and leaves the area clean when they are done, is strictly enforced and limited, but this squalor is 
no big deal? 

Lack of toilets. With so many of them in one place, there are no bathroom facilities. Where do 
they go? On the garbage or giving me the pleasure of seeing them relieve themselves as I pull 
out of my garage. How is this not a health crisis? 

THE GARBAGE! Again, there are no rules or social contract with these drifters. One side of the 
street is somewhat cleaner. But the side going north on Gower is a mess. They can't take the 
time from their "oh so busy life of sitting on their ass in a tent" to take their garbage to the side. 
They simply shove it in the roadway. Let me tell you, when I try to get home at 6:30 PM Gower 
St. is a parking lot. And then, one lane is completely blocked because nobody wants to drive 
over the garbage or a shopping cart or bike is in the roadway. I blame your office and LAPD, 
because again, NO RULES! NO ACCOUNTABILTY, hands off at all times. Last summer, a huge 
tent was erected near the freeway exit that blocked people traveling north and people exiting 
the freeway. Accidents happened because of this. I complained to LAPD. They did NOTHING! 
That tent stayed there for 2-3 weeks, until the owners of the tent moved on. It's details like this, 
that are so frustrating. That a plain road hazard is created, but LAPD does not enforce any rules 
at all. 









9) If homelessness is such a crisis, why isn't an encampment like this next to the Chinese Theatre 
or any other public space. If you can't move them from here, you would not move them from 
Hollywood Blvd. I mean imagine how much more panhandling they could do there as to the 
freeway exits here. Which again, IAPD completely ignores. But somehow^the "important" 
spaces in Hollywood are tent free and clean. 

10) The church is providing some sort of services for them, yet their grounds remain pristine, their 
parking lots remain empty and clean, while the rest of us live next to a garbage dump. Why is 
the church not allowing these homeless people to encamp in their empty parking lots? I truly 
feel that the church is creating a huge problem along with the panhandling by the freeway and 
why we have this disgusting mess on our hands, Hollywood is not overrun with encampment 
after encampment, but this one is just the worst of the worst, 

111 Nobody in your office thinks outside the box , I have been complaining about the garbage now 
for more than three years. 1. started complaining when one morning l was returning from the 
gym and noticed rats on top of the garbage at 8 am in the morning, in all this time, you would 
think someone would cpme up with the brilliant idea of placing a dumpster on a side street, 
where the homeless can throw their garbage away instead of on the street or the freeway exits. 

12) There is a courthouse on Hollywood Blvd, that has been sitting there empty since it was built, 
Empty clean parking lot. Why not move them to that parking lot. They can be provided with a 
dumpster, maybe toilets, they would no longer clog the sidewalks, they would not sit with their 
noses in the car tailpipes all they long. Win, win! 

13) 60 Minutes had a piece on the homeless situation in Seattle. Over there,,they are allowed to 
camp in parking lots, are responsible to dean up the area, and have to move after a certain time 
to give an area rest. Why is this not being implemented in Hollywood? Why is : nothing' tried 
at aJI? Take some of that bond money that you will never use to house These people and use it 
for more services. Do something other than;provide, excuses. 

14| jyiy quality of life in this neighborhood has completely deteriorated. I can't move and ! should 
not move and spend thousands of dollars and face a Jong commute because of a bunch of 
drifters. I am a resident and voter, yet none of my concerns have ever been addressed. I have 
no rights or a say in my own neighborhood. 

Ok, so now you get where | am coming from. I want the following things for this area: 

a) A dumpster needs to be placed on Yucca and Gower. 

b) The homeless need to be required to keep the area clean at all times. LAPD or your office, needs 
to communicate this very strongly to them. Keep the area clean or move on! 

c) I no longer want to dodge pedestrians while I am driving, so either one side is completely 
empty of tents (north bound on Gower is used the most by pedestrians), or the tents need to

ft Your office needs to deal with the Church feeding them . Either they allow these people to stay 
in one of their parking lots or they need to stop with the services.

Dear Mr. Starkey: 

I am a resident at the corner of Franklin and Gower and for the 
past two years I've been in contact with Dan Halden and various 
Hollywood LAPD contacts about the alarming situation under 
the bridge at Gower and Franklin. If you have never passed this 
disaster area, you should drive by. 

Last October I had a conversation with Office Bryan White about 
the situation. I was told that we just need to have a little bit of 
patience until homeless shelters are being built or put together 
and the congestion will ease up. We both agreed that the 
situation is out of control but help and relief are on the horizon. 

Then the rainy season started and the bridge was entirely 
occupied by tents of every size. Of course I couldn't complain 
about it, it was cold and raining. However, the homeless are not 
good neighbors, so now I will start complaining again. 

1) For the past 4 days, they have swept their garbage on the 
street. The northbound lanes on Gower can turn into three 
lanes, and when the freeway is congested, that street barely 
moves. With the big trash pile that is in the street right now, it 
has been reduced to two lanes* Because these lazy jerks could 
not be bothered to push their trash on the side street, but left it 
in the middle of the street. And with the big rain we are getting 
tomorrow, it will just float away, get into the drains and create 
flooding down the street. 
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2) LAPP drives by all the time, I would think one car would stop 
and tell these Jerks to clean up the road hazard they have 
created. 

3) The tents and all their stuff occupy the entire sidewalks on 
both sides of the street. Gower is being used by a lot of 
pedestrians, who on my way home, I now have to avoid, 
because instead of using the sidewalk, they are forced to walk 
on the street. I‘ve seen mothers with kids and strollers using 
the roadway instead of the sidewalk because of the homeless 
congestion. 

4) The larger tents are obstructing the view of the drivers on 
both sides of the freeway exit ramps. When I leave for work in 
the morning, I turn right on Ivar. Because the cars exiting the 
freeway are having a hard time seeing the oncoming traffic, 
they are now pulling into the right lanes. Each morning is a 
collision waiting to happen, as I have to actually get around 
most cars and have a hard time turning right. Same problem on 
the north bound. A lot of times these cars pull into my right 
lane as I try to get into my garage, they can't turn left because 
of the traffic, so the right turn lane just sits there empty 
because nobody can get past the people trying to exit the 
freeway. 

5) The MOUNDS OF GARBAGE. That's the most maddening part 
of this whole situation, having to live next to a garbage dump 
full of vermin and God knows what else. 

The City and LAPP know this area is overrun by the homeless, 
we keep complaining and complaining but no measure have 
been taken to alleviate the situation and it's just getting worst 
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and worst. Measures ar&only taken when I complain, why is 
this location hot monitored more closely? 

How can this situation be left to deteriorate to such a degree, 
where it is so unsafe for both pedestrians and drivers yet 
everybody just shrugs their shoulders. My neighbors and I pay 
expensive rents in these areas and we pay taxes, yet the 
homeless are the ones who get the deferential treatment. 
Somehow their rights to be dirty squatters top my right to a 
clean and safe neighborhood, 

I don't care what you guys do, but clean up the area and the 
large tents before something bad really happens and you end 
up with a huge lawsuit on your hands.

Good morning: 

1 am writing with another update on the disastrous homeless/squatter camp at 
thefreeway exitsat Gower/Franklin. 

I haven’t written in a while because I felt like no matter how many times I 
complain, I get the same canned version “The homeless situation in LA is out of 
control. ACLU has tied our hands and can’t do anything”. The neighbors who 
pay rent and taxes ean just suck it up!! 

This morning there was an incident that needs to be addressed. 

First of all, although there is some general clean up in the area, the place is utter 
S QUALOR at ALL TIMES , As I have complained before, the area is absolutely 
not managed at all and anyone can just come squat here to their heart’s content. 
They are on top of each other, garbage everywhere and the sidewalks are not 
available to pedestrians because of all their junk. 

On this point, both the City and LAPD have done a miserable job. Yes, I know, 
they have rights, but the neighborhood can just go to hell as far as even-one is 
concerned. I refuse to believe that you can’t enforce some limit on this out of 
control encampment. 

It’s so bad the pedestrians have to walk on the road, and cars (including me) have 
to make sure we don’t hit one as the walk between cars. There is a young guy 
who is aggressive and when I go home I actually expect him to pound on my car 
in frustration as I wait in traffic. Going home is utter anxiety for me. But hey, X 
am a nobody, I am not homeless and have no rights. 

This morning, while I was waitipgffco my garuge, ppe pf the squatters (and 

from now- on I will no longer refer to them as homeless, since I see them day to 
day and they are squatters who you will never re-locate in a unit) was in the 
middle of the roadway, abusing two of his puppies. He was yanking them and 
jerking them around on the leash and having a general meltdown over the dogs. 
The poor puppies were trying very hard to keep up with his anger issues, when 
one of the puppies broke loose and started darting in and out of traffic. 

Unfortunately, a car turned left from Franklin to Gower, and hit the puppy. 
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because it darted in front of the car. So first thing on Monday morning as I head 
to work ! have to witness dogs being abused and see the poor puppy run over by 
a car. Why do they have the dogs? To panhandle by the freeway, because that’s 
what they do all they long. 

Not sure how badly hurt the puppy was but I saw it run off. Now for part two 
of this horrendous experience. While the driver figured out what 
happened, it was trying to stop safely as to not cause another accident, the 
homeless people basically surrounded him and were threatening to kill him for 
hitting the puppy. I hope he called 911. I called as well, to make sure he was ok 
and that it was not his fault at all. 


This goes back to my problem with your lack of action. Today was a puppy, 
tomorrow it will be a pedestrian who will either be run over by a car or attacked 
by one the squatters because they may have stepped over their junk. There is no 
protection at all for anyone. Nobod y should be threate ned to be killed bv 
these losers. 

I’ve complained so, so many times about this, but I am putting this in writing, so 
there will be a paper trail if someone does get hurt, the City will pay millions in 
damages for doing nothing.

Hi Mr. O 1 Farrell, 

I am writing you as a last resort as my neighbors and I have exhausted every other resource. Over the last few years a 
number of us that live around Reservoir St and Glendale Blvd have regularly reported issues stemming from the 
homeless encampment that is on the incline to the side of lower Reservoir St. that goes up to upper Reservoir St near 
Glendale Blvd and Sunset Blvd. 

We have reported the below issues regularly for over 3 years to ail the appropriate city services without any significant 
improvement or actions taken: 

• The location is usually completely overflowing with garbage, shopping carts, human waste, used needles and 
other stolen property. 

• The inhabitants have dug alongside the incline underneath the road, exposing a large storm pipe and causing 
significant damage to the road creating a situation where part of the road is now on the verge of collapse. 

• The garbage is frequently overflowing into the road causing major obstruction. 

• The inhabitants frequently harass and cause a loss of revenue for the businesses in the strip mall adjacent including the 

Burger King at that corner. 

• The inhabitants have been caught having sex in public on numerous occasions. Once loudly as I walked by with my 

young daughter. 

• The inhabitants are regularly caught nude in the evenings going to the bathroom in the storm drains and gutters at the 

location. 

Please see the attached photos detailing the damage caused to the road and potential for road collapse. 

Is there anything your office can do to permanently dean this location up, repair the incline, repair the road and damage 
done to the incline. The situation here has gotten progressively worse over time and continues to create a poor quality 
of life for the tax paying neighbors. It is unacceptable that this has been allowed to fester for so long.

QAKs - do not require onsite staff to assist with answering questions regarding the 2020 Census questionnaire, but rather to provide 
access to a device (computer, tablet and/or phone) for a community member to use to complete the Census questionnaire. 

QACs - require a physical location with staff or volunteers that have been trained to answer FAQs about how to complete the Census 
questionnaire in person, online, or over the phone.

The second quarterly report is due on Wednesday, January 15, 2020 and should reflect your department’s activities 
from October 1 to December 31, 2019. If your department is engaging in field outreach, please also be sure to: 

1. Fill out the NEW Field Outreach Log (see attached Field Outreach Log template) and submit it with your quarterly 
report.

BACKGROUND 

In 2016, the City of Los Angeles adopted the Comprehensive Homeless Strategy;, which 
includes a series of strategies aimed at addressing the City’s growing homelessness crisis. One 
of these targeted strategies Is the Safe Parking Program, which allows for homeless individuals 
and families who reside in their vehicles to do so legally in designated parking lots. 

The City has an agreement with the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA) to 
oversee this program with the assistance of nonprofit service providers who will work with 
participants to help develop a plan with a final emphasis on permanent housing, employment, 
training, and connection to the Los Angeles County Coordinated Entry System (CES). The CES 
facilitates the coordination and management of resources that comprise the crises response 
system in the County. The CES connects the highest need, most vulnerable persons in the 
community to available housing and supportive services. 

City Councilmembers may request the use of Los Angeles Public Library (LAPL) parking Jots to 
be included in the Safe Parking Program through a request to LAHSA. LAHSA will then submit a 
letter to LAPL requesting a permit to operate a Safe; Parking Program at a specific LAPL 
location and a waiver of LAPL fees. LAPL staff is authorized to approve the LAHSA/ 
Councilmember requests through the Library facility permitting process. A separate Permit shall 
be issued by LAPL for each Safe Parking Program location. The use of the LAPL parking lots 
for the Safe Parking Program is restricted to after-hours use at no cost to LAPL.

By 
mutual written agreement between LAPL and LAHSA, this Permit may be renewed for up to 
three (3) one-year extensions at the conclusion of the six-month pilot. 

The term of Permit is subject to and qualified by the Terms and Conditions specified in 
Schedule D, specifically Sections 2, 6 and 9 of Schedule D.

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SCHEDULE D 

SAFE PARKING PROGRAM PERMIT 
TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

The following Terms and Conditions apply to this Permit. 

1. PURPOSE AND USE OF PREMISES 

The Los Angeles Public Library ("LAPL” or “Library ’ or “Grantor") hereby grants to the 
Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (“LAHSA" or Permitee”), a joint powers 
authority of the City and County of Los Angeles, with principal business address at 811 
Wilshire Boulevard, Sixth Floor, Los Angeles, CA 90017, and its representatives, 
employees, contractors, and agents, permission to enter upon and use the parking lot of 
the property identified in Schedule A: Location of Safe Parking Program (“Premises" or 
"Permitted Area"), for the purposes listed in Schedule B: Scope of Services, in facilitation 
of a Safe Parking Program at that location. 

For this Permit, “LAHSA" includes all of LAHSA's representatives, employees, 
contractors, and agents. 

The Premises shall be used only for the purpose of providing a Safe Parking Program as 
described in Schedule B. Subject to the Permit Terms and Conditions identified in 
Schedule D, LAPL hereby grants permission to LAHSA to enter upon and use the 
Premises to provide the City with the services described in Schedule B. LAHSA is 
granted permission to assign this Permit to an operator at the location identified in 
Schedule A. No other purpose is permitted without first obtaining the written consent of 
LAPL, 

LAHSA shall remain in compliance with the terms and conditions set forth in this Permit. 
LAHSA shall ensure that its contractors remain in compliance with the terms and 
conditions set forth in this Permit. 

2. TERM 

The Permit granted herein shall be for the dates and times set forth in Schedule C: 

Term. This Permit terminates on the day after the last date listed in Attachment C or on a 
mutually-agreed-upon date. By mutual written agreement between LAPL and LAHSA, 
this Permit may be renewed for up to three (3) one-year extensions. 

In no event may any use of the Premises interfere, impede, or diminish the operation or 
functions of the Library and the Premises. The LAPL will provide LAHSA with advance 
notice for any Library programs or vendors who need to enter the lot during Safe Parking 
Program hours. LAPL and LAHSA will determine whether or not the lot needs to be 
closed to the Safe Parking Program on a temporary basis based on need for Library 
programs or vendors. If LAPL and LAHSA agree to close the lot temporarily LAHSA will 
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notify the Safe Parking Program Operator and the security service provided by the Safe 
Parking Program Operator of the temporary unavailability of the lot. 

During a building emergency situation, the security guard provided by the Safe Parking 
Program Operator will contaetthe."Safe Parking Program Operator who will attempt to 
contact LAPL staff. If LAPL staff cannot be reached, the Safe Parking Program Operator 
will determine how the situation should be handled. For life and safety emergencies, the 
security guard must contact 9-1-1. 

Further, LAPL retains the right to suspend the grant of rights to enter at any time, without 
advance notice, where emergency, acts of God, natural disasters, terrorist alerts, civil 
disorders and/or other LAPL operation requirements, at the discretion of the LAPL 
personnel in charge of the Premises at the time of use, cause such suspension. In the 
case of a suspension, LAHSA and all of its personnel agree to follow the instructions and 
orders of the LAPL personnel in charge of the Property, including immediate departure 
from the Property, without challenging any of such instructions or orders. A mutually- 
convenient date and time shall be rescheduled following any suspension. 

3. GOVERN MENTAL APPROVALS 

By granting this Permit, LAPL is not obligating itself to any governmental agent, board,, 
commission or agency with regard to any other discretional action related to LAHSA's 
occupancy, use, development or restoratibh of the Premises, Discretional 

action includes without limitation re-zonings, variances, environmental clearances, and 
all other required governmental approvals. 

4. CONSIDERATION 

The LAPL waives payment of Permit fees for the term of this Permit 

5. EFFECTIVE DATES 

The rights to enter granted herein are effective only on the dates listed in Schedule C 
and other dates as agreed to in advance and in writing by LAPL 

6. REVOCATION OR TERMINATION 

This Permit may be terminated by LAPL or LAHSA for any reason, by either party 
serving a written notice upon the other party at least thirty (30) days prior to the date set 
forth in said notice for such termination subject to Paragraph 7: Default below. 

7. REMOVAL OF EQUIPMENT 

Upon expiration or termination of this Permit, LAHSA shall remove any equipment it has 
placed on the Premises and clean the Premises. Removal and cleaning shall be 
completed within ten (10) days after the effective date of expiration or termination. Such 
removal and cleaning shall be done at the sole expense of LAHSA. 
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8. RELOCATION 

LAHSA acknowledges that it is not entitled to relocation assistance or any other benefits 
under the Uniform Relocation Act or any other provisions of the law upon termination or 
revocation of this Permit. LAHSA further acknowledges and agrees that it is entitled to 
no compensation in eminent domain for its interest in real property or for loss of 
business goodwill upon this Permit being terminated. 

9. DEFAULT 

In the event that LAHSA shall be in default of the performance of any of the terms or 
conditions herein agreed to be kept and performed by LAHSA, LAPL may terminate this 
Permit upon six (6) days’ notice. 

10. ELECTION NOT TO PROCEED 

LAHSA shall have no obligation to use the Premises. Should LAHSA elect at any time 
not to use said Premises for a Safe Parking Program, LAHSA shall provide written notice 
thereof to LAPL. 

11. CHANGES TO PROPERTY 

No permanent changes to the Premises are allowed. 

12. UTILITIES 

LAHSA shall not be allowed to connect to any utilities without written consent from 
LAPL, If agreed upon, LAHSA shall be responsible for ensuring that all gray water and 
sewage is handled appropriately by a licensed contracted vendor responsible for 
servicing restroom facilities. 

13. PERMITS 

LAHSA shall obtain at its own expense any permits or approvals which may be legally 
required by LAPL or other governmental agencies for their operation where applicable. 

14. INSPECTION 

LAHSA represents that LAHSA has inspected said Premises and knows the condition 
thereof and accepts the Premises “as is” in its present condition. LAPL may at all times 
enter and inspect the Premises. 

15. CONDITION OF USE OF PROPERTY 

LAHSA may place any and all necessary facilities and equipment on the Premises 
including but not limited to portable bathrooms and portable washing stations, provided, 
however, all necessary facilities and equipment placed on the Premises shall not in any 
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way unreasonably impede access to the Premises and LAPL’s operation during LAPL 
operating hours. LAHSA agrees to remove the same upon termination of the Permit and 
leave the Premises in the same condition as when received. LAHSA may not remove 
signs on the Premises. 

RESTORE AND VACATE 

Prior to the expiration or the termination of this Permit, LAHSA shall restore and clean 
the Premises to the original condition on the Effective Date, normal wear and tear 
excepted, and upon the expiration or termination of this Permit shall immediately vacate 
the Premises. Upon the LAPL’s termination of this Permit, LAHSA shall immediately 
cease all operations on the Premises and as soon as practicable thereafter restore the 
Premises to its condition on the Effective Date, normal wear and tear excepted, and 
vacate and clean the Premises. 

MAINTENANCE 

During the Term of the Permit, LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, 
shall maintain the Premises in a safe, attractive and clean condition. The Premises shall 
be swept after each use. All trash shall be removed from the Premises and disposed of 
at an Off-Site- location. No structures or equipment, such as portable toilets or trash 
receptacle shall be placed on the Premises without prior written consent of LAPL. 

Should the area not be properly maintained, LAPL reserves the right, after reasonable 
notice and opportunity to cure, to clean the Premises and/or perform repairs or 
necessary maintenance activities. The cost of these services will be billed to LAHSA. 
Failure to reimburse LAPL for these costs incurred is grounds for termination of this 
Permit. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall not allow any person to clean 
vehicles or perform any mechanical work on vehicles, including on any vehicles within 
the Premises. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall install and maintain drip pans 
below each vehicle and any machinery stored on the Premises. LAHSA, through the 
Safe Parking Program Operator, shall remove the drip pans daily when the vehicles are 
moved. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall ensure that debris and 
material scraps are not allowed to accumulate on the Premises. LAHSA. through-the 
Safe Parking Program Operator, shall keep the Premises free and clear of rubbish, 
debris and litter at all times to operate the Safe Parking Program. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, will ensure that the Premises 
returns to normal use at the specified time each morning in clean and operable 
condition. 
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Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this Permit, LAHSA, through the, Safe 
Parking Program Operator, at LAHSA’s sole cost and expense and to LAPL s 
satisfaction, shall maintain the Premises in good order and repair and in a safe, health 
and sanitary condition at all times during its use of the Premises during the Term of the 
Permit, subject to normal and ordinary wear and tear resulting from its performance of 
the Scope of Services and authorized use of the Premises. LAHSA shall comply with all 
applicable laws, rules, regulations, and directives of competent governmental authorities, 
at LAHSA's sole cost and expense, with respect to maintaining the Premises in a safe 
and secure manner during the Term. LAPL has no obligation to provide oversight of the 
Premises or staffing or to commit any resources for the maintenance of the Premises 
during LAHSA-s: after-hours use of the Permitted Area during the Term of this Permit. 

18. SECURITY AND SAFETY 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, shall bear sole responsibility for 
the security and safety of its activities and property kept at the Premises during the 
hours of operation of the Safe Parking Program LAHSA, through its Safe Parking 
Program Operator, shall be responsible for the maintenance, clean-up and securing of 
the Premises, as appropriate, to ensure security and safety of the Premises. LAHSA 
shall comply with all applicable laws, rules, regulations, and directives of competent 
governmental authorities at LAHSA’s sole cost and expense with respect to maintaining 
the Premises in a safe and secure manner during the Term. LAPL has no obligation to 
provide oversight of the Premises or staffing or any resources for the .-securityof the 
Premises during LAHSA’s after-hours use of the Permitted Area during the Term of the 
Permit. 

LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, will provide an unarmed, private, 
bonded security guard who will check Safe Parking Program users into the location, 
remain on site throughout the operating hours, and check participants out in the 
morning. The guard will monitor the Premises during the hours of operation of the Safe 
Parking Program to ensure that only participants in the Safe Parking Program are in the 
parking lot. If non-Safe-Parking-Program participants enter the Premises during the 
hours of the Safe Parking Program operation and refuse to leave, the guard will work 
with the Safe Parking Program Operator and the Los Angeles Police Department to 
address the situation. 

19. DISABLED ACCESS COMPLIANCE 

LAHSA shall comply with Title 24 of the California Code of Regulations (i.e. the ‘’Building 
Code”), the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (“ADA”), and any other applicable 
state and federal regulations enacted protecting the rights of people with disabilities. 
LAHSA’s compliance shall include without limitation the following: 

• LAHSA shall not discriminate against qualified persons with disabilities in any aspect 
of employment, including recruitment, hiring, promotions, conditions and privileges of 
employment, compensation, benefits, discipline, layoffs, and termination of 
employment; 
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• No qualified individual With a disability may be excluded on the basis of disability 
from participation in, or be denied the benefits of, services, programs or activities of 
the Safe Parking Program; 

• LAHSA shall post a statement addressing the requirements of the ADA in a 
prominent place at the work site: 

• LAHSA shall include language in each sub-license agreement, if any, indicating the 
sub-licensee's agreement to abide by the foregoing provision; and, 

• LAHSA and each of its sub-licensees shall individually be responsible for their own 
ADA compliance programs. LAHSA failure to comply with the above requirements 
and/or submitting false information to those requirements shall be in default under 
this Permit. 

20. NON-ENDORSEMENT 

Nothing in this Permit or any cooperation provided by LAPL and its employees during 
the term of this Permit may be construed or portrayed as approval, disapproval, 
endorsement or a statement about the Safe Parking Program. 

21. INDEMNIFICATION 

Except for the active negligence or willful misconduct of LAPL, or any of its boards, 
officers, agents, employees, assigns or successors in interests, LAHSA undertakes and 
agrees to defend, indemnify and hold harmless LAPL and any of its boards, officers, 
agents, employees, assigns or successors in interest from and against all suits and 
causes of action, claims, losses, demands and expenses, including but not limited to, 
attorney’s fees, damages or any liability of any nature whatsoever, for death or injury to 
any person, or damage or destruction of any property of either party hereto, or of third 
parties, arising in any manner by reason of the negligent acts, errors, omissions or willful 
misconduct incident to the performance of this Permit by LAHSA or its subcontractors of 
any tier. This provision shall survive expiration or termination of this Permit. 

22. INSURANCE 

LAHSA shall comply with all insurance contractual requirements as specified on the 
Form Gen. 133 attached hereto as a requirement of this Permit. In addition, LAHSA shall 
provide insurance coverage as specified on the Form Gen. 146 attached hereto as a 
requirement of this Permit. LAHSA shall maintain, during the Term of this Permit, 
evidence of insurance acceptable to Risk Management in the Office of the City 
Administrative Officer prior to LAHSA’s occupancy of the Premises. LAHSA shall keep 
this policy in force during the life of this Permit. 
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23. ASSUMPTION OF RISK 

LAHSA shall bear all risks and liability,a rising: out of or in any manner directly or 
indirectly connected with LAHSA’s use or occupancy of the Premises and any damages 
to the improvements on, under, or in the vicinity of the, Premises resulting directly or 
indirectly thereby. 

Given the nature of the Premises and the possible operational risks and activities of the 
Premises, LAHSA hereby acknowledges that when its personnel and subcontractors 
enter said Premises, they assume all risks of personal injury and damages to their 
person and/or personal property arising out of being on the Premises. 

24. WARRANTIES 

LAHSA represents that it has secured all necessary permits and warrants that the Safe 
Parking Program will not violate any applicable ordinances, zoning restrictions or laws. 
LAHSA also acknowledges that LA PL does not warrant nor guarantee the Premises is fit 
for the purposes LAHSA might have perceived or planned for the Premises. 

25. ENCUMBRANCES 

LAHSA shall keep the Premises and any City-owned property of which the Premises is a 
part free from all encumbrances and liens of any nature which arise out of or are in any 
manner directory or indirectly connected with this Permit or LAHSA’s occupancy, use, 
maintenance, or restoration of the Premises. LAHSA shall protect, defend, indemnify, 
and hold LAPL harmless from and against any claim, liability, cost, or expense, including 
without limitation all attorney fees and costs, relating to or charged against the Premises, 
including without limitation LAHSA’s failure or the failure of any contractor or 
subcontractor hired by LAHSA to pay any person or person referred to in Section 3181 
of the California Civil Code or other applicable sections thereof. 

26. HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 

LAHSA shall not allow the illegal installation, storage, utilization, generation, sale, or 
release of Hazardous Substances or otherwise regulated substances in. or, under, or 
from the Premises. Except for the Scope of Services, LAHSA and LAHSA’s agents and 
contractors shall not install, store, utilize, generate, or sell any Hazardous Substances 
on the Premises without LAPL’s prior written consent. LAHSA shall, prior to initiating any 
operations, obtain all required permits or licenses from applicable city, county, state or 
federal regulatory agencies. 

Installing, utilizing, storing, or any other presence of a Hazardous Substance includes 
boxes, bags, bottles, drums, cylinders, above- or below-ground tanks, equipment with 
tanks, or any other container, equipment or device which holds or incorporates a 
Hazardous Substance or ha^n^Uf^wastfi^njot; permitted on the Premises. 
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For the purposes of this Permit, “Hazardous Substance” shall mean any substance listed 
by the Environmental Protection Agency or the State or California as a hazardous 
substance, all types of petroleum-related substances chemical constituents. 

For the purposes of this Permit, a “release” shall include without limitation any spilling, 
leaking, pumping, pour, emitting, emptying, discharging, injecting, escaping, leaching, 
dumping, or otherwise disposing of Hazardous Substances. 

REMEDIATION OF HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 

If LAHSA’s occupancy, use, development, maintenance, or restoration of the Premises 
results in a release of Hazardous Substances, LAHSA shall pay all costs of remediation 
and removal to the City’s satisfaction for unrestricted re-use of the Premises, and in 
accordance with all applicable laws, rules and regulations of governmental authorities. 

REMOVAL OF HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 

If LAHSA or LAHSA’s contractor or agent has received approval and permits to store, 
utilize, generate, or install or otherwise bring Hazardous Substances to the Premises, 
LAHSA and/or LAHSA’s contractor or agent shall remove all Hazardous Substances in 
any type of container, equipment, or device from Premises immediately upon or prior to 
the expiration or termination of this Permit. LAPL reserves the right to conduct 
inspections of the Premises and/or request documentation demonstrating the legal 
removal and/or disposal of the hazardous materials, wastes, or other containers, 
equipment or devices from the Premises. LAHSA shall be responsible for any and all 
costs incurred by LAPL to remove any container or device requiring disposal or removal 
as required by this provision. 

INCOPORATION OF SCHEDULES 

The provisions contained in all schedules and forms attached hereto shall be deemed to 
be a part of and incorporated by reference into this Permit. 

SURVIVABILITY 

The following paragraphs survive the termination of this permit: 11, 15, 20, 21, 22, 24 
and 25. 

NO INTENDED THIRD-PARTY BENEFICIARIES 

The Grantor and the Permittee herein do not in any way intend to create or confer any 
benefits to any third party. 

ASSIGNMENT OR SUBLEASE 

LAHSA shall not, by contract, operation of law. or otherwise assign or sublet any rights 
under this Permit (in whole or in part), or delegate performance of its obligations under 
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this Permit without LAPL’s prior written consent. Any such assignment or sublease shall: 
be void. 

33. LICENSE ONLY 

This Permit is a license only and is personal to LAHSA and shall not be construed as 
conveying any interest whatsoever in or to real property or the Premises. 

34. TAXES 

If applicable, LAHSA shall pay all taxes upon property and improvements belonging to 
LAHSA and located on said Premises and other charges incurred by LAHSA in 
connection with the use of said Premises 

35. POSSESSORY INTEREST 

By executing this Permit and accepting the benefits thereof, a property interest may be 
created known as “possessory interest" and such property interest will be subject to 
property taxation. LAHSA, as the party in whom the possessory interests is vested, may 
be subject to the payment of the property taxes, or possessory interest tax. 

36. NOTICES 

All notices required hereunder shall be in writing and shall be given either by personal 
delivery, or by United States registered or certified or regulation mail (postage prepaid), 
and shall be deemed given hereunder on the date delivered, or a date three (3) business 
days after the date mailed if mailed in the United States, and five (5) business days if 
mailed outside of the United States as follows:

37. GOVERNING LAWS, VENUES AND SEVERABILITY 

This Permit shall be governed in accordance with the laws of the State of California 
without regard to its choice of laws and principles. All actions arising out of this Permit 
shall be filed with a court of competent jurisdiction in the County of Los Angeles, State of 
California. Each term of this Permit is intended to be, and shall be construed as, 
independent and severable from each other. If any covenant, condition, restriction, or 
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other term of this Permit is held to be invalid by any court or applicable regulatory body, 
the invalidity of such term shall.not affect-.the-validity of the remainder of this Permit, 
unless the invalidity substantially impairs the intended values of this Permit to the parties 
under the original Permit. 

38. OPERATIONS TO BE LAWFUL 

LAHSA agrees at all times to conduct LAHSA's operations in full conformity with all laws, 
ordinances and requirements of all governmental authorities including, but not limited to, 
obtaining all required permits and licenses. 

39. LIMITATION ON DAMAGES 

In no event will any party hereto be liable for or have any obligation to pay to the other 
consequential and/or incidental and/or special damages, all of which are expressly 
excluded, and the parties hereby waive any right to recover any such damages from the 
other. 

40. FUNDING 

Funds are provided for the oversight, planning, management, monitoring, and 
coordination of LAHSA-funded programs in the Los Angeles Continuum of Care 
(LACoC). LAHSA is provided with funds to operate the Safe Parking Program. 

No LAPL funds will be used to operate or support the Safe Parking Program and Scope 
of Services described in Schedule B of this Permit. 

41. WAIVERS FOR LAPL RULES OF CONDUCT 

LAHSA has identified and implemented best practices to provide participant services for 
outreach and engagement, assessments, housing and case management plans, 
supportive services, and the development of participant living and service environments. 
These best practices and principles, known as low barrier, harm reduction , and no wrong 
door, are intended to create an environment for participants to have increased access to 
services compared to traditional approaches that may create barriers to exclude 
participants from full inclusion of service opportunities, and thus reinforcing homeless 
situations. 

Due to these LAHSA-endorsed practices and principles and the provision of services for 
the Safe Parking Program, LAHSA requests and the LAPL grants waivers for the 
following two rules in the LAPL Rules of Conduct for participants in the Safe Parking 
Program. 

• Rule 6. Smoking of any type or using tobacco products, vapor or e-cigarette products 
in the library or on library property as described in the LAMC Section 41.50. This 
includes the charging of battery-powered portable electronic smoking devices. 
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With the waiver of Rule 6, LAHSA, through the Safe Parking Program Operator, will 
work with the LAPL to designate a smoking area on the Premises which the Safe 
Parking Program Operator will monitor and control to ensure the proper disposal of 
any tobacco, vapor, or e-cigarette materials. The Safe Parking Program Operator will 
maintain the Premises inaceordaneewit^the terms of thisPermit The intention of 
this waiver is to support participants in the Program by reducing barriers to and 
in creasing access to serv ices. 

Rule 21. Bringing any animal into library facilities, except for service animals that are 
individually trained to do work or perform tasks for an individual with a disability in 
compliance with ADA (Americans with Disabilities Act) regulations. Animals that are 
part of a library program may be allowed in library facilities with the consent of library 
staff 

With the waiver of Rule 21. Program participants would be allowed to bring pets onto 
the Premises during the hours of the operation of the Program. The Safe Parking 
Program Operator will be responsible for ensuring the Premises and any pet relief 
grounds are cleaned and returned to their original condition in accordance with the 
terms of this Permit. The Safe Parking Program Operator will also ensure that 
handler responsibilities as required by the ADA are also implemented for Program 
participants with pets or service animals.

I look forward, Mr. Fregoso, to hearing back from you as to whether the LA City Council Office has a similar SOP 
document with regard to how they handle Section 56.11, specifically 56.11.7. Additionally, I will send an email to your 
contact at IJIIRC to try to get clarity on how 56.11 is being enforced. 

Officer Paialii, I look forward to connecting with you regarding whoever it is that replaced Commander Troy in the capacity 
you mentioned as dealing with the problem of homelessness specifically (I don't remember if you mentioned a department 
by name). Additionally, I look forward to hearing how I can get information on die current enforcement actions taken by the 
LAPD we talked about early in our meeting. 

Here's die relevant section of LAMC 56.11 concerning tents during daytime hours:

The full text of each document I quote here is attached for your reference. It seems pretty plain what the law intends with 
its language. The fact that the Designated Administrative Agency (LA Bureau of Sanitation) has prescribed procedures 
consistent with that plain reading of die text leads me to believe interpreting it is not terribly complicated or subject to 
broad differences of legal opinion.

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INTRODUCTION 

The City of Los Angeles Is responsible for the maintenance of sidewalks and 
other public areas owned, managed or maintained by the City. These public 
areas must remain safe, clean, sanitary and accessible for public use by all 
individuals. To promote general public health and safety of all public areas, while 
balancing the needs of the City’s population, at all levels, the City recently made 
amendments to the City of Los Angeles Municipal Code (LAMC) 56.11 to 
regulate any personal property disposed, left or stored in public areas. 

These: protocols outline the operating guidelines, designation of tasks, and scope 
of work for regulating the storage of personal property in public areas and the 
allowance for the impoundment of such property, after the provision of notice, as 
provided for in LAMC 56.11, 

BACKGROUND 

LAMC 56.11 regulates storage of property on the City’s public right-of-way, 
defined by LAMC 56.11 as including sidewalks, alleys, and streets. The 
Ordinance’s Declaration of Legislative Intent states, in part, that the unauthorized 
use of public areas for the storage of personal property interferes with the rights 
of other members of the public to use public areas for their intended purposes 
and can create a public health or safety hazard that adversely affects residential 
and commercial areas. The purpose of LAMC 56.11 is to maintain public areas in 
clean, sanitary and accessible condition for all. 

DESIGNATED ADMINISTRATIVE AGENCY, LAMC 56.11.11 

Los Angeles Sanitation (LASAN) serves as the Designated Administrative 
Agency (“DAA”) under the ordinance. The DAA shall promulgate rules, protocols 
and procedures for the implementation and enforcement of this ordinance, 
consistent with the provisions herein. The DAA is authorized to make 
administrative and ministerial revisions to these protocols, and/or forms and 
posting notices as needed to address unanticipated scenarios or any 
amendments to LAMC 56.11 or applicable codes or statutes 

CITY ATTORNEY REVIEW 

The City Attorney’s Office has reviewed the following LAMC 56.11 protocols for 
conformity with the Ordinance and subsequent amendments. 





















PROCEDURE #1 - Referrals and Service Requests 

Los Angeles Sanitation (LASAN), Customer Care Center receives referrals and 
service requests to remove illegal dumping and address sanitary conditions of 
public areas involving discarded personal property throughout the City, Referrals 
may be submitted to LASAN by Council Offices, the Mayor’s Office, LAPD. 
Neighborhood Councils, 311 Call Center, ^governmental agencies; businesses, 
business improvement districts, and the general public. 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: LASAN 

PRIMARY SUPPORT: LAPD 

SECONDRY SUPPORT: BSS, GSD, LADOT, RAP 

Illegal Dumping Service Request Protocol 

Step #1a - Reports of illegal dumping involving a suspected responsible 
party shall be referred to LASAN Environmental Compliance Officers for 
investigation. 

Step #1b - Reports of illegal dumping with an unidentified responsible 
party shall be immediately directed to LASAN for scheduled removal. If 
hazardous materials are involved, the report will be referred to an 
Environmental Compliance Officer. 

Step#2 - Illegally dumped items in public areas shall be removed by 
LASAN. 

Homeless Encampment Referral Protocol 

For requests of Homeless Encampments clean-ups, see Procedure #2. 























PROCEDURE #2 - Homeless Encampment Clean-up Authorization 

Upon data entry, a Homeless Encampment clean-up authorization number is 
created and assigned to the designated location. The following process must be 
completed jn order for full approval of the authorization to commence the clean¬ 
up operation.

PRIMARY SUPPORT: LAHSA pr OHSP 

SECONDARY SUPPORT: LAPD, BSS. GSD, LAPQT, RAP 

Homeless Encampment Clean-up Authorization Protocol 

Step m - REFERRAL: LASAN will initiate the Homeless Encampment, 
clean-up authorization process by verifying the encampment and its 
location including City owned, managed, or maintained property, and by 
taking photographic evidence of the location. LASAN will then submit the 
information into a Homeless Encampment data management system. The 
required information fields consist of, but are not limited to the following: 

1. Address and/or cross street locations of the homeless encampment (Or 
closest address); 

2. Description of the encampment(s), including photographs of the 
encampment; 

3. Additional location description (i.e. alley, under bridge, on overpass, 
etc.), 

4. Date location visited /assessed. 

Step #2 - LAHSA AUTHORIZATION: Outreach to the homeless 
individuals in the area will be conducted by the Los Angeles Homeless 
Services Authority (LAHSA) or Other Homeless Service Provider (OHSP) 
to inform the homeless residents of the upcoming clean-up efforts and the 
requirement to relocate both themselves and their possessions from the 
clean-up areas prior to the clean-up date/time. During these visits, LAHSA 
or the OHSP shall offer available assistance and social services to the 
homeless in the designated area. Upon completion of the visits, LAHSA 
will sign off on the authorization. 

Step #3 - LASAN r- SHIEF ES® AHthprization: Once LAHSA or OHSP 
has signed off, the authorization shall be reviewed and approved by the 
LASAN —Chief Environmental Officer, or his/her designee. 

























Step #4 - BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS AUTHORIZATION: The 

President of the Board of Public Works or designated commissioner shall 
review arid approve the clean-up. The authorization is valid for up to 90 
days from BPW approval or through completion of the clean-up at the 
location, whichever comes first. 

Step #5 - HOMELESS ENCAMPMENT CLEAN-UP SCHEDULING: 

LASAN shall program and schedule encampment clean-ups, 

Step #6 - NOTICING: As required in Procedure #3, a notice will be posted 
at the clean-up location a minimum of 24 hours in advance Of the clean-up 
date/time (See Appendix 1) The posted notice shall be photographed by 
LASAN to document the notification of the pending clean-up. The Notice 
shall be valid for only 72 hours from posting. If the encampment clean-up 
cannot commence within 72 hours from posting, then a new posting must 
re-occur before the clean-up may commence. 

Step #7 - DOCUMENTATION: The Designated LASAN Employee 
overseeing the clean-up shall document the clean-up, health hazard 
assessments and impounded property. 















PROCEDURE #3 - Public Area Cleaning 

A public area clean-up is a cleaning performed when an area is identified as 
having unsafe or poor health conditions. If there is a Homeless Encampment in 
the area, the following protocol will be followed, after authorization is approved in 
accordance with Procedure #2 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: LASAN 
PRIMARY SUPPORT: LAPD 

SECONDARY SUPPORT: LAHSA orOHSP, BSS, GSD, LADOT, LAFD f RAP 
Public Area Cleaning Protocol: 

Step #1 - The LASAN Coordinator shall verify the Homeless Encampment 
Clean-Up Authorization is approved Once approved the LASAN 
Coordinator shall coordinate the notice postings and clean-up date/time. 

Step #2 - The Designated LASAN Employee, shall post the notice (See 
Appendix 1) at the clean-up location a minimum of 24 hours in advance of 
the official clean-up date/time and the clean-up shall commence no later 
than 72 hours after posting. The notice should be photographed as 
documentation 

Step #3 - Prior to commencing the clean-up, if LASAN is made aware that 
there is no available capacity for involuntary storage, LASAN will not 
proceed with the removal of personal property. 

Step #4 - At the time of arrival, if it is raining and/or the temperature is 
below 50 degrees Fahrenheit, LASAN shall consider whether to postpone 
the clean-up after consultation with LASAN Management. 

Step #5 - City crews from LASAN and LAPD shall meet at each clean-up 
location and conduct a safety meeting. LASAN shall be the lead agency 
for the clean-ups, including closing that portion of the sidewalk and 
adjoining street necessary to effectuate the clean-up. LAPD may provide 
site security and traffic control for the clean-up teams. All individuals in the 
clean-up area will be given up to 15 minutes to take their Personal 
Property and vacate the area. If the person(s) is physically or mentally- 
impaired and incapable of effectuating the removal of their personal 
property, LAHSA or OHSP will be contacted to assist. 
























Step #6 - A Designated LASAN Employee shall inspect all property left in 
the clean-up area for health and safety hazards. Health and safety 
hazards, shall be documented, removed, and transported to an authorized 
disposal facility by LASAN in accordance with Procedure # 7 . LAPD will 
remove any weapons, ammunition, and explosives, The health and safety 
hazards shall be documented on the Hazard Determination sheets by 
LASAN staff (See Appendix #3). 

Step #7 - A Designated LASAN Employee may remove Unattended 
Personal Property in the clean-up area only if it complies with the following 
procedure: 

1) Pre-Removal Notice was posted as required by LAMC Section 
56.11; 

2) The removal shall occur no less than 24 hours after the posting 
of the pre-removal notice, and no more than 72 hours after the 
posting of pre-removal notice; 

3) Written or photographic evidence shall be prepared which 
documents the general description and location of the Personal 
Property; 

4) The Personal Property shall be bagged and tagged for 
identification purposes; 

5) The Personal Property shall be delivered to a 90 day storage 
facility; and 

6) A Post-Removal Notice shall be left at the place from which the 
Personal Property was removed. 

Step #8 - A Designated LASAN Employee may remove Attended 
Personal Property in the clean-up area only if it complies with the following 
procedure: 

11 Pre-Removal Notice was posted as required by LAMC 
Section 56.11; 

2) The removal shall occur no less than 24 hours after the 
posting of the Pre-Removal Notice, and no more than 72 
hours after posting of Pre-Removal Notice; 


















3) Individuals can voluntary dispose of any items with LASAN; 

4) LASAN may provide a bag or other container capable of 
containing 60 gallons worth of Personal Property to the 
owner of the Personal Property; 

5) LASAN shall direct the owner that he or she will have up to 
15 minutes to place into the bag or container up to 60 
gallons worth of Personal Property; 

6) If the owner refuses to or does not place Personal Property 
into the container within the 15 minute period, LASAN shall 
remove all property as excess personal property, 

7) For Excess Personal Property, LASAN shall prepare written 
or photographic evidence which documents the general 
description and location of the Excess Personal Property; 

8) The Excess Personal Property shall be bagged and tagged 
for identification purposes; 

9) The Excess Personal Property shall be delivered to a 90 day 
storage facility: and 

10) A Post-Removal Notice shall be left at the place from which 
the Excess Personal Property was removed or given to the 
owner. 

Step #9 - If an individual fails to comply with a Designated LASAN 
Employee’s directive, or willfully resists, delays or obstructs a Designated 
LASAN Employee from moving, removing, or impounding Personal 
Property, the Designated LASAN Employee shall request support from law 
enforcement and law enforcement will proceed within their established 
Departmental protocols. 

Step #10 - If an individual is physically impaired and the impairment limits 
compliance with a Designated LASAN Employee directives regarding 
LAMC Section 56,11, LASAN may assist the individual with compliance or 
may contact LAHSA or OHSP to assist. 

If an individual is mentally impaired and the impairment makes 
incomprehensible compliance with instructions from a Designated LASAN 
Employee regarding LAMC Section 56.11, LASAN shall contact LAHSA or 
OHSP for assistance. 






















Step # If - If at any time, a City Employee believes that an individual 
poses a danger to himself, herself or another, including a danger to the 
City Employee, the City Employee shall request law enforcement 
assistance. 


Step #12 - (If required) LASAN Vactor Truck may pressure-wash the 
sidewalks, parkways, street gutters, and inlets of storm drain catch basins. 
The generated water shall be recovered and disposed of to the sanitary 
sewer. 

Step #13- (If required) LASAN (or designated contractor) may disinfect 
the washed areas with a sprayed solution of bleach and water that meets 
Center for Disease Control standards for disinfection. 

Step #14 — A Designated LASAN Employee shall document and 
photograph clean-up activities. Any human waste removal and disposal by 
LASAN will require the completion and signature of a non-infectious 
certification form by a Designated LASAN Employee (See Appendix #4). 














PROCEDURE #4 - Personal Property Obstructing City Operations 

At any time: in which City operations for maintenance or construction are 
obstructed by personal property in a public area. A City Employee may 
temporarily move the personal property. 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: ALL CITY DEPARTMENTS 
PRIMARY SUPPORT: LAPD, LASAN 

SECONDARY SUPPORT: LAHSA or OHSP, BSS, OSD, LADOT, LADWP, 
LAFD, RAP 

ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITY: 

LAM C 56.11.3(c) property obstructing City operations 

Property . Obstructing City Operations Protocol; 1 

Step #1a- When personal property is unattended, the City Employee may 
temporarily move the obstructing property: If there are issues, please 
proceed to Step #3 in the process: 

Step #1b - When the obstructing property is attended, the City Employee 
shall direct the individual(s) to move the property as to not obstruct City 
operations, maintenance and clean ups. All individuals will be given up to 
15 minutes to vacate the area. If the person(s) is physically or mentally- 
impaired and incapable of effectuating the removal of their personal 
property, LAHSA or OHSP will be contacted to assist. 

Step #2 - If the individual fails to comply with a City Employee’s directive, 
or willfully resists, delays or obstructs a City Employee from moving, 
removing, move the obstructing property, they will be deemed as “non- 
compliant”. The City Employee shall contact the LAPD for assistance. 

Step #3 - In situations where there is no feasible place to temporarily 
place obstructing property or the amount of personal property is in excess 
of the volume of a 60-gallon container with the lid closed, the City 
Employee shall contact LASAN for assistance. A Post-Removal notice 
shall be provided for all personal property taken to a 90-day storage 
facility pursuant to LAMC 56.11,4.(b). 

Step # 4 - For any obstructing property that was temporarily moved for City 
operations or maintenance,, the City Employee shall return the property to 
the original location after the completion of the work. 
















PROCEDURE #S - Personal Property Obstructing ingress/egress. and/or 
ADA Passage 

Without Pre-Removal Notice;, a Designated LASAN Employee may move, and 
when necessary, remove Personal Property in a Public Area that is a) Stored 
within ten feet of any operational and utilizable entrance, exit, driveway or loading 
dock; or b) Stored in a manner that does not allow for passage required by the 
Americans With Disabilities Act, which generally requires clearance of at least 36 
inches on the sidewalk.

Step #3 - A Designated LASAN Employee may remove Attended Personal 
Property that is stored within ten feet of an operational and utilizable 
entrance, exit driveway or loading dock and/or is impacting ADA 
compliance pursuant to the following procedure:

1) The City Employee confirms that a notice containing the 
closing time is clearly posted in the area where the Personal 




















Property is stored and the impoundment begins after the 
posted closing time; 

2) Written or photographic evidence shall be prepared which: 
documents the general description and location of the 
Personal Property; 

3) The Personal Property shall be bagged and tagged for 
identification purposes; 

4) The Personal Property shall be delivered to a 90 day storage 
facility; and 

5) A Post-Removal Notice shall be left at the place from which 
the Personal Property was removed. 


Step # 4- A Designated LASAN Employee may remove Attended Personal 
Property in a Public Area subject to a specified closing time or 
unauthorized location by complying with the following procedure: 

1) The Designated LASAN Employee confirms that a notice 
containing the closing time is clearly posted in the area 
where the Personal Property is stored and impoundment 
begins after the posted closing time; 

2) The Designated LASAN Employee shall provide a bag or 
other container capable of containing 60 gallons worth of 
Personal Property to the owner of the Personal Property; 

3) The Designated LASAN Employee shall direct the owner 
that the Public Area is closed or is about to be closed and 
that he or she has up to 15 minutes to place into the 
container up to 60 gallons worth of Personal Property and 
leave the Public Area with the container; 

5) If the owner refuses to or does not place Personal Property 
into the container within the 15 minute period, the 
Designated LASAN Employee may remove the Personal 
Property; 





















6) The Designated LASAN Employee shall prepare written or 
photographic evidence which documents the general 
description and location of the Personal Property; 

7) The Personal Property shall be bagged and tagged for 
identification purposes; 

8) The Personal Property shall be delivered to a 90 day storage 
facility: and 

9) A Post-Removal Notice shall be left at the place from which 
the Personal Property was removed or given to the owner. 

Step #5 - If an individual fails to comply with a Designated LASAN 
Employee directive, or willfully resists, delays or obstructs a Designated 
LASAN Employee from moving, removing, or impounding Personal 
Property, the Designated LASAN Employee shall request support from law 
enforcement and law enforcement will proceed within their established 
Departmental protocols. 

Step #6 - If an individual is physically impaired and the impairment limits 
compliance with a Designated LASAN Employee’s directives regarding 
LAMC Section 56.11. the Designated LASAN Employee shall offer to 
assist the individual with compliance or may contact LAHSA or OHSP to 
assist. 

If an individual is mentally impaired and the impairment makes 
incomprehensible compliance with instructions from a Designated LASAN 
Employee regarding LAMC Section 56.11, the Designated LASAN 
Employee shall contact LAHSA or OHSP for assistance, and shall 
continue with the clearing the area. 

Step #7 - If at any time, a City Employee believes that an individual poses 
a danger to himself, herself or another, including a danger to the City 
Employee, then the City Employee shall request law enforcement 
assistance. 

















PROCEDURE #7- Health & Safety Hazards 

The purpose of this protocol is to document the protocols and procedures for the 
field staff of the LASAN Environmental Enforcement & Emergency Response 
Unit field staff. The protocol outlines how LASAN Environmental Compliance 
Officers determine the health hazard potential of the personal property, item (s) or 
substance(s) found in the public right-of-way. The Compliance Officer will 
ultimately determine if the property, item or substance poses any potential health 
risk(s) and requires removal and disposal. 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: LASAN 
PRIMARY SUPPORT: LARD 

SECONDARY SUPPORT: LAHSA or OHSP, LAPD, BSS, GSD, LAFD, LADOT, 
RAP 


ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITY 

LAMC 56.11.3.(f) immediate threat to health or safety of the public 
LAMC 64.70.05.A. authority to inspect 

LAMC 64.70.05.B.6 to abate, correct or prevent pollutants from entering storm 
drain 

Materials are considered to be health hazards when there is statistically 
significant evidence based on at least one study conducted in accordance with 
established scientific principles that acute or chronic health effects may occur in 
exposed persons. Health and safety hazards shall be removed immediately. 
Notice posting (informing the public of the violation) is not required. If a person 
refuses to relinquish substances or materials deemed health or safety hazards, 
law enforcement will proceed with their established protocol. Health or safety 
hazards shall be documented and removed by LASAN and transported to an 
authorized disposal facility immediately. 

Health Hazard Assessment Protocol 

Step #1 - The Designated LASAN Employee shall walk sidewalks, streets, 
parkways and other public right-of-ways to visually identify items which 
may pose a health hazard. 

Step #2 - LASAN Environmental Compliance Officers shall visually identify 
flammable, toxic, reactive, and corrosive substances. 

























Step #3 - Utilizing the Field Checklist in Appendix 3. the Environmental 
Compliance Officer will determine the health hazard potential of the item 
or substance as well as whether the item or substance poses any potential 
health risk. The Environmental Compliance Officer can use the back of the 
form “ List of Hazardous Materials/Waste and Potentially Hazardous 
Materials " as reference for health hazard assessments. If any item or 
substance meets any of the descriptions on the list, then the item or 
substance may be deemed hazardous (see Appendix #3). 

Step #4 - If the item is a health hazard or a potential health hazard and is 
made of fabric, wood, or other permeable substances, the item shall be 
removed by LASAN (or designated contractor) for disposal. LASAN (or 
designated contractor) shall also remove all biohazard items (eg., 
contaminated with blood, human waste, etc.). LASAN Solid Resources 
shall place the item on a vehicle and transport to an authorized disposal 
facility. 


Step #5 - If the item is a health hazard or potential health hazard and is 
made of metal, glass, or any other non-permeable substance, the object 
may be disinfected. 

Step #6 - If the item is a sharp, the Environmental Compliance Officer will 
use the appropriate equipment and tools to remove the sharps and place 
them in a sharps container for disposal. 

Step #7 - LASAN Environmental Compliance Officers shall document on 
the Health Hazard Determination form each of the hazardous item(s) or 
substance(s), check off the applicable box(es) on the sheet, and fill in the 
date, time, and location information. The Environmental Compliance 
Officer shall sign the form and photograph the item(s) to be destroyed. 

Step #8 - If those instances when the hazardous materials are Attended, 
to the extent appropriate, LASAN will work with the individual to remove 
the hazardous materials. If the individual fails to comply with LASAN 
directives, or willfully resists, delays, or obstructs a Designated LASAN 
Employee from removing the hazardous materials, the Designated LASAN 
Employee shall request support from law enforcement and law 
enforcement will proceed within their established Departmental protocols 
and LASAN will proceed with the cleanup and removal of the items. 














PROCEDURE #8- Evidence of a Crime or Contraband 

Evidence of a crime or contraband may be immediately removed without notice 
posting, LAPP may take possession of the evidence or contraband in 
accordance with established; Departmental procedures and the law. 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: LAPD OR OTHER LAW ENFORCEMENT 
PRIMARY SUPPORT: LASAN 

SECONDARY SUPPORT: BSS, GSD, LADOT, LAFD, RAP, 

ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITY 

LAMC 56.11,3.(h) no person shall Store any Personal Property in a Public Area if 
the Personal Property constitutes an evidence of a crime or contraband. 

Evidence of a Crime or Contraband Protocol 

Step #1 - Whenever a City Employee comes into contact with property 
that may be evidence of a Crime or is criminal contraband, whether 
Unattended or Attended, the City Employee shall contact LAPD or other 
Law Enforcement agency. 

#2 - The City Employee shall then step away and wait for Law 
Enforcement resources to arrive. 

Step #3 - Law enforcement will proceed with their established 
departmental protocols. 























PROCEDURE #9A - Bulky Items (non-shelter) 

In accordance with LAMC 56.11. Bulky items are placed into one: of two 
categories and treated distinctly; 

A. LAMC 56.11 -3.{i) Bulky Items (non-shelter) placed in Public Areas 

Bulky items are defined as any item possessing size and/or shape which will not 
allow the item to fit into a 60-gallon receptacle with the container lid closed. Bulky 
items generally include but are not limited to mattresses, appliances, furniture, 
shed, structures, non-operational bicycles, and construction materials. An 
exception has been established for Tents, wheelchairs, walkers, containers of a 
volume not exceeding 60 gallons, crutches, and bicycle if operational. 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: LASAN 
PRIMARY SUPPORT LAPP 

SECONDARY SUPPORT: LAHSA or OHSP, BSS, GSD, LADOT, LAFD, RAP 

Bulky Item Protocol A. (non-structures) 

Step #1 - Identification or referral of an LAMC 56.11 defined Bulky Item, 
Note: LAMC 56.11.3.(1) allows immediate removal of bulky items without 
notice posting. Non-electronic Bulky items may be disposed as trash or 
rubbish. Electronic bulky items which fall under the classification of E- 
waste (a universal waste) shall be specifically disposed of in accordance 
with 40 CFR. 


Step #2a - Unattended bulky items placed in public areas may be 
removed immediately by LASAN or City Employee in accordance with 
LAMC 56.11.3.(i), 

Step #2b - For the removal of the items(s) or Attended bulky items, 
LASAN will work with the individual(s) to allow for the removal of the 
items. If the person(s) is physically or mentally-impaired and incapable of 
effectuating the removal of the item(s), LAHSA or OHSP will be contacted 
to assist. 


























Step #2c - Bulky Items that are Attended or associated with other personal 
property in public areas, shall be assessed by a Designated LASAN 
Employee prior to removal. If the bulky item is not picked up based on the 
assessment, the Designated LASAN Employee or City Employee shall 
follow Procedure #3 for Public Area Cleaning. 













PROCEDURE #9B - Bulky Items (structures) 

Bulky items which are designed to be used as shelters (i.e. structures), but do 
not constitute a tent, on public property are prohibited and may be removed after 
the structure has been posted a minimum of 24 hours in advance. (See Appendix 
2 for approved 24-hour Pre-Removal posting notice), The notice shall be 
attached by LASAN to the bulky item (structure). Photographs shall be taken of 
each posting and structure. After the 24-hour posting period, the structures shall 
be disassembled and removed for immediate disposal by LASAN.

SECONDARY SUPPORT: LAHSA orOHSP, BSS, GSD, LADOT, LAFD, RAP 

Bulky Item Protocol B. (structures) 

Step #1 - If a Bulky Item Stored in a Public Area is designed to be used a® a: 
shelter but does not constitute a Tent a Designated LASAN Employee may only 
remove and discard the Bulky Item if it complies with the following: 

1) A Pre-Removal Notice shall be posted conspicuously on or near the 
Bulky Item (shelter). The posted Pre-Removal Notice should be 
photographed by a Designated LASAN Employee; 

2) The Bulky Item (shelter) may be removed no less than 24 hours but no 
more than 72 hours after the posting of the Pre-Removal Notice; 

3) If the Bulky Item (shelter) is occupied, a Designated LASAN Employee 
shall direct any occupant to vacate the Bulky Item (shelter); 

4) If any occupant refuses to vacate the Bulky Item (shelter), the 
Designated LASAN Employee should contact law enforcement for 
assistance and law enforcement shall proceed within their established 
Departmental protocols; 

5) If any and all occupants of the Bulky Item (shelter) vacate at the 
direction of a Designated LASAN Employee, LASAN may provide a 60- 
gallon bag or other container and direct the individual that he or she 
has up to 15 minutes to place 60 gallons of Personal Property into the 
bag or container: 

















6) All Personal Property may be removed, after compliance with 
Procedure #7 (Health and Safety Hazards); 

7 ) Written or photographic evidence shall be prepared which documents 
the general description and location of the Excess Personal; 

8) The Excess Personal Property shall be bagged and tagged for 
identification purposes; 

9) The Excess Personal Property shall be delivered to a 90 day storage 
facility; and 


10)Post-Removal Notice as to the Personal Property removed from the 
Bulky Item (shelter), shall be provided pursuant to 56.11.4(b). 

Step #2 - If an individual fails to comply with a Designated LASAN Employee 
directive, or willfully resists, delays or obstructs a Designated LASAN Employee 
from moving, removing, or impounding Personal Property, the Designated 
LASAN Employee shall request support from law enforcement and law 
enforcement will proceed within their established Departmental protocols. 

Step #3 - If an individual is physically impaired and the impairment limits 
compliance with a Designated LASAN Employee’s directives regarding LAMC 
Section 56.11, the Designated LASAN Employee shall offer to assist the 
individual with compliance or may contact LAHSA or OHSP to assist. 

If an individual is mentally impaired and the impairment makes incomprehensible 
compliance with instructions from a Designated LASAN Employee regarding 
LAMC Section 56.11, the Designated LASAN Employee shall contact LAHSA or 
other OHSP for assistance, and proceed with the cleanup. 

Step # 4 - If at any time, a City Employee believes that an individual poses a 
danger to himself, herself or another, including a danger to the City Employee, 
the City Employee shall request law enforcement assistance. 

Step #5 - Animals in the Bulky Item (shelter) may be removed by Animal Control. 
















PROCEDURE #10 - Tents and Attachments 

Pursuant to LAMC 56.11.8(a), no person shall attach any Personal Property to 
any public property without consent. Pursuant to 56.11.8(b), no person shall 
attach any Personal Property to any private property if the Attachment creates an 
obstruction on or across any street or pedestrian walkway, including a sidewalk. 
In addition, pursuant to LAMC 56.11.7, no person shall erect a Tent in any Public 
Area from 6 a.m. to 9 p.m., except when raining and/or the temperature is below 
50 degrees Fahrenheit. LAPD shall enforce the immediate disassembly, 
deconstruction, folding, and removal of Tents during those hours, without the 
necessity of posting notices (informing the public of the violation). If a person 
refuses to comply with a legal order from a peace officer, law enforcement will 
proceed within their established protocols. 


LEAD DEPARTMENT: LAPD 
PRIMARY SUPPORT LASAN 

SECONDARY SUPPORT. LAHSAor OHSP, BSS, GSD LADOT, LAFD, RAP 

In accordance with LAMC 56.11.7, no Tents shall be erected, configured or 
constructed in Public Areas between the hours of 6 a.m. and 9 p,m„ unless it is 
raining and/or the temperature is below 50 degrees Fahrenheit Any Tent must 
be taken down, folded, deconstructed and put away by 6 a.m. of each day. A 
folded/deeonstructed tent can be placed to the side of the sidewalk without 
obstructing safe passage and access. 

Tent Protocol 

Step #1 - At the time of arrival, if it is raining and/or the temperature is below 50 
degrees Fahrenheit, the Designated City Employee shall postpone action. 

Step #2 - A Designated City Employee may deconstruct any Attended Tent 
erected during the hours of 6 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. (unless it is raining or the 
temperature is below 50 degrees Fahrenheit) if the Designated City Employee 
com plies with the following; 

1) If the Tent is occupied, the Designated City Employee shall direct 
any occupant to vacate the Tent; 

2) If any and all occupants vacate the Tent, the Designated City 
Employee shall advise the owner that he or she will have up to 15 
minutes to deconstruct the Tent; 




















3) If any occupant of the Tent refuses to vacate the Tent, the 
Designated City Employee should contact, law enforcement for 
assistance and law enforcement shall proceed within their 
established Departmental protocols; 

Step #3 - If an individual fails to comply with the directive, or willfully resists, 
delays or obstructs a Designated City Employee from taking down or 
deconstructing a Tent, the Designated City Employee shall request support from 
law enforcement and law enforcement will proceed within their established 
Departmental protocols. 

Step #4 - If an individual is physically impaired and the impairment limits 
compliance with a Designated City Employee’s directives regarding LAMC 
Section 56.11, the Designated City Employee shall offer to assist the individual 
with compliance or may contact LAHSA or OHSP to assist. 

If an individual is mentally impaired and the impairment makes incomprehensible 
compliance with instructions from a Designated City Employee regarding LAMC 
Section 56.11, the Designated City Employee shall contact LAHSA or OHSP for 
assistance, and shall continue with the clean-up. 

Step #5 - If at any time, a City Employee believes that an individual poses a 
danger to himself, herself or another, including a danger to the City Employee, 
the City Employee shall request law enforcement assistance. 

Step #6 - Without notice, a Designated City Employee may deconstruct any 
erected Unattended Tent during the hours of 6:00 a.m. and 9:00 p m. unless it is 
raining and/or the temperature is below 50 degrees Fahrenheit. Once 
deconstructed, the Tent shall be removed, bagged, tagged, and stored, unless it 
is- a health hazard. If a health hazard, LASAN shall remove the Tent ini 
conformance with Procedure #7. The personal property in the Tent shall be 
removed following proper personal property protocols. A post removal notice 
shall be posted. 

Step #7 - The personal property around the Tent shall not be removed unless 
they are a health hazard or violate ADA safe passage or access to property. If 
removed, proper personal property protocols will be followed. 

Attachment Protocol 

In accordance with Los Angeles Municipal Code 56.11.8, no Attachment shall be 
erected on public property, and no Attachment shall be erected on private 
property in such a manner as to create an obstruction on or across any Street or 
area where the public may travel. 

Step #1 - A Designated City Employee may remove any Attended Attachment to 
public property only as set forth below: 
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1) The Designated City Employee shall direct the owner that he or she 
has up to 15 minutes to remove the Attachment: 

2) If the owner refuses to or does not remove the Attachment, a 
Designated City Employee may remove the Attachment; and 

3) Any Personal Property contained around the Attachment shall not 
be removed unless they are a health hazard or violate ADA safe 
passage or access to property. If removed, proper personal 
property protocols will be followed. 

Step #2 - A Designated City Employee may remove any Attended Attachment to 
private property that creates an obstruction on or across any street or pedestrian 
walkway, including a sidewalk only as set forth below: 

1) The Designated City Employee shall advise the owner of the 
Attachment that he or she will have 15 minutes to remove the 
Attachment; 

2) If the owner refuses to or does not remove the Attachment, the 
Designated City Employee may remove the Attachment: and 

3) Any Personal Property contained around the Attachment shall not 
be removed unless they are a health hazard or violate ADA safe 
passage or access to property. If removed, proper personal 
property protocols will be followed. 

Step #3 - If an individual fails to comply with a Designated City Employee 
directive, or willfully resists, delays or obstructs a Designated City Employee 
from removing the Attachment(s), the Designated City Employee shall request 
support from law enforcement and law enforcement will proceed within their 
established Departmental protocols. 

Step #4 - If an individual is physically impaired and the impairment limits 
compliance with a Designated City Employee’s directives regarding LAMC 
Section 56.11, the Designated City Employee shall offer to assist the individual 
with compliance or may contact LAHSA or OHSP to assist. 

If an individual is mentally impaired and the impairment makes incomprehensible 
compliance with instructions from a Designated City Employee regarding LAMC 
Section 56 11, the Designated City Employee shall contact LAHSA or OHSP for 
assistance. 















Step #5 - If at any time a City Employee believes that an individual poses a 
danger to himself, herself or another, including a danger to the City Employee, 
the City Employee shall request law enforcement assistance. 

Step #6 - A Designated City Employee may remove any Unattended Attachment 
to public property unless the Attachment was erected pursuant to written 
permission from the City. Personal Property around the Unattended Attachment 
shall not be removed unless they are a health hazard or violate ADA safe 
passage or access to property. If removed, proper personal property protocols 
will be followed. 

Step #7 - A Designated City Employee may remove any Unattended Attachment 
to private property if the Attachment creates an obstruction on or across any 
street or pedestrian walkway , including a sidewalk. Personal Property around the 
Unattended Attachment shall not be removed unless they are a health hazard or 
violate ADA safe passage or access to property. If removed, proper personal 
property protocols will be followed. 











BSS — Bureau of Street Services 

BULKY ITEM - Defined in Los Angeles Municipal Code 56.1 las; any item, with 
exception of a constructed Tent, operational bicycle or operational walker, Crutch 
or wheelchair, that is too large to fit into a 60-gallon container with the lid closed, 
including, but not limited to, a shed, structure, mattress, couch, chair, other 
furniture or appliance. A container with a volume of no more than 60 gallons used 
by an individual to hold his or her Personal Property shall not in itself be 
considered a Bulky Item. 

CSLA - Clean Streets Los Angeles also known as the Clean Streets Initiative 
(CSJ) 

DESIGNATED CITY EMPLOYEE - LAPD or Designated LASAN Employee. 

DESIGNATED LASAN EMPLOYEE - means the Director of the Bureau of 
Sanitation of the Department of Public Works of the City of Los Angeles or the 
duly authorized representatives designated to administer, implement and enforce 
the provisions of this Protocol (i.e. LASAN Environmental Compliance Officer). 

HOMELESS ENCAMPMENT - are locations where one or more homeless 
people live or store personal property in an unsheltered area. (CalEPA, 
CalRecycle Defined). 

GSD - Department of General Services 

LADWP - Los Angeles Department of Water & Power 

LAFD - Los Angeles Fire Department 

LAHSA - Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority 

LAPD - Los Angeles Police Department 

LASAN - Los Angeles Sanitation 

LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER - Any appointed governmental employee with 
Peace Officer arrest authority listed under California Penal Code Section 830. 

OHS - Operation Healthy Streets 

OHSP - Other Homeless Services Provider 




















PERSONAL PROPERTY - Defined in Los Angeles Municipal Code 56.1 i, 
means any tangible property, and includes but is not limited to. goods,/materials, 
merchandise. Tents, tarpaulins, bedding, sleeping bags, hammocks, personal 
items such as household items, luggage, backpacks, clothing, documents and 
medication. 

PUBLIC AREA(S) - Defined in Los Angeles Municipal Code 56.11, means all 
property that is owned, managed or maintained by the City, except property 
under the jurisdiction of the Department of Recreation & Parks which is governed 
by Los Angeles Municipal Code 63.44, and shall include, but is not limited to. any 
street, medial strip, space, ground, building or structure. 

RAP - Department of Recreation & Parks 

UNATTENDED - Defined in Los Angeles Municipal Code 56.11 means no 
Person is present with Personal Property who asserts or claims ownership over 
the Personal Property. Conversely, property is considered “Attended” if a 
Person is present with the Personal Property and the Person claims ownership 
over the Personal Property.

ORDINANCE NO. , . 

An ordinance amending Section 56.11, Article 6, Chapter V, of the Los Angeles 
Municipal Code to regulate the storage of personal property in public areas. 

THE PEOPLE OF THE CITY OF LOS ANGELES 
DO ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Section 56.11 of the Los Angeles Municipal Code is amended to read 
as follows: 

SEC. 56,11. STORAGE OF PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

1. declaration of Legislative intent - Purpose. The City enacts this 
section to balance the needs of the residents and public at large to access clean and 
sanitary public areas consistent with the intended uses for the public areas with the 
needs of the individuals, who have no other alternatives for the storage of personal 
property, to retain access to a limited amount of personal property in public areas. On 
the one hand, the unauthorized use of public areas for the storage of unlimited amounts 
of personal property interferes with the rights of other members of the public to use 
public areas for their intended purposes and can create a public health or safety hazard 
that adversely affects those who use public areas. On the other hand, the City’s large 
and vulnerable homeless population needs access to a manageable amount of 
essential property for their personal use and well-being. This section attempts to 
balance the needs of all of the City’s residents. 

2. Definitions. The definitions contained in this subsection shall govern the 
construction, meaning and application of words and phrases used in this section. 

(a) “Ailey” means any Highway having a Roadway not exceeding 25 
feet in width which is primarily for access to the rear or side entrances of abutting 
property. 

(b) “Bikeway” means all facilities that provide primarily for, and 
promote, bicycle travel. 

(c) “Bulky Item” means any item, with the exception of a constructed 
Tent, operational bicycle or operational walker, crutch or wheelchair, that is too 
large to fit into a 60-gallon container with the lid closed, Including, but not limited 
to, a shed, structure, mattress, couch, chair, other furniture or appliance. A 
container with a volume of no more than 60 gallons used by an individual to hold 
his or her Personal Property shall not in itself be considered a Bulky Item. 

(d) “City Employee” means any full or part-time employee of the City 
of Los Angeles: or a contractor retained by the City for the purpose of 

implementing this Section. 
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(e) “Essential Personal Property” means any and ail Personal 
Property that cumulatively is less than two cubic feet in volume, which, by way of 
example, is the amount of property capable of being carried within a backpack. 

(fj “Excess Personal Property” means any and all Personal 
Property that cumulatively exceeds the amount of property that could fit in a 60- 
gallon container with the lid closed. 

(g) “Highway” means a way or place of whatever nature, publicly 
maintained and open to the use of the public for purposes of vehicular travel. 

(h) “Parkway” means the area of the Street between the back of the 
curb and the Sidewalk that typically is planted and landscaped. 

(j): “Person” means any individual. 

(j) “Personal Property” means any tangible property, and includes, 
but is not limited to, goods, materials, merchandise, Tents, tarpaulins, bedding, 
sleeping bags, hammocks, personal items such as household items, luggage, 
backpacks, clothing, documents and medication. 

(k) “Public Area” or “Public Areas” means all property that is 
owned, managed or maintained by the City, except property under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Recreation and Parks which is governed by Los Angeles 
lyiunjcipal Code Section 63.44, aptf shall include, but not be limited to, any Streets 
medial strip, space, ground, building or structure. 

(l) “Roadway” means that portion of a Highway improved, designed 
or ordinarily used for vehicular travel, 

(m) “Sidewalk” means that portion of a Highway, other than the 
Roadway, set apart by curbs, barriers, markings or other delineation, for 
pedestrian travel. 

(ft) “Storage Facility” means any facility, whether operated by a 
public, non-profit or private provider, which allows and has capacity for voluntary 
storage, free of charge, for a homeless person to store Personal Property up to 
the equivalent of the amount of property that would fit into a single 60-gallon 
container with the lid closed. 

(o) “Store,” “Storedtr “Storing’’ or “Storage” means to put Personal: 
Property aside or accumulate for use when needed, to put for safekeeping, 
and/or to place or leave in a Public Area. Moving Personal Property to another 
location in a Public Area or returning Personal Property to the same block on a 
daily or regular basis shall be considered Storing and shall not be considered to 
be removing the Personal Property from a Public Area. This definition shall not 
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include any Personal Property that, pu rsuant to statute, ordinance, permit, 
regulation or other authorization by the City or state, is Stored with the 
permission of the City or state on real property that is owned or controlled by the 


-ity. 


(p) “Street” ineiudesevery Highway, avenue, lane, Alley, court, place, 
square, Sidewalk, Parkway, curbs, Bikeway or other public way in this City which 
has been or may hereafter be dedicated and open to public use, or such other 
public property so designated in any law of this state. 

(q) “Tent” means a collapsible shelter made of fabric such as nylon or 
canvas or a tarp stretched and sustained by supports, which is not open on ail 
sides and which hinders an unobstructed view behind or into the area 
surrounded by the fabric. In order to qualify as a Tent for purposes of this 
subsection, a Tent, when deconstructed, must be able to fit within a 60-gallon 
container with the lid closed. 


(r) “Unattended” means no Person is present with the Personal 
Property who asserts or claims ownership over the Personal Property.. 
Conversely, property is considered “Attended” if a Person is present with the 
Personal Property and the Person claims ownership over the Personal Property. 

3. Regulation and impoundment of Stored Personal Property; Discard 
of Certain Stored Personal Property. 

(a) No Person shall Store any Unattended Personal Property in a 
Public Area. With pre-removal notice as specified in Subsection 4(a),/the City 
may impound any Unattended Personal Property in a Public Area, regardless of 
volume. Post-removal notice shall be provided as set forth in Subsection 4(b), 
below. 


(b) No Person shall Store any Attended Excess Personal Property in a 
Public Area. With pre-removal notice as specified in Subsection 4(a), the City 
may impound any Attended Excess Personal Property Stored in a Public Area. 
Post-removal notice shall be provided as set forth in Subsection 4(b), below. 

(c) No Person shall Store any Personal Property in a Public Area in 
such a manner as to obstruct City operations, including a Street or Sidewalk 
maintenance or cleaning. Without prior notice, the City may temporarily move 
Personal Property, whether Attended or Unattended, which is obstructing City 
operations in a Public Area, including a Street or Sidewalk maintenance or 
cleaning, during the time necessary to conduct the City operations. The City also 
may impound Personal Property that is obstructing City operations in a Public 
Area, pursuant to Subsection 3(a) or 3(b).

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(d) No Person shall Store any Personal Property in a Public Area in 
such a manner that it does not allow for passage as required by the Americans 
with Disabilities Act of 1990, Pub. L No. 101-336. 104 Stat. 328 (1990), as 
amended from time to time (ADA). Without prior notice, the City may move and 
may immediately impound any Personal Property, whether Attended or 
Unattended, Stored in a Public Area in such a manner that it does not allow for 
passage as required by the ADA. Post-removal notice shall be provided as set 
forth in Subsection 4(b), below, 

(e) No Person shall Store any Personal Property within ten feet of any 
operational and utilizable .entrance,- exit, driveway or loading dock, Without prior 
notice, the City may move and may immediately impound any Personal Property, 
whether Attended or Unattended, Stored in a Public Area within ten feet of any 
operational and utilizabie entrance, exit, driveway or loading dock. Post-removal 
notice shall be provided as set forth in Subsection 4(b), below. 

(f) No Person shall Store in a Public Area that has a clearly posted 
closure time any Personal Property after the posted closure time. Without prior 
notice, the City may remove and impound Personal Property, whether Attended 
or Unattended, Stored in a Public Area that has a clearly posted closure time, 
provided the Personal Property is removed and impounded after the posted 
closure time. Post-removal notice shall be provided as set forth in Subsection 
4(b), below. 

(g) No Person shall Store any Personal Property in a Public Area if the 
Personal Property, whether Attended or Unattended, constitutes an immediate 
threat to th^health or safety of the public. Without prior notice, the City may 
remove and may discard any Personal Property Stored in a Public Area if the 
Personal Property poses an immediate threat to the health or safety of the public, 

(h) No Person shall Store any Personal Property in a Public Area if the 
Personal Property, whether Attended or Unattended, constitutes an evidence of a 
crime or contraband. Without prior notice, the City may remove and may discard 
any Personal Property that constitutes evidence of a crime or contraband, as 
permissible by law., 

(i) No Person shall Store any Bulky Item in a Public Area, Without 
prior notice, the City may remove and may discard any Buiky Item, whether 
Attended or Unattended, Stored in a Public Area unless the Bulky Item is 
designed to be used as a shelter. For any Bulky Item that is designed to be used 
as a shelter but does not constitute a Tent as defined in Subsection 2(q), with 
pre-removal notice as specified in Subsection 4(a), the City may remove and 
discard the Bulky Item, whether Attended or Unattended. If the Bulky Item 
violates Subsection 3(d)-(h) herein, even if it is designed to be used as a shelter, 
without prior notice, the City may remove and discard the Buiky Item, whether 
Attended or Unattended. 
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(j) Upon the creation of any new Storage Facility,, increased capacity 
at an Existing Storage Facility or subsidized transportation assistance to a 
Storage Facility, the Chief Administrative Officer shall report to the Council to 
inform the Council’s consideration of whether to prohibit a Person from Storing, 
more than Essential Personal Property in a Public Area in a specified radius from 
a Storage Facility, based upon the amount of the additional storage capacity and 
the accessibility thereto. In consideration of the CAO's report, the Council may, 
by resolution, prohibit a Person within a specified radius, not to exceed two miles, 
of a Storage Facility from Storing more than Essential Personal Property in a 
Public Area. 

4. Notice. 

(a) Pre-Removal Notice. Pre-removal notice shall be deemed 
provided if a written notice is provided to the Person who is Storing or claims 
ownership of the Personal Property, or is posted conspicuously on or near the 
Personal Property and the actual removal commences no more than 72 hours 
after the pre-removal notice is posted. The written notice shall contain the 
following: 

(1) A general description of the Personal Property to be 
removed, 

(2) The location from which the Personal Property will be 
removed. 

(3) The date and time the notice was posted. 

(4) A statement that the Personal Property has been stored in 
violation of Section 56.11, Subsection 3. 

(5) A statement that the Personal Property may be impounded if 
not removed from Public Areas within 24 hours. 

(6) A statement that moving Personal Property to another 
location in a Public Area shall not be considered removal of Personal 
Property from a Public Area. 

(7) The address where the removed Public Property will be 
located, including a telephone number and the internet website of the City 
through which a Person may receive information as to impounded 
Personal Property as well as information as to voluntary storage 
location(s). 









(8) A statement that impounded Personal; Property may be 
discarded if not claimed within 90 days after impoundment. 

(b) Post-Removal Notice, Upon removal of Stored Personal Property, 
written notice shall be conspicuously posted in the area from which the Personal 
Property was removed, The written notice shall contain the following: 

(1) A general description of the Personal Property removed. 

(2) The date and approximate time the Personal Property was 
removed. 

(3) A statement that the Personal Property was stored in a 
Public Area in violation of Section 56.11, Subsection 3. 

(4) The address where the removed Personal Property will be 
located, including a telephone number and internet website of the City 
through which a Person may receive information as to impounded 
Personal Property. 

(5) A statement that impounded Personal Property may be 
discarded if not claimed within 90 days after impoundment. 

5. Storage and Disposal. 

(a) Except as specified herein, the City shall move Personal Property 
to a place of storage. 

(b) Except as specified herein, the City shall store impounded Personal 
Property for 90 days, after which time, if not claimed, it may be discarded. The 
City shall not be required to undertake any search for, or return, any impounded 
Personal Property stored for longer than 90 days., 

(c) The City shall maintain a record of the date any impounded 
Personal Property was discarded. 

6. Repossession. The owner of impounded Personal Property may 
repossess the Personal Property prior to its disposal upon submitting satisfactory proof 
of ownership. A Person may establish satisfactory proof of ownership by. among other 
methods, describing the location from and date when the Personal Property was 
impounded from a Public Area, and providing a reasonably specific and detailed 
description of the Personal Property. Valid, government-issued identification is not 
required to claim impounded Personal Property. 

7. Ban on Erection of Tent during Certain Daytime Hours. No Person 
shall erect, configure or construct a Tent in any Public Area from 6:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. 











(except during rainfall or when the temperature is below 50 degrees Fahrenheit). A 
Person must take down, fold, deconstructor put away any Tent erected, configured or 
constructed in any Public Area between the hours of 6:00 a.m, and 9:00 p.m. (except 
during rainfall or when the temperature is below 50 degrees Fahrenheit). Without prior 
notice, the City may deconstruct and may impound any Tent, whether Attended or 
Unattended, located in any Public Area in violation of this subsection or in violation of 
Subsections 3(c)-(h) hereof.. The City shall provide post-removal notice for any 
impounded Tent; as set forth in Subsection 4(b), herein. 

8. Ban on Attachments to Public and Private Property. 

(a) Public Property. No Person shall erect any barrier against or lay 
string or join any wires, ropes, chains or otherwise attach any Personal Property 
to any public property, including but not limited to, a building or portion or 
protrusion thereof, fence, bus shelter, trash can, mail box, pole, bench, news 
rack, sign, tree, bush, shrub or plant, without the City’s prior written consent, 

(b) Private Property. No Person shall erect any barrier against or lay 
string or join any wires, ropes, chains or otherwise attach any Personal Property 
to any private property in such a manner as to create an obstruction on or across 
any Street or area where the public may travel. 

(c) Removal. Without prior notice, the City may remove any barrier, 
string, wires, ropes, chains or other attachment of Personal Property, whether 
Attended or Unattended, to any public property, or to any private property which 
creates an obstruction to any Street or area where the public may travel. 

9. Illegal Dumping. Nothing herein precludes the enforcement of any law 
prohibiting illegal dumping, Including but not limited to California Penal Code Section 
374.3, and Los Angeles Municipal Code Sections 41.14, 63.44.BLl3 or 190.02, or any 
successor statutes proscribing Illegal dumping. 

10. Unlawful Conduct. Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 11.00 shall not 
apply to violations of this section except as follows: 

(a) No Person shall willfully resist, delay or obstruct a City employee 
from moving, removing, impounding or discarding Personal Property Stored in a 
Public Area in violation of Subsections 3(a)-(h). 

(b) No Person shall refuse to take down, fold, deconstruct or otherwise 
put away any Tent erected or configured between the hours of 6:00 a.m. and 
9:00 p.m., in violation of Subsection 7, or willfully resist, delay or obstruct a City 
employee from taking down, folding, deconstructing, putting away, moving, 
removing, impounding or discarding the Tent, including by refusing to vacate or 
retreat from the Tent. 
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:(c) No Person shall refuse to remove any barrier, string, wife,, rope, 

chain or other attachment that violates Subsection 8, or willfully resist, delay or 
obstruct a City employee from deconstructing, taking down, moving, removing, 
impounding or discarding the barrier, string, wire, rope, chain or other 
attachment, including by refusing to vacate or retreat from an obscured area 
created by the attachment. 

(d) No Person shall willfully resist, delay or obstruct a City employee 
from removing or discarding a Bulky Item Stored in violation of Subsection 3(i), 
including by refusing to vacate or retreat from within the Bulky Item or from an 
obscured area created by the Bulky Item. 

(e) If Subsection 3(j) becomes operative by resolution in any area of 
the City, no Person shall willfully resist, delay or obstruct a City employee from 
removing or impounding any Personal Property that exceeds the limit on 
Essential Personal Property. 

(f) A violation of Subsection 9 prohibiting illegal dumping. 

11 . Designated Administrative Agency. The City's Department of Public 
Works, Bureau of Sanitation, is hereby charged with serving as the Designated 
Administrative Agency (DAA), forthe purposes bfthis ordinance. The DAA shall 
promulgate rules, protocols and procedures for the implementation and enforcement of 
this ordinance, consistent with the provisions herein. 

12. Severability, If any subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this article 
is for any reason held to be invalid or unconstitutional by a court of competent 
jurisdiction , such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of .thtis 
ordinance. The City Council hereby declares that it would have adopted this section, 
and each and every subsection, sentence, clause and phrase thereof not declared 
invalid or unconstitutional, without regard to whether any portion of the ordinance would 
be subsequently declared invalid or unconstitutional. 

Sec. %. URGENCY CLAUSE. The City Council finds and declares that this 
ordinance is required for the immediate protection of the public peace, health and safety 
for the following reason: In order for the City of Los Angeles to ensure that its public 
areas are in clean, sanitary and accessible condition, and to promote the public health 
and safety by ensuring that public areas remain readily accessible for their intended 
uses, it is necessary that the amendments to the Los Angeles Municipal Code as 
reflected in this ordinance become effective as soon as possible. For all these reasons, 
the ordinance shall become effective upon publication pursuant to Los Angeles City 
Charter Section 253. 









The City Clerk shall certify tathe passage of this ordinance and have it 
published in accordance with Council policy, either in a daily newspaper circulated 
in the City of Los Angeles or by posting for ten days in three public places in the City of

The Red Car Bridge is one of four bridge projects taking shape along the Los Angeles River 
in the 13th District, connecting the river communities of Silver Lake and Atwater Village. 
Once completed, the newly built infrastructure will provide much needed accessibility for 
pedestrians and other non-motorized pses during the three year seismic retrofit and historic 
restoration of the Glendale-Hyperion Complex of Bridges. North Atwater Bridge will, come 
online in 2020, and Taylor Yard Bridge is expected to be completed in 2021. 


ENHANCING PEDESTRIAN SAFETY 


CoUriciinrtemberO'Farrell’stop transit priority is improving pedestrian safety and accessibility 
along major corridors and around our learning institutions, During his first term in office. 
O'FarreJI completed five streetscape projects; Sunset Streetscape in Echo Park, Sunset. 
Junction Streetscape in Silver Lake, and the Micheltorena Safe Routes to School Streetscape 
also in Silver Lake; Fletcher Drive in Giassel! Park; and the Hollywood-Western Streetscape. 
Each streetscape includes improvements such as sidewalk repair, high visibility crosswalks, 
upgraded signals, and in some cases new trees and bike infrastructure. In addition to these 
improvements, CouncilmemberO'Farrdl worked with local stakeholders and City departments 
to install new signalized crosswalks at some of the district's busiest stretches of roadway, such 
as the t-intersection of Mohawk and Sunset Btvd near Fire Station 22. O’Farrell also worked 
on the installation of two high-visibility scramble crosswalks - one at Hollywood Blvd and 
Highland Ave. and another at Hollywood Blvd and Vine Street The new amenity enables 
pedestrians to cross safely from any direction.

Councilmember O’Farrell is the Chair of the City’s Homelessness 
and Poverty Committee, and within the last year, he opened 
two bridge housing facilities in Hollywood with a total of nearly 
200 beds that will temporarily house homeless individuals 
while connecting them to permanent housing. Additionally, 
Councilmember O'Farrell established mobile restroom facilities 
throughout the district and is supportive of expanding these 
services to include mobile showers. He is also working to launch 
Safe. Parking sites throughout the,district which will include 
case management and supportive services. While he is working 
to address the housing crisis, Councilmember O'Farrell is also 
directing policy to help increase our affordable housing stock. 
O’Farrell supported Measure HHH, and helped break ground 
on the first project in the City to utilize these funds, with plans 
underway to build 400 units of permanent supportive housing 
near Vermont Ave and Beverly Blvd, and affordable permanent 
supportive housing an a city-owned lot on Glendale Ave in Echo 
Park; 


IMPROVING OUR PUBLIC SPACES 


Overthe last year, Councilmember O’Farrell collaborated 
with local stakeholders to enhance several public spaces in 
the 13th District. Last year, we broke ground on the Echo 
Park Skate Park (see photo below), which utilizes the for¬ 
mer co m m u n i ty'pbcjl to create a mini-boWl aid rig. Wi th other 
street-style skate elements. In addition, we installed a new 
skate park at the Chevy Chase Recreation Center, a long with 
a new water fountain, new security lights, and several new 
trees. We also re-opened a new skate park at the Lake Street 
Community Center, and in East Hollywood, we partnered with 
Trust for Public Land on the re-imaging of a parcel of land into 
a pocket park and community garden on Madison Ave in East 
Hollywood. 


Councilmember O’Farrell continues to focus on the production of 
housing, especially affordable housing units across the city. Since 
taking office, O’Farrell has ensured more than 1300 units have 
been built in the 13th Council District alone; .Councilmember 
O'Farrell also negotiated, hundreds more through the City 
Planning process.

Councjlmember O’Farrell and the City's Bureau of 
Engineering (BOE) are partnering on a two year, community- 
driven process to develop a new Master Plan for the Silver 
Lake Reservoir Complex. As project manager, the BOE will 
help guide the future improvements at the site. Hargreaves 
Associates is currently engaging community stakeholders 
and City staff on a plan for the Complex. This is one step of 
many in working with Silver Lake residents to craft a vision 
for the future of the facility.. 


During his first term in office, Councilrnernber O’Farrell has worked to bring more 
jobs to the 13th District, strengthen the economy, and make it easier for our locally' 
owned mom-and-pop businesses to thrive in the City of Los, Angeles.

Thanks for your patience as we looked for solutions to address the recent LAG project issues that arose this week. 

At the moment, we are putting a pause to any work on the site including more excavation or removal of light conduits, 
until we can convene as a group to discuss the issues at han d Please fin d below pertinent information regarding: 

1. Engineer of Reeord: in speaking with Asatur from BOE, we were informed that it is unrealistic to have one engineer of 
record for the entire project, given that the scope is multi-layered with different City departments and contractors. Since 
Geocon was the engineer of record, DCA and the artist team proposed to have them reengaged in the process to oversee 
the items that were laid out in their 2018 structural report pertaining to soil compaction, soil analysis for toxicity, and 
grading; the reports conducted by Standards were shared with Geocon. In speaking with Harry from Geocon (newly 
included on this thread), it was confirmed that in order for Geocon to continue on the project, they would need to observe 
the work that was done by AIS and Standards. In other words, should we decide to bring Geocon on board, the work 
performed by AIS would need to be redone. In the event where this is not a feasible option, we will need to identify a 
new engineer of reeord (BOE?). 

2. GSD/AIS: Chris—DCA will need to hold payment to GSD, and GSD also needs to hold payment to AIS, until their work 
is done according to the specifications outlined in the construction docs and approved by the new Project Manager. 

3. Project Manager: In lieu of a Construction Manager, BSS will step in as the Project Manager to provide oversight of 
the entire project at this current phase and ensure that the site preparation is being conducted according to the 
construction drawings, and inspections and clearances occur according to the plans. However, GSD will continue to be 
the lead for AIS, and will report back to the group. Ana will make the formal introduction to the PM to the group on 
Monday, and will begin to coordinate meetings with all parties involved. 

4. Inspections: Asatur/BOE will help us identify the proper inspectors, whether it is LADBS, COMAD, or another entity 
since this is Caltrans' property, and will report back to the group. 

5. Environmental Conditions: rain is a variable that needs to be further discussed—contingency plan, water drainage, 
responsible department/entity to pump water, etc. 

Is everyone available for a conference call on Monday, December 16th at 12pm? We will be discussing the 
aforementioned points and review the schedule based on the outcomes of the meeting. A calendar invitation will be sent 
upon your confirmation for tins date and time.

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LIMITED SOIL SAMPLING AND ANALYSIS 
1. INTRODUCTION 

Geocon West, Inc., under contract to DBA: Kazanchyan Design, performed limited soil sampling and 
analysis for: tie: Little Armenia Gateway Monument project, located on the southeast corner of 
Hollywood Boulevard and die northbound Highway 101 off-ramp (the Site) in Los Angeles, 
California. Die project location is shown on the Vicinity Map, Figure 1. 

1.1 Project Description 

The City of Los Angeles (the City) intends to construct a monument at the Site. Construction will, 
include grading of site soils and possible export of excess soil. It is our understanding that soi l at the 
Site will be excavated and temporarily stockpiled before being replaced and recompacted to a depth of 
between 3 and 4 feet to support the proposed monument. 

1.2 Investigation Objective 

Die City of Los Angeles (the City) requested collection and analysis of soil samples from the Site to 
satisfy a portion of the California Environmental Quality Act (CFQA) review they are: conducting. 
Based on input from various City departments, the City requested that soil samples be collected 
evaluate soil at the site for the potential presence of Title 22 metals including lead, total petroleum 
hydrocarbons (TPH). volatile organic compounds (VOCs), polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs), and 
organochlorine pesticides (OCPs) Die information from the investigation will be used by the City to 
inform the construction contractor if impacted soil is present within the project boundaries for 
construction worker health and safety, soil management, and reuse/disposal evaluation purposes. 

2. PROJECT SETTING 


2.1 P hysiog raph ic Setting 

Die Site is an irregular shaped parcel owned by Caltrans. Die Site is a vacant dirt area bounded by 
Hollywood Boulevard to the north, bv the northbound Highway 101 off-ramp to Hollywood Boidevard 
to the west and south and by an automotive repair shop and paved parking to the east. The Site is 
relatively level with slight sloping to the west. Surface water drainage at the Site appears to be by sheet 
flow along the exisLing ground contours to Hollywood Boulevard to the north mid the paved off-ramp 
to the west. Vegetation onsite consists of shrubs and several trees. 
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2.2 Regional Geology and Hydrogeology 

The Site, is located in the Los Angeles Basin which is within the- Peninsular Ranges Geomorphic 
Province of California. Based on our field investigation and published geologic maps of the area, die 
Site is underlain by artificial fill and Holocene age alluvial fan deposits consisting of varying amounts 
of unconsolidated gravel, sand and silt (California Geological Survey . 2012: Dibblee. 1991). 

Groundwater information was obtained from a nearby leaking underground storage tank (LUST) 
site via the State Water Resources Control Board (SWRCR) Geotracker database. The Former 
Mobil station //T l-LMR (open case) is located at 5700 Hollywood Boulevard, approximately 455 feet 
east of the Site. According to Groundwater Monitoring. Report. - First and Second Quarterj-ddiedi 
June 5, 2018 by Blaes Environmental Management Inc , groundwater was encountered at an average 
depth of 86.86 feet and flows generally to the west (https://geotracker.waterboaids.ca.gov/esi/uploads/ 
geo re port/3 535 913 28 8/T06Q 3 700759. PDF) . Review of the Seismic Hazard Zone Report for the 
Hollyw ood Quadrangle (California Division of Mines and Geology [CDMG], 1998) indicates that the 
historically highest groundwater level in the area is approximately 80 feet or greater beneath the 
ground surface. Groundwater was not encountered in our field explorations, excavated to a maximum 
depth of 20 feet. 


3. BACKGROUND 

3.1 Hazardous Waste Classification Criteria 

Regulatory: criteria to classify a waste as “California hazardous” for handling and disposal purposes 
are contained in the California Code of regulations (CCR). Title 22.. Division 4.5, Chapter 11, Article 
3, §66261.24. Criteria to classify a waste as “Resource. Conservation and Recovery' Act (RCRA) 
hazardous” are contained in Chapter 40 of the Code of Federal Regulations (40 CFR), §261. 

For waste containing metals, the waste is classified as “California hazardous” when: (1) the 
representative total metal content.exceeds or equals the respective Total Threshold Limit Cbneentrafipn 
(TTLC): or (2) the representative soluble metal content exceeds or equals the respectiv e Soluble 
Threshold Limit Concentration (STIC) based on the standard Waste Extraction Test (WET). A waste 
may have the potential of exceeding the STEC when the waste’s total metal content is greater than or 
equal to ten times the respective STLC value, since the WET uses a 1:10 dilution ratio lienee, when a 
total metal is detected at a concentration greater than or equal to ten times the respective STEC. and 
assuming that 100 percent of the total metals arc soluble, soluble metal analysis is typically performed. 
A material is c lassi fied as “RCRA hazardous” when die representative soluble metal content exceeds or 
equals the Federal Regulatory Level based .on.the Toxicity Characteristic Leaching Procedure (TOP). 
Hte TTLC value for lead is 1,000 milligrams per kilogram (mg/kg). The STEC and TCLP values for 
lead are both 5.0 milligrams per liter (mg/1). 
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The above regulatory criteria are based on toxicity; Wastes may also be classified as hazardous based. 
On. other criteria such as ignitabilits, corrosivity, and reactivity. For the purposes of ADL 
investigations, toxicity (e.g., chemical, concentrations) is the primary factor considered for waste 
classification. Waste that is classified as either “California hazardous” or “RCRA hazardous” requires 
management as a hazardous waste and disposal at an appropriately permitted disposal facility. 

Currently , regulatory criteria for the classification of wastes based solely on the c oncentrations of TPEL 
such as diesel and motor oil have not yet been promulgated. Disposal of TPH-impacted soil is 
generally regulated by disposal facility permit and acceptance criteria. 

3.2 Soil Screening Levels 

The United State Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) and the California Environmental 
Protection Agency (Cal/F.PA) have prepared technical reports which present screening levels for soil to 
assist in evaluating sites impacted by releases of hazardous chemicals. 

Under most circumstances, the presence of a chemical at concentrations below its respective screening 
level can be assumed to not pose a significant risk. The presence of a chemical at concentrations above 
a screening level does not indicate that adverse impacts to human health are occurring or will occur, 
hut suggests that further evaluation is warranted. 

The following screening levels were used for comparison to the analytical results of samples collected 
during this investigation: 

• United States Environmental Protection Agency, Regional Screening Levels for Chemical 
Contaminants at:Superfund Sites, updated May '2018. 

• California Department of Toxic Substances Control (D I SC), Human and Ecological Risk 
Office (HERO). Human Health Risk Assessment Note 3 Screening Levels (SLs), updated 
February 2018, 
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We performed the scope of services summarized below as requested by the City. 

41 Pre-field Activities 

• Prepared a Health and Safety Plan (HSP) dated May 7. 2018, to provide guidelines on the use 
of personal protective equipment and the health and safety procedures to be implemented by 
Geocon personnel during field activities. The HSP specified the safety procedures for field 
work, summarized chemical hazard information, and identified site safety officers, emergency 
contacts, and the locations of emergency medical care facilities. 

• Retained the sendees of Advanced Technology Laboratories (ATL), a California-certified 

analytical laboratory, to perform the chemical analyses of soil, equipment blank, and 

investigation-derived waste samples. 

• Contacted Underground Service Alert (USA Ticket Number A181291051-OGA) to notify 
utility companies ofthe field activities. 

4.2 Soil Sampling 

The soil investigation was performed on May 14. 2018. The investigation consisted of collecting 

33 soil samples from 7 direct-push borings. Soil samples were collected at the following depth 

intervals: 

i Boring B-l: 0.5 to 1.0 foot. 4.5 to 5.0 feet, 9.5 to 10.0 feet, 14.5 to 15 feet, and 19.5 to 
20,0 feet. 

• Boring B-2: 0.5 to 1.0 foot, 4.5 to 5.0 feet, and 9.5 to 10.0 feet. 

• Boring B-3 through B-7; 0 to 0.5 foot, 0.5 to 1.0 foot, 1.5 to 2.0 feet, 2.5 to 3.0 feet, and 3.5 to 

4.0 feet. 

The approximate boring locations are shown oil the Site Plan (Figure 2), 

4.3 GPS Coordinates 

The borings were located utilizing a global positioning system (GPS) receiver. Boring latitude and 

longitude coordinates in decimal degrees are provided in Table 1. 
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4.4 Laboratory Analyses 

Laboratory analyses were performed by ATL. Based on direction from the City, the samples were 
analyzed for the following: 

* Twenty-nine soil samples were analyzed for total lead by EPA Test Method 601QB:. 

* Three soil samples with total lead concentrations greater than 50 mg/kg. (i.e.. ten times the lead 
STLC) were further analyzed.for WET soluble lead. 

♦ One soil sample contained WET soluble lead concentrations greater than 5,0 mg/1 and was 
therefore further analyzed for TCI JP soluble lead. 

• Four soil samples were analyzed for Title 22 Metals by EPA Test Method 6Q10B. 

• The 1-foot samples collected from borings B-l and B-2 were analyzed for TPH as gasoline 

range organics (C6-C12) and hydrocarbon Chain distribution by modified EPA Test Method 
8015B, VOCs by EPA Test Method 8260B, PCBs by EPA Test Method 8082, and OCPs by 
EPA Test Method 8081. 

• Soil samples analyzed tor gasoline range TPH and VOCs were preserved in the field by EPA 
Method 5035. 

Fotir deeper samples (B-l-1,0. B-l-15.0. B-l-2.0, and B-2-10.0) vvere held by the laboratory pending 
initial analytical results. Because shallow sampled did not contain elevated levels of lead. Title 22 
Metals, TPH. VOCs. PCBs. and OCPs. the samples were not analyzed. 

5. INVESTIGATIVE METHODS 

Soil samples were collected in acetate lirteTS driven with the direct-push rig. The samples were 
immediately capped, labeled, placed in re-sealable plastic bags, and put in an ice-filled cooler. 
Each soil sample w as assigned a unique ID consisting of the boring number followed by a dash and the 
depth from which the sample was collected, For example, sample ID B-l-1.0 w ; as obtained from 
Boring B-l at approximately 0.5 to 10 foot. Soil samples were reviewed by the Geocon geologist and 
observed for signs of visual staining or odors. 

Equipment used during the collection of the samples was cleaned between uses by washing with 
a non-phosphate detergent and double-rinsing with distilled water to limit the potential for 
cross-contamination between borings. Borings w ere backfilled with hy drated bentonite chips. 
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6. FIELD OBSERVATIONS AND INVESTIGATIVE RESULTS 

6.1 Soil Conditions 

The soil conditions encountered in the direct-push borings generally consisted of poorly -graded sand, 
sand with silt, silty sand, and sandy clay, These soils are fine-grained, brown and light yellowish 
brown, slightly moist, and loose to medium dense or stiff. Indications of potential impacts; such as 
staining or odors were not observed in the soil excavated, during diis investigation Groundwater was 
not encountered at the boring locations. Field boring logs are in Appendix A 

6.2 Data Validation 

We reviewed the QA/QC- provided with the ATL laboratory report. Based on the laboratory QA/QC 
data, no qualification of the data presented heroin is necessary , and the data are of sufficient quality for 
the purposes of this report. 

6.3 Analytical Results 

Soil sample analy tical results are summarized in Tables 1 through 4. Copies of the laboratory' reports 
and Chain-of-custody documentation are in Appendix B. Analytical results are summarized below: 

• Total lead was reported for the 29 soil samples at concentrations ranging from <1.0 to 
200 mg/kg. 

♦. WET lead was reported for the three samples analyzed at concentrations ranging from 3.7 to 

ifi ragfl, 

* TCLP lead was not detected at a concentration greater than or equal to the laboratory 
reporting limit of 0.25 mg/1 in the one sample analyzed. 

• Title 22 Metals other than lead including arsenic, barium, chromium, cobalt, copper, lead, 
molybdenum, nickel, vanadium, and zinc were reported in the four samples analyzed. 
The reported concentrations of metals were less than their respective TTLCs and less than 
ten times their respective STLCs, Therefore, additional testing using the WET method was 
not performed. 

• TPH was reported at a total concentration of 58 mg/kg in soil sample B-2-1.0, TPH was not 
detected in the other soil sample analyzed. 

♦ VOCs No VOCs were detected in the samples at concentrations equal to or greater than their 
respective laboratory reporting limits. 

* PCBs No; PCBs were detected in. the samples at concentrations equal to of greater than their 
respective laboratory reporting limits. 

♦ OCPs 4, 4 *-DDE was reported at a concentration of 5.5 micrograms per kilogram (pg/kg) in 
sample £5-2-1. No other OCPs were reported in the samples at concentrations equal to or greater 
than their respective laboratory reporting limits. 
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7. CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

Analytical results were compared with California and Federal hazardous waste criteria to evaluate soil 

management and reuse/disposal options and to HERO SLs and USEPA Region 9 Regional Screening 
Levels (RSI s) to evaluate potential construction worker health and safety concerns 

The fi nd ings; of the investigation results are summarized below. 

Lead 

Geocon conducted a geotechnical investigation at the Site in September 2017. During that 
investigation, six soil samples w : ere collected and analyzed for total lead. The results for those samples 
have been added to Table 1 and are included in the discussion below. 


Thirty-five soil samples collected from the Site have been analyzed for total lead. Statistical methods, 
using USEPA ProUCL Software version 5.1. >vere applied to the total lead data to evaluate the upper 
confidence limits (UCLs) of the arithmetic means of the total lead concentrations. In die one instance 
where the total lead result was reported as non-detect, a value of % the detection limit was used in the 
calculations. 

The ProUCL output results are in Appendix C. The calculated UCLs and statistical results are 
summarized in the following table:

None of the total lead results reported for the 35 soil samples collected at the Site exceed the HERO SL 
for comrnereial/industrial soil of320 mg/kg. The calculated 95% UCL total lead concentration of 47.2 
mg,'Lg in below the unrestricted use HERO SL of 80 mg/kg. Based on this, the soil is considered 
suitable tor use on-site w ith respect to lead content. 

The total lead coneenmitions reported for the Site are below’ the TTLC of 1,000 mg/kg. However, two 
samples analyzed for WET soluble lead had reported at concentrations greater than die STLC of 5.0 
mg/1. Per the Client, no excess soil will be generated for disposal during construction. However, if 
excess soil is generated during the project it should be stockpiled and sampled to confirm waste 
characterization prior to shipment off-site. Based on the TCLP concentrations, excavated waste soil 
would not be considered a RC'RA hazardous waste. 
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We recommend that the seleeted cwnstraetton conttaetgr preptfe. a project-specific Lead Compliance 
Plan (CCR Title 8. § 1532.1, the “Lead In Construction" standard) to minmnze worker exposure to 
lead-containing soil. The: plan should include protocols for environmental and personnel monitoring, 
requirements ibr personal protective equipment, and other health and safety protocols and procedures 
for the handling of lead-containing soil. 

Title 22 Metals 

Four soil samples were: analyzed for. Title 22 metals. With the exception of lead, the reported 
concentrations of Title 22 metals were less than their respective TTLCs and less than ten times their 
respective STLCs. 

The Title 22 metals concentrations for the soil samples collected from the borings were compared with 
available HERO SLs, 1JSLPA Region 9 RSLs. and published background levels typically present in 
California soils as presented in Background Concentrations of Trace and Major Elements in California 
Soils (Kearney Foundation of Soil Science, Division of Agriculture and Natural Resources, University 
of California, March 1996), 

Arsenic was the only metal reported at concentrations greater than the industrial HERO SLs, RSLs, 
and/or published background levels, Arsenic was detected in the soil samples collected from the 
borings at concentrations ranging from 1.3 to 2.4 mg/kg, greater than the HERO SL 
commercial/industrial land use of 0.36 mg/kg. Arsenic is a naturally occurring element; therefore, the 
reported concentrations were compared to regional background concentrations, lire March 2008 
Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) publication Determination of a Southern California 
Regional Background Arsenic Concentration in Soil establishes a regional background for arsenic 
within Southern California including Los Angeles County using naturally-occurring and anthropogenic 
concentrations of arsenic. The report finds that the upper-bound background concentration for arsenic 
within Los Angeles County is 12 mg/kg. The reported arsenic concentrations arc less than 12 nig/kg; 
therefore, the arsenic concentrations reported for the soil samples arc considered to be consistent with 
background concentrations of arsenic in Los Angeles County. 

Total Petroleum Hydrocarbons (TPHV 

TPH w:as reported hi one of the two samples analyzed at a total concentration of 58 mg/'kg. The 
reported concentration does not exceed the Maximum Soil Screening Levels for sites with groundwater 
between 20. and 150 feet published in the I,os Angelos Regional Water Quality Control Board Interim 
Site Assessment and Cleanup (iuidehook (Ylay 1996) and is thus considered suitable to remain on-site. 
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Currently, regulatory criteria for; the. classification of wastes based solely on the concentrations of TPH 
have not vet been promulgated. Disposal of petroleum hy drocarbon-impacted soil is; generally 
regulated by disposal facility permit and acceptance criteria. The Client is advised that municipal 
landfills in Los Angeles currently have a zero tolerance for TPH-containing soil. It is our 
understanding that no excess soil will be generated for disposal during construction. However, if 
excess soil is generated during the project, then it should be stockpiled and sampled for TPH prior to 
shipment off-site. 

Volatile Organic Compounds (VOCs) 

VOCs were not reported in the two samples analyzed. Further evaluation with respect to VOCs is 
therefore unwarranted.. 

Polychlorinated Biphenyls (PCBs) 

PCBs were not reported in the two samples analyzed. Further evaluation with respect to PCBs is 
therefore unwarranted. 

Orqanochlorine Pesticides fOCPs) 

Omanochlorine pesticide 4,4 : - DDE was reported in sample B-2-1.0, at a concentration of 5.5 .Ug/kg, 
which is below the residential use RSL of 2,000 pg/kg and the commercial/industrial use RSL of 
9,300 pg/kg No other OCPs were reported in the soil samples collected at the Site. Further evaluation 
with respect to OCPs is therefore unwarranted.

Ea'riterthis^M&Crown & Lantern developed a texting outreach platform that connects 
people experiencing homelessness with' local resources and events such as mobile 
showers, hoi meals, clothing drives, and service providers. 

The platform was developed to help local non-profits get the word outabout these 
incredible services and opportunities, a task that up until now had only been addressed 
through inypersdn engagements. 

How DdesJtWbrk? 

People experiencing; homelessness can text in to^suhscriheto the plat^rrrt and begin 
receiving daily messages if there are relevant events or services nearby. Similarly, 






non-profits and events organizers can collect phone numbers themselves and submit them 
to be .added to the roster. 

Subscribers are tied to a location and only receive notifications about events that are within 
a set radius from that iocation. Subscribers can change their location at anytime, and are 
also registered to the locations of events they attend. 

Internally, a calendar of events is maintained with information such as.hours of operation, 
address, and services available. This calendar is read each day and events occurring that 
day are sent out to nearby subscribers. Here is an example of a text;

Developed as a pro-bono project earlier this year and focused mostly in Echo Park and 
Silver Lake,, the platform has been an immense success. Theplatform already has over 150 
subscribers-— about half the population LAHSA reports as unhoused in Echo Park. Over 
2,500 textdgp-ou^ 

Events promoted through this service, such as the Source at Edend.ale Library or SELAH's 
Saturday Suppers, report that it greatly increases attendance, with some events reporting 
30-50% of the attendance being a direct resu lt of the.pjatfprrri;,. 

The individuals experiencing homelessness subscribed to the service also report very 
positively about it, stating that it helps keep them informed about events that matter to 
them. One such subscriber recently said at an event:

I spoke to LAPD and went to the Carlos/Tamarind location yesterday for 
a brief look. 

Would residents of Carlos/Tamarind say problems associated with 
encampments, drugs and noise are equally distributed among those 
camped near the entrance ori Tamarind and the younger folks camped 
on Carlos? Seems like two different populations. A member of the latter 
group told me she tries to keep heavy duty drug users off her turf. 



While 1 was there, someone who was high and jumpy entered one of 
the tents on the south side of Carlos. He was chased out, got punched in 
the face and fell to the ground.

Maiisol, tha nk you so much again for speaking with me on the phone today. I felt uplifted to have finally heard a friendly 
and helpful voice and am hopeful we can resolve this in an effective way. I know you said to keep it short, but there was 
so much information to pass on that T thought the relevant agencies would find helpful that T decided to include it all, 
especially links for case of convenience in researching. I apologize for the length. I look forward to hearing any 
resolution, advice, suggestions. The other 16 owners in this historic project are so heartbroken that our beautiful property, 
th at we have so lovingly maintained and feel so proud of, developed in close co nn ection with the City Council, and which 
continues to draw architectural buffs from around the world (we hosted a delegation from Sweden two years ago) is going 
through these headaches and we feel ignored everywhere we turn by agencies we thought would protect us and the City’s 
investment in this project — and by companies we thought would follow the law, particularly with regards to safety. The 
language from the letter attached is pasted below: 


LANGUAGE FROM ATTACHED LETTER: 



As a member of the Board of Directors of the Mailman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and on 
behalf of the owners of said development, I am writing to let you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, 
which has been partially excavated and extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen 
(all unpermitted in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe Airbnb rental 
and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding doc um ent that is officially recorded and filed with your state”) 
and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic 
Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by taking 
advantage of the small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Departmenf ’ (quote courtesy of 
media coverage — see links and more at the end of tliis email) and it is my understanding tax credits were granted by the 
City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows won the LA 
Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and lias been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best Practices in Development 2009 Award Winning 
Projects”. Then Councilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silverlake Preservation Society were actively and 
personally involved in this project. I apologize for the length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you immediately 
and with as much documentation as possible. To summarize: 


• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway and 
utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HO A fee for trash. Insurance and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of community meetings) 
included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for 
transient or hotel purposes... ” and “No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty 
(30) days” (relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to 
us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a 
separate entrance, in effect making it a duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a 
complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1,2015 as 
“construction done without permits or inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no 
recorded resolution. As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been affected 
by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched hillside. I believe I have the right to know why that case 
was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or recorded. As you can see from this link to the LADBS 
website — under the “Permit Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this property beyond that in 
2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also in error as the roof 
was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions to be lawful (but not requiring 
permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to rent the entire 

house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 days). Should the below link not work 
(I am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this listing), I am including herewith pictures and available rental dates 
from the listing. https://www.airbnb.com/'rooms/ril5568Q?s=67&shared_item_type : = 1 &viralify_mtry_jx>int=I 


• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home in the Bay Area 
and transferred the property' tax base). Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax assessment 



should be. I do not begrudge that But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “ Property tax relief for seniors 
may be granted for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative housing 
community apartment, manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a larger 
structure consisting of both residential and non-residential accommodations Does Proposition 60 prohibit 
turning it into an “income bearing”, non-permitied duplex? According to the properly records, Ms. Mar an 
purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex and 
yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists it as a 1 bed/1 bath SFR). 
https://portal-assessor.lacounty.gov/parceldetail/5427022031 Proposition 60 specifically does not note “duplex” 
as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It’s my belief 
that is because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A unit identical to hers in our 
PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to 
pull permits and then be reassessed based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly that they were 
allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their “neighbors 
complainf ’ link which does not allow' for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a direct 
email address, phone number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through th a t 
“neighbors” link, https://w~ww.airbnb.co m/neigh bors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to no 
avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City Council adopted new regulations 
effective July 1, 2019 requiring the “host” to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and 
receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, was the 
property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there were Grant Deed CC&Rs 
recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or structural renovations that essentially converted it 
i nt o a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite income 
tax? 


So my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property is part of a 
deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. Were geological surveys conducted on the 
hillside before renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe 
it is also incumbent on LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may have been 
affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If permits are to 
be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining pemtits/registrations, 
paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, 
arbitration, etc. We are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing 
project, not be subjected to someone using it for one owner’s financial gain at the rest of our and the City’s 
expense. You have no idea how much it lias affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on our 
private driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like Airbnb, I’ve used it 
myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it is, in violation. Please help us protect this 
historic project. We host at least one tour per year (UCLA and USC urban planning students who’ve undertaken 
writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around the world; urban 
developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development along with the developer as a 
model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be proud of helping to 
develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be 





turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rales. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are complying with local 
rales that impact communities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this city, and a 
spiraling homeless problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a mi nimum , citing those homeowners 
with building violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City' of Los Angles an enforcement 
model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) arc permitted to file code violations on 
Airbnb by accessing httpsi//airbnb-legal.force.com/s/login/?language=eii_JJS .

In addition all existing signs and other displays of Declarant and its representatives, 
brokers, and preferred lenders placed on the site will be entitled to remain in place and the 
Owner(s) of the applicable Lot(s) hereby grant a temporary easement and right of use over such 
Owner’s Lot solely to permit such signs or other displays to remain as long as Declarant deems 
appropriate but in all events not past the date of the closing of the sale of the last Lot to a third 
party by Delcarant

ARTICLE 9 

SCOPE OF ENFORCEMENT 
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As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maltman Bungalows Association (contact 
information at the bottom) and on behalf of the owners of said development, I am writing to let 
you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, which has been partially excavated and 
extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen (all unpermitted 
in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe 
Airbnb rental and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding document that is officially 
recorded and filed with your state”) and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 
single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 
1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by taking advantage of the 
small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Department” (quote 
courtesy of media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my 
understanding tax credits were granted by the City as it sought to encourage developers to 
develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows won the LA Conservancy Preservation 
Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best Practices in Development 2009 
Award Winning Projects”. Then Councilmember (now r Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silverlake 
Preservation Society were actively and personally involved in this project. I apologize for the 
length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you imm ediately and with as much documentation 
as possible. To summarize: 

• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for 
the driveway and utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HOA fee for trash, insurance 
and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of 
community meetings) included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall 
be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for transient or hotel purposes..and “No 
Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty (30) days” 
(relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it 
and unbeknownst to us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an 
additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a separate entrance, in effect making it a 
duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short¬ 
term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did 
not, we filed a complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department 
and a case was opened on April 1, 2015 as “construction done without permits or 
inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no recorded resolution. 
As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been 
affected by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched liillside, I believe I liave 
the right to know why that case was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or 
recorded. As you can see from this link to the L ADBS website — under the “Permit 
Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this property beyond that in 2007 
when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also 
in error as the roof was actually installed on another home).

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to 
rent the entire house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 
days). Should the below link not work (I am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this 
listing), I am including herewith pictures and available rental dates from the listing.

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home 
in the Bay Area and transferred the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a 
fraction of what the property tax assessment should be. I do not begrudge th at. But 
Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “ Property tax relief for seniors may be granted 
for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative 
homing community apartment\ manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or 
living unit within a larger structure consisting of both residential and non-residential 
accommodations.” Does Proposition 60 prohibit turning it into an “income bearing”, non- 
permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. Maran purchased the SFR for 
$580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex 
and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists 
it as a 1 bed/'l bath SFR). https://portal.assessor.lacountv.gov/parceldeta i l/5427022031 
Proposition 60 specifically does not note “duplex” as one of die covered property types 
and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It’s my belief that is 
because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A unit 
identical to hers in our PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) 
just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to pull permits and then be reassessed 
based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly 
that they were allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they 
immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through 
their “neighbors complaint” link which does not allow for the uploading of documents). 
Today, I called again asking for a direct email address, phone number or name but they 
refused to provide any and said I had to go through that “neighbors” link. 
https://www.aifbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all 
to no avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City 
Council adopted new regulations effective July 1,2019 requiring the “host” to register 
their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and receive a Transient 
Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, 
was the property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there 
were Grant Deed CC&Rs recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or 
structural renovations that essentially converted it into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran 
including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite income tax? 

So my reasons for writing are thus: 



• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The 
property is part of a deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. 
Were geological surveys conducted on the hillside before renovation? May I be provided 
those surveys from L ADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe it is also incumbent on 
LADBS to supply that information to the Mail m an Bungalows HOA who m ay have been 
affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being 
conducted. If permits are to be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on 
this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why Is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining 
permits/registrations, paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid 
litigation, arbitration, etc. We are a small co mm unity of homeowners, self-manage and 
just want to protect this amazing project, not be subjected to someone using it for one 
owner’s financial gam at the rest of our and the City’s expense. You have no idea how 
much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on our private 
driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like 
Airbnb, I’ve used it myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it 
is, in violation. Please help us protect this historic project. We host at least one tour per 
year (UCLA and USC urban planning students who’ve undertaken writings on the 
project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around the world; 
urban developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development 
along with the developer as a model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a 
community the City should be proud of helping to develop and help seek to protect, not 
allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be turned into a 
transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are 
complying with local rules that impact co mm unities. I am highly aware that we face an 
affordable housing shortage in this city, and a spiraling homeless problem. New York is 
putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those homeowners with building 
violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an 
enforcement model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are 
permitted to file code violations on Airbnb by accessing https://airbnb- 
k-gal.force.com/sdogin/71ariguage-en US .

Mary. We have been coming to you, our neighborhood watch rep, our lead officer with LAPD, Cal Trans, California 
highway patrol, 311, 911...ANYONE, for YEARS about our concerns regarding the out of control homeless encampment 
under the Hoover bridge and how it's been affecting us.

The 
list goes on and on....and continues to grow with even more disturbing stories including what Elena just shared. 

In return the messages we've received is to find our own solutions and that otherwise there's nothing more that can be 
done. Yet, when I drive around LA there are some neighborhoods that don't seem to have this issue of overlooked and/or 
overgrown encampments under the bridges. Where is the disconnect? Did the neighbors there miraculously come up 
with a solution to solve this problem? Or is it simply because some neighborhoods are more important to maintain than 
others? Please, I am all ears. We can only come up with solutions using the knowledge that we already have or are privy 
to and right now the only fix I can think of is to barricade ourselves in our homes - with our cars, and hope that someone 
or some persons don't find a way to break in and destroy our homes and our well-being.

Dear Plata St. Residents, 

I contacted SLO Ryan Nguyen to co nfir m that a death occurred in the underpass. He is looking into it and will get 
back to me. I will also contact LA County Health to see if they can assist with the rat population. There 
have been rats in the underpass and the Caltrans property for years. The recent cleanup most probably 
brought them into the open but there maybe an overpopulation so I will let you know what can be done. 
I drove through the underpass this morning and the area does look better following the recent cleanup. The 

residential blue and green bins were removed replaced by 5 green waste baskets which had just been 
emptied. These wire baskets will be serviced 5 days a week. Sanitation is encouraging the homeless 
people to use trash bags drat they are given and to utilize die green wire waste baskets. We are hopeful 
that the mayor's new program, die Unified Homeless Response Team (UHRC), will continue to make 
improvements over time. It only began in October and many cleanups had to be postponed due to die 
wildfires. Now they are back on schedule and this area will be addressed widi a major cleanup once a 
month, smaller cleanups weekly, plus our CD 13 Clean Team spot cleaning on Wednesdays. We are 
hopeful that this will help. 

When I spoke to SLO Nguyen he informed me diat there will be a Neighborhood Watch meeting taking, place, 
Tuesday Nov. 12th at 5:30pm at Cafe Organ! co. He will be attending with the City Attorney 
Neighborhood Prosecutor Kurt Knecht. I do not have additional information but hope to soon and I will 
pass it along.

Please, please, please do something about the garbage. I spent the good part of a week trying to 
manage garbage that people had pushed to the front of mine and my neighbor’s houses. I would 
put the stuff into bins and then people would overnight turn them upside down. I did this daily up 
until the tracks came for our Wednesday pick up. The mess that is the Cal Trans lot at the 
northeast comer of John and Hoover is horrendous. It is a sea of debris. Some more thoughtful 
members of this group took the time to fill cans and line them along the street on Hoover ready for 
someone to empty them. Those cans just sat there for a couple of weeks. I would even see 
sanitation trucks just drive by them. This morning, I am gutted to see all of those cans flipped over 
and now we have piles of litter in that location. People are now openly using syringes. I have 
observed this twice over one weekend where someone was just injecting himself seated on the 
sidewalk as traffic passed by him. Those syringes are not being disposed of safely. The fact that 
nothing lias been done to address this area since early September with this level of activity is 
pretty astounding.

Improving Public Health

Starting in October, Angelenos will see more boots on the ground leading this work, with the Mayor’s 
new Cleaning and Rapid Enasgsmem jC ARE) teams pairing ramped up trash pickup 
with expanded outreach services to homeless encampments across our neighborhoods. 

Each CARE team will be assigned to a Council District, enabling us to deploy clean up services more 
efficiently and help sanitation workers build stronger relationships with homeless 
Angelenos. The teams will receive specialized training and deliver public health 
resources — including daily trash collection and mobile hygiene centers — to Angelenos 
experiencing homelessness.

"Not only will this underutilized section of the district be put to 
better use, it will also help shelter the unhoused while helping to get their lives 
back on track. 1 want to thank Flexible PSH Solutions for collaborating with my 
office on the funding to see this project realized for those who need it the most." 


Funds have been secured to institute a number of the project's goals, including; 
public infrastructure improvements; property acquisition; architectural services; 
permittees; and construction. Flexible PSH Solutions, founded by John Molloy, 
was awarded $16 million by the Housing, Community and investment 
Department (HCiDLA). 


"My team is thrilled to be able to assist during this major housing emergency 
facing the city," said John Molloy, Flexible PSH Solutions, Inc, "I want to thank 
Councilmember O'Farrell and his staff for working on this project with us.

Los Angeles has long struggled with homelessness. Beginning with the initial boom in 
the early 80s, the problem has been a constant struggle in the City and County. The 
last few years has seen a dramatic uptick in the number of people living on the streets, 
accompanied by the now-ubiquitous site of tents on sidewalks. The problem has 
become a national story a political hot-button topic, even raised during presidential 
debates.

Today it was brought to the owners attention by a tenant at 5816 La Mirada that as a direct consequence of the unsafe demolition methods as yet 
incomplete at the property at 5814 La Mirada that what looks like a 4x4 beam struck the window of one of the units at my clients building 
causing significant damage. The fact that no effort was made to contact my client or any of the tenants to find out the extent and scope of the 
injuries and damage to the owner and the tenants speaks volume as to methodologies being employed. Your client should immediately place its 
insurance company on notice of the damage and supervise the as yet incomplete demolition. Your client is instructed to cease and desist the 
demolition until further investigation is complete. Please also provide contact information for the ownership and the demolition contractors 
information. Pictures were taken and my client and their expense on this thanksgiving weekend are doing what they able to mitigate damage. 
Continued demolition under the methodologies employed to date will inevitably result additional exposure to your client.

I want to update you on the status of our window. At some point on Friday afternoon iny roommate, Maddy 
Mcgee’s, bedroom window was shattered by a long wooden beam that lodged itself directly at the head of her bed. 
This occurred as a result of the construction happening next door. 

Today I went down to assess the damage and determine next steps. I met Maurice and we both took some pictures 
to document the damage which I’ll attach below. I then called Arturo who came over to clean up the glass and 
board up the window. The beam was lodged in so tight from the debris next door that he had to saw it in half to 
remove it from the window. He then nailed the window shudder into the frame and covered the open window with 
cardboard and tape. 

In regards to the heater, Arturo was able to light the pilot, but then discovered that the thermostat is broken, so we 
have to hook and unhook wires to turn our heater on. Arturo said he will fix this when he comes back to fix the 
window.

HOLY GREAT MARTYR CATHERINE - December 7th 

We behold today three events. We are still basking in the radiance of the feast of the Entry of the Most 
Holy Theotokos into the Temple: For mankind, this jsone of the brightest/ most wondrous feastsLdne 
of us, the Virgin Mary, entered into the very depths of God's mystery. Her Entry into the temple, her life 
in the Holy of Holies are an image of how from an early age she entered into Divine realms, into the 
very depths, the very treasure-house of relationships, communion of the human soul with the Living 
God in prayer: not into the saying of prayers, not into many words, but into the deepness if the sacred 
shrine which made her the Mother of God. On the day of the Entry into the Temple of the Most Pure 
Theptokos the greatness of man is revealed before us, for man is able to enter into these mysterious, 
wondrous depths and commune with God in His holy place. 

We celebrate today also the day of St. Catherine of Alexandria. She was also young girl, eighteen years 
old, when she had to stand before human judges. Betrayed by her pagan parents for believing in Christ, 
she was abandoned by all her blood relatives, the closest people she had, and she was left to stand 
alone before the judge from whom she could expect no mercy, surrounded by a crowd from whom she 
could expect nothing but enmity. 

And to her also occurred what we read today in the Gospel passage appointed for her commemoration 
day; about what will happen when the end of time approaches: There will be wars and rumors of wars, 
earthquakes, people will rise up against people, nations against nations; hatred will possess thousands 
of people /. 

This hatred first of all crashes down upon those who believe in Christ, because we who believe in 
Christ—like the Mother of God, like the young, fragile and unconquerable Catherine—believe in the one 
Lord, the one King, and worship God alone, refusing to worship those idols, be they the authorities or 
others set up around us. We must be ready to be like Catherine and be broughtto human judgment to 
witness, as Christ says; in order to stand before people, and while condemned to imprisonment, to 
torture, and death, we would triumphantly preach our love for God and our faithfulness to Him, and 
demonstrate our unfailing love not only for those who love us, but also for those who hate us, who wish 








us evil, and who do us evil. Then, we will not need to search for words of wisdom; then, we will not need 
to find convincing arguments—faithfulness, love, truth, and holiness can shine forth in that moment 
before people through each one of us far more convincingly than any words. 

Therefore, when we see that the prophecies of Christ are now being fulfilled, and love truly is going 
cold, that there really are rumors noised about wars, kingdom is rising against kingdom, nation against 
nation, betrayal is increasing, and people of faith, people with pure hearts, even the closest relatives of 
persecutors and man-haters are giving 1 th^selye^ should remember Christ's 

words: When you hear all this, look up, and lift your heads (Lk: 21:28), because it means that the time is 
nearing of the final freedom, the final victory of God, the triumph of love, the triumph of Christ... 

Therefore let us learn from the Most Holy Virgin and the fragile and unconquerable Catherine, and from 
the innumerable witnesses of Christ, to live without fear in a terrifying world, to fearlessly await all that 
can happen, and be afraid of only one thing: that faith fade in our hearts, that love die in our hearts, that 
we would cease to be faithful to the end. In patience, in firm faith we will save our souls from destruction 
and decay, and then thousands will be saved around us; in the words of St. Seraphim of Sarov: 

"Acquire the spirit of peace, and thousands will be saved around you " Amen: 

Mark 16:9-20 (3rd Matins Gospel) 

Now when He rose early on the first day of the week, He appeared first to Mary Magdalene, out of 
whom He had cast seven demons. , 

She went and told those who had been with Him, as they mourned and wept. 

And when they heard that He was alive and had been seen by her, they did not believe 

After that, He appeared in another form to two of them as they walked and went into the country. 

And they went and told it to the rest, but they did not believe them either. 

Later He appeared to the eleven as they sat at the table; and He rebuked their unbelief and 
hardness of heart, because they did not believe those who had seen Him after He had risen. 

And He said to them. Go into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature. 

He who believes and is baptized will be saved; but he who does not believe will be condemned. 

And these signs will follow those who believe: In My name they will cast out demons; they will 
: ' ; speak with' new'tongues;;.. 

they will take up serpents; and if they drink anything deadly, it 'will by no means hurt them; they will 
lay hands on the sick, and they will recover.” 



So then, after the Lord had spoken to them, He was received up into heaven, and sat down at the 
' right hand of God. ■ 

And they went out and preached everywh ere, the Lord wo r ki n g w i t h them and confirming the word 
through the accompanying signs. Amen.

LA WATCHDOG—At her first meeting as President of the Los Angeles City Council, Nury Martinez 
discussed her Families First agenda that is based in no small part to her experiences as the daughter of 
hard working immigrants from the Free and Sovereign State of Zacatecas who valued family, education, 
and a better life for their children. 

While her Families First agenda calls for help for the homeless, foster and low income youth, women of 
color, and struggling families that are “one emergency away from a catastrophe,” Martinez wants to hold 
the Los Angeles Housing Service Authority accountable, a task that is long overdue. This will involve 
evaluating LAI ISA, a joint power agency between the City and County, and its governing structure and 
effectiveness in delivering services to the homeless while, at the same time, balancing the rights of 
Angelenos to use our parks and sidewalks without fear. 

But equally important is what she did not say during her thirty minute speech. 

The most significant issue confronting City Council President Martinez is the City’s projected $200 
million deficit.

Marisol, thank you so much again for speaking with me on the phone today, I felt uplifted to have finally heard a friendly and 
helpful voice and am hopeful we can resolve this in an effective way, I know you said to keep it short, but there was so much 
information to pass on that I thought the relevant agencies would find helpful that I decided to include it all, especially links for 
ease of convenience in researching, I apologize for the length, I look forward to hearing any resolution, advice, suggestions. The 
other 16 owners in this historic project are so heartbroken that our beautiful property, that we have so lovingly maintained and 
feel so proud of, developed in close connection with the City Council, and which continues to draw architectural buffs from around 
the world (we hosted a delegation from Sweden two years ago) is going through these headaches and we feel ignored everywhere 
we turn by agencies we thought would protect us and the City's investment in this project - and by companies we thought would 
follow the law, particularly with regards to safety. The language from the letter attached is pasted below: 

LANGUAGE FROM ATTACHED LETTER: 

As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maltman Bungalows Association (contact information at the bottom) and on behalf 
of the owners of said development, I am writing to let you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, which has been 
partially excavated and extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen (all unpermitted in a home 
subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe Airbnb rental and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a 
"legally binding document that is officially recorded and filed with your state") and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of 
the 17 single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 1926, the first development to 
be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by taking advantage of the small lot ordinance "thanks to a unique effort by the City's Planning 
Department" (quote courtesy of media coverage - see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my understanding tax 
credits were granted by the City as it sought to encourage developers to develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows 
won the LA Conservancy Preservation Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book "Best Practices in Development 2009 Award Winning Projects", Then 
Councilmember (now Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silverlake Preservation Society were actively and personally involved in this 
project. I apologize for the length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you immediately and with as much documentation as 
possible. To summarize: 

• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for the driveway and utilities, 

■ Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HOA fee for trash, insurance and gardener, 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council's office following a series of community meetings) included this 
language in the recorded CC&Rs: "No owner shall be permitted to lease such Owner's Lot for transient or hotel 
purposes..." and "No Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty (30) days" (relevant 
portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

■ In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it and unbeknownst to us, 

excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a separate 
entrance, in effect making it a duplex, 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short-term/temporary rental sites, 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did not, we filed a complaint with the 

City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department and a case was opened on April 1, 2015 as "construction done without 

permits or inspections". For some unknown reason the case was closed with no recorded resolution. As an owner of one 
of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been affected by any substandard excavations on the sharply- 
pitched hillside, I believe I have the right to know why that case was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or 
recorded. As you can see from this link to the LADBS website — under the "Permit Information Found" — NO permits have 
been issued on this property beyond that in 2007 when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 
2019, which is also in error as the roof was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the additions to be 
lawful (but not requiring permits), did he consult any recorded deeds?

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to rent the entire house - listing 
both parts of the "Compound" (her advertising phrase) for 9 days). Should the below link not work (I am also fighting with 



Airfanb to remove this listing), I am including herewith pictures and available rental dates from the listing, 
https://www.airbnb.com/rooms/6155680?s=67&shared item tvpe=l&viraliiy entry point=l 

• Ms, Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 {she sold a home in the Bay Area and transferred 
the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a fraction of what the property tax assessment should be. I do not 
begrudge that. But Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “Property tax relief for seniors maybe granted for a single 
family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative housing, community apartment, manufactured 
home subject to local real property tax, or living unit within a larger structure consisting of both residential and non- 
residential accommodations." Does Proposition 60 prohibit turning it into an "income bearing", non-permitted duplex? 
According to the property records, Ms. Maran purchased the SFR for $580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square 
footage and turned it into a duplex and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 {which still lists 
it as a 1 bed/1 bath SFR), https://portai.assessor.lacounty.gov/p3rceldetall/5427022031 Proposition 60 specifically does 
not note "duplex" as one of the covered property types and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It's 
my belief that is because it was not intended for "commercial" or "income producing" units, A unit identical to hers in our 
PUD {not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) just sold for $700,000, Shouldn't she have had to pull 
permits and then be reassessed based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO's legal department and explained the situation, most importantly that they were allowing an 
unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they immediately pulled the listing, 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through their "neighbors complaint" link 
which does not allow for the uploading of documents). Today, I called again asking for a direct email address, phone 
number or name but they refused to provide any and said I had to go through that "neighbors" link. 
https://www.airbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all to no avail. Their constant refrain 
is "we're looking into it," I understand the City Council adopted new regulations effective July 1, 2019 requiring the "host" 
to register their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and receive a Transient Occupancy (Tax) Registration 
Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, was the property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe 
and permitted or if there were Grant Deed CC&Rs recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or 
structural renovations that essentially converted it into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran including the income derived on 
tax forms and paying the requisite income tax? 

So my reasons for writing are thus: 

• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The property is part of a deeded 17 
bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 17ka one. Were geological surveys conducted on the hillside before 
renovation? May I be provided those surveys from LADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe it is also incumbent on 
LADBS to supply that information to the Maltman Bungalows HOA who may have been affected by a lack of lawful permits 
and any corresponding hillside surveys not being conducted. If permits are to be granted - will they comport with the 
restricting deeds on this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i,e., obtaining permits/registrations, paying taxes, 
declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid litigation, arbitration, etc. We 
are a small community of homeowners, self-manage and just want to protect this amazing project, not be subjected to 
someone using it for one owner's financial gain at the rest of our and the City's expense. You have no idea how much it 
has affected us- increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on our private driveway {which has posted signage noting 
such), increased safety issues, etc. 1 like Airbnb, I've used it myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and 
knows it is, in violation. Please help us protect this historic project. We host at least one tour per year {UCLA and USC 
urban planning students who've undertaken writings on the project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts 
from around the world; urban developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development along with 
the developer as a model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a community the City should be proud of helping 
to develop and help seek to protect, not allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be 
turned into a transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules, 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are complying with local rules that 
impact communities. I am highly aware that we face an affordable housing shortage in this city, and a spiraling homeless 
problem. New York is putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those homeowners with building violations. I do 
believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an enforcement model. Government agencies {but not 
concerned or affected citizens) are permitted to file code violations on Airbnb by accessing https://airbnb- 
legal.force.com/s/login/?ianguage=en US,

8.3.2 No sign or billboard of any kind shall be displayed by any Owner on any 
portion of the Project or Lot, except one sign of reasonable size, advertising that the 
particular Lot is for sale or rent, or except by Declarant in connection with initial sales of 
the Lots. No provision herein shall be read or construed to prohibit the posting or 
displaying of noncommercial signs, posters, flags, or banners on or in an Owner’s separate 
Lot in accordance with California Civil Code Sections 1353.5 and 1353.6. All such, 
posters, flags, or banners shall be permitted only so long as they are in good, presentable 
condition. 

8.3.3 No noxious or offensive activity shall be carried on (i) in any Lof (ii) in 
any part of the Project, (iii) or on any public street abutting or visible from the Project; nor 
shall anything be done thereon which may be, or may become, an annoyance or nuisance 
to the neighborhood, or which shall in any way obstruct or interfere with the rights or quiet 
enjoyment of each of the Owners of his respective Lot or which shall in any way increase 
the rates of insurance paid by any other Owner. All horns, whistles, bells or other sound 
devices* except security devices used exclusively to protect the security of a residence or 
vehicle and its contents, are also prohibited. Noisy, unsightly, unusually painted or smoky 
vehicles, large power equipment and large power tools (excluding equipment used in 
connection with ordinary landscape maintenance), off-road motor vehicles or items which 
may unreasonably interfere with television or radio reception to any Lot and objects which 
create or emit loud noises or noxious odors may not be located, used or placed in the 
Project or on any public street abutting or visible from the Project unless placed and 
maintained entirely within a Lot and obscured from view. No plants or seeds infected with 
noxious insects or plant diseases may be brought upon, grown or maintained within the 
Project. 


8.3.4 Except as hereinafter provided, only authorized vehicles shall be permitted 
within the Project. 
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8.3.4.1, The following vehicles are “Authorized Vehicles”; standard 
passenger vehicles, including automobiles, passenger vans designed to accommodate ten (10) or 
fewer people, and motorcycles and pickup trucks having a manufacturer’s rating or payload 
capacity of one (1) ton or less.

Under no circumstances shall such vehicle repair be permitted 
on any driveway within the Project, except in the event of an emergency. No inoperative 
automobile shall be permitted to remain upon the Project unless placed and maintained entirely 
within a garage and obscured from the view of the adjoining Lots, the central driveway and 
adjoining street. The foregoing restriction shall not he deemed to prevent washing and polishing 
of Authorized Vehicles, together with those activities normally incident and necessary to such 
washing and polishing. 

8.3.4.2. The following vehicles are “Prohibited Vehicles”: (a) recreational 
vehicles (e.g. motorhomes, travel trailers, camper vans and boats), (b) commercial-type vehicles 
(e.g., stakebed trucks, tank trucks, dump trucks, step vans, concrete trucks, and limousines), (c) 
buses or vans designed to accommodate more that ten (10) people, (d) vehicles having more than 
two (2) axles, (e) trailers, (f) inoperable vehicles or parts of vehicles, (g) aircraft, and (h) any 
other vehicles not classified as Authorized Vehicles. Prohibited Vehicles may not be parked, 
stored or kept within the Project unless placed and maintained entirely within a covered parking 
space and obscured from view. Prohibited Vehicles may not be parked on any street adjacent to 
or visible from the Project. If a vehicle qualifies as both an Authorized Vehicle and a Prohibited 
Vehicle, then the vehicle is presumed to be a Prohibited Vehicle. Subject to the restriction on 
Prohibited Vehicles, all vehicles owned or operated by or in the control of an Owner or a resident 
on an Owner’s Lot and kept in the Project must be parked in the assigned garage or 
accompanying tandem parking space of that Owner to the extent of the space available; however, 
each Owner shall ensure that any such garage meets all applicable requirements of the City.

As a member of the Board of Directors of the Maltman Bungalows Association (contact 
information at the bottom) and on behalf of the owners of said development, I am writing to let 
you know of an issue at 924 Maltman Avenue, an SFR, which has been partially excavated and 
extensively renovated to add an additional one bedroom, one bath, and kitchen (all unpermitted 
in a home subject to Hillside Area Zoning Codes) and is being used as a potentially unsafe 
Airbnb rental and in violation of recorded CC&Rs (a “legally binding document that is officially 
recorded and filed with your state”) and City of Los Angeles rules. This address is one of the 17 
single family residence (SFR) bungalows in the historic Maltman Bungalows, originally built in 
1926, the first development to be fully renovated and sold as SFRs by taking advantage of the 
small lot ordinance “thanks to a unique effort by the City’s Planning Department” (quote 
courtesy of media coverage — see links and more at the end of this email) and it is my 
understanding tax credits were granted by the City as it sought to encourage developers to 
develop affordable housing. The Maltman Bungalows won the LA Conservancy Preservation 
Award, was an ULI Award for Excellence Finalist and has been featured in numerous articles 
(LA Times, Architectural Record, etc.) as well as the book “Best Practices in Development 2009 
Award Winning Projects”. Then Councilmember (now r Mayor) Eric Garcetti and the Silverlake 
Preservation Society were actively and personally involved in this project. I apologize for the 
length of the email but I wanted to get it off to you imm ediately and with as much documentation 
as possible. To summarize: 

• This PUD community consists of 17 bungalows, individually owned, with easements for 
the driveway and utilities. 

• Controlled by legally recorded CC&Rs; and has a monthly HOA fee for trash, insurance 
and gardener. 

• Original developers (on the advice of the City Council’s office following a series of 
community meetings) included this language in the recorded CC&Rs: “No owner shall 
be permitted to lease such Owner’s Lot for transient or hotel purposes..and “No 
Owner may lease less than the entire Lot or for a period of less than thirty (30) days” 
(relevant portions of the CC&Rs attached). 

• In 2013, Meredith Maran purchased the bungalow at 924 Maltman, began renovating it 
and unbeknownst to us, excavated out the bottom half of the house to include an 
additional bedroom, bathroom and kitchen, with a separate entrance, in effect making it a 
duplex. 

• She then began renting the bottom unit on Airbnb, VRBO, and other short¬ 
term/temporary rental sites. 

• She was told by the HOA Board to immediately cease and desist doing so. When she did 
not, we filed a complaint with the City of Los Angeles Building & Safety Department 
and a case was opened on April 1, 2015 as “construction done without permits or 
inspections”. For some unknown reason the case was closed with no recorded resolution. 
As an owner of one of the bungalows, with a shared easement that may have been 
affected by any substandard excavations on the sharply-pitched liillside, I believe I liave 
the right to know why that case was closed with no permits being obtained, issued or 
recorded. As you can see from this link to the L ADBS website — under the “Permit 
Information Found” — NO permits have been issued on this property beyond that in 2007 
when the developers rehabbed the entire project (and a cool roof in 2019, which is also 
in error as the roof was actually installed on another home). If the inspector found the 



additions to be lawful (but not requiring permits), did lie consult any recorded deeds?

• As of today the property is listed on Airbnb (in this particular listing, she is attempting to 
rent the entire house — listing both parts of the “Compound” (her advertising phrase) for 9 
days). Should the below link not work (I am also fighting with Airbnb to remove this 
listing), I am including herewith pictures and available rental dates from the listing.

• Ms. Maran purchased this home using the tax benefits of Proposition 60 (she sold a home 
in the Bay Area and transferred the property tax base). Therefore, she is paying a 
fraction of what the property tax assessment should be. I do not begrudge th at. But 
Proposition 60 provides, in pertinent part, “ Property tax relief for seniors may be granted 
for a single family residence, condominium, unit in planned development, cooperative 
homing community apartment\ manufactured home subject to local real property tax, or 
living unit within a larger structure consisting of both residential and non-residential 
accommodations.” Does Proposition 60 prohibit turning it into an “income bearing”, non- 
permitted duplex? According to the property records, Ms. Maran purchased the SFR for 
$580,000 in 2013 then, in effect, doubled the square footage and turned it into a duplex 
and yet will only be paying an assessed value of $293,818 for year 2020 (which still lists 
it as a 1 bed/'l bath SFR). https://portal.assessor.lacountv.gov/parceldeta i l/5427022031 
Proposition 60 specifically does not note “duplex” as one of die covered property types 
and only refers to covered units in the singular, not the plural. It’s my belief that is 
because it was not intended for “commercial” or “income producing” units. A unit 
identical to hers in our PUD (not excavated or doubled in size as she has done to hers) 
just sold for $700,000. Shouldn’t she have had to pull permits and then be reassessed 
based on the additions like anyone else? 

• When I called VRBO’s legal department and explained the situation, most importantly 
that they were allowing an unpermitted, possibly unsafe space to be represented, they 
immediately pulled the listing. 

• I have filed numerous complaints with Airbnb (the only way you can do so is through 
their “neighbors complaint” link which does not allow for the uploading of documents). 
Today, I called again asking for a direct email address, phone number or name but they 
refused to provide any and said I had to go through that “neighbors” link. 
https://www.aifbnb.com/neighbors We have made complaints on several occasions, all 
to no avail. Their constant refrain is “we’re looking into it.” I understand the City 
Council adopted new regulations effective July 1,2019 requiring the “host” to register 
their home (and pay an $89 registration fee) to the City and receive a Transient 
Occupancy (Tax) Registration Certificate. Has this been done on this property? If so, 
was the property inspected to make sure the conditions were safe and permitted or if there 
were Grant Deed CC&Rs recorded with the property that prohibited short term rentals or 
structural renovations that essentially converted it into a rentable duplex? Is Ms. Maran 
including the income derived on tax forms and paying the requisite income tax? 

So my reasons for writing are thus: 



• Please investigate why permits have not been issued on this extensive renovation. The 
property is part of a deeded 17 bungalow unit PUD complex, not as part of a 1714 one. 
Were geological surveys conducted on the hillside before renovation? May I be provided 
those surveys from L ADBS? If permits were not pulled, I believe it is also incumbent on 
LADBS to supply that information to the Mail m an Bungalows HOA who m ay have been 
affected by a lack of lawful permits and any corresponding hillside surveys not being 
conducted. If permits are to be granted — will they comport with the restricting deeds on 
this PUD community? 

• Please insure the house is being properly assessed based on its current square footage. 

• Why Is Airbnb allowed to represent an unpermitted, potentially unsafe house? 

• Has the owner/host properly followed rules in renting her property (i.e., obtaining 
permits/registrations, paying taxes, declaring the income)? 

• Please provide us with information on how we can enforce these rules. We want to avoid 
litigation, arbitration, etc. We are a small co mm unity of homeowners, self-manage and 
just want to protect this amazing project, not be subjected to someone using it for one 
owner’s financial gam at the rest of our and the City’s expense. You have no idea how 
much it has affected us — increased traffic, late night arrivals, trespassing on our private 
driveway (which has posted signage noting such), increased safety issues, etc. I like 
Airbnb, I’ve used it myself in the past, but this is clearly a case where it is, and knows it 
is, in violation. Please help us protect this historic project. We host at least one tour per 
year (UCLA and USC urban planning students who’ve undertaken writings on the 
project; architectural and sustainable urban dwelling experts from around the world; 
urban developers; and architectural buffs). We continue to showcase the development 
along with the developer as a model in affordable and responsible urban living. It is a 
community the City should be proud of helping to develop and help seek to protect, not 
allow an unpermitted and potentially unsafe portion of one of the units to be turned into a 
transient or short-term rental in violation of City and CC&R rules. 

• Please consider using this as a test case with Airbnb and help us to insure that they are 
complying with local rules that impact co mm unities. I am highly aware that we face an 
affordable housing shortage in this city, and a spiraling homeless problem. New York is 
putting teeth in the fight and at a minimum, citing those homeowners with building 
violations. I do believe this particular property offers the City of Los Angles an 
enforcement model. Government agencies (but not concerned or affected citizens) are 
permitted to file code violations on Airbnb by accessing https://airbnb- 
k-gal.force.com/sdogin/71ariguage-en US .

Executive Summary; 

The Echo Park United Methodist Church (EPUMC), located at 1226 Alvarado St., serves as a 
hub for the homeless community of Echo Park The church site is the first location selected by 
City of Los Angeles to host a mobile shower in support of providing services to the local 
homeless community. Mobile showers are operated by Urban Alchemy on Tuesday and 
Thursday weekly. The SELAH Neighborhood Homeless Coalition in conjunction with the 
Church and local community organizations have initiated additional homeless services around 
the availability of showers. The community organizers initiated hot meal and clothing 
distribution on Tuesday’s, starting September 17 th , 2019.The church has a kitchen and dining 
area accessible near the showers. This request is for additional kitchen equipment in form of an 
ice maker and freezer to improve on church’s capability to serve the homeless community in 
Echo Park. 

Statement of Need: 

SELAH Neighborhood Homeless Coalition is organizing the hot meal program in conjunction 
with EPUMC. Echo Park Neighborhood Council (EPNC) is supporting this community effort. 

The hot meal program is organized around the availably of mobile showers provided by City of 
Los Angeles. The church has a kitchen and dining area used by church members and 
community organizations. EPUMC kitchen is limited in scale and has limited availability of 
kitchen equipment. The showers can serve up to 40 people each day. The local homeless 
population is 376 based on the 2019 homeless count conducted by Los Angeles Homeless 
Service Authority (LAHSA) . Many of the neighboring communities with easy access to EPUMC 
also have large homeless populations. The equipment such as ice maker and freezer are 
needed to scale up food preparation capability of EPUMC. 

Goals and Objective: 

It is well known that Los Angeles is in midst of existential homelessness crisis. The Echo Park 
community is well impacted by this city-wide crisis. The Source a program by Los Angeles City 
Library and Department of Mental Health next door at Edendale library is more than one year 
old. The Edendale Library site has also been approved to host Safe Parking program starting 
shortly. The church and the local community; are willing and able to build upon existing city 
services with the goal of offering homeless people an opportunity to connect with a variety of 
social services, including healthcare, legal assistance and a path to long-term housing. The hot 
meal program in addition to showers are the firststep in building and expanding on these 
services. 




Methods and Strategies: 

The community organizers initiated hot meal and clothing distribution on Tuesday's, starting 
September 17 th , 2019. SELAH NHC has been operating a weekly shower and hot meal 
program on Saturday s at nearby Silvertake Community Church. EPUMC and community 
organizations have been involved in these activities and have replicated this program in Echo; 
Park. The request is to help scale up a hot meal program at EPUMC, The intent is to build 
upon experiences gained and expand the homelessness support services at EPUMC. 
Sjlverlake Community Church is another site selected by City of Los Angeles to host mobile 
showers and similar efforts are underway at their location. 

Evaluation: 

There is agreement between SEL^H NHC, EPUMC and EPNC and to build upon city provided 
homeless services. EPNC worked with the EPUMC to provide the infrastructure for mobile 
showers at the church parking lot., which led to selection of this site as the first mobile shower 
site operated by Urban Alchemy. Our success can be measured by the number of homeless 
serviced at EPUMC and the expansion of these services in Echo Park area. 

Budget: 

Undercounter commercial ice makers range in price from $1,500 to $4,000. Reach in 
commercial freezers range in price from $2,000 to S5,000. Examples of both are shown below 
The request is to provide up to $5,000 to cover both needs and/or provide these equipment on 
loan to EPUMC.

Apparently, tie Demolition for 5814 La Mirada, that we have corresponded about, is apparently being done improperly and may not possibly 
being done per Code, including the performance of pre-demo inspections and clearances. I believe that demo was started on Thanksgiving when 
ail City offices are dosed. I never received any notice of demolition from the owner of this property. As you are all aware this neighbor has 
created a Nuisance by allowing squatters, trespassers, drug addiris, etc. stay on site. 

I received a complaint from tenants that stated a hage BEAM fell from the next door property during demolition and crashed thru thdr window, 
onto their bed and caused damages. THIS COULD HAVE CAUSED SERIOUS INJURY ORDEATH,.Piease seethe attached photos. The owner 
and contractor did not come to my property' to check on the tenants to see if anyone was injured, did not come to the property to check to see 
what damages they created and did not leave a note to contact them regarding damages to my building. This is improper. I do not believe that 
the Demolition is being done pursuant to the rule of law. Building and Safety codes. Health Codes and wi th any respect and consideration for the 
neighbors and tenants at my building. I have been wri ting about this for a while now, while the ownership of 5814 La Mirada has a "devil may 
care attitude", does not provide contact information, does not respond properly to emails we write with a name of a responsible party and Mr.

T oday it was brought to the owners attention by a tenant at 5816 La Mirada that as a direct consequence of the unsafe demolition methods as yet 
incomplete at the property at 5814 La Mirada that what looks like a 4x4 beam struck the window of one of the units at my clients building 
causing significant damage. The fact that no effort was made to contact my client or any of the tenants to find out the extent and scope of the 
injuries and damage to the owner and the tenants speaks volume as to methodologies being employed. Your dient should immediately place its 
insurance company on notice of the damage and supervise the as yet incomplete demolition. Your client is instructed to cease and desist the 
demolition until further investigation is complete. Please also provide contact information for the ownership and the demolition contractors 
information. Pictures were taken and my client and their exp ense on this thanksgiving weekend are doing what they able to mitigate damage. 
Continued demolition under the methodologies employed to dale will inevitably result additional exposure toyour dient.

I want to update you on the status of our window. At some point on Friday afternoon my roommate, Maddy 
Mcgee’s, bedroom window was shattered by a long wooden beam that lodged itself directly at the head of her bed. 
This occurred as a result of the construction happening next door. 

Today I went down to assess the damage and determine next steps. I met Maurice and we both took some pictures 
to document the damage which I’ll attach below. I then called Arturo who came over to clean up the glass and 
board up the window. The beam was lodged in so tight from the debris next door that he had to saw it in half to 
remove it from the window. He then nailed the window shudder into the frame and covered the open window with 
cardboard and tape. 

In regards to the heater, Arturo was able to light the pilot, but then discovered that the thermostat is broken, so we 
have to hook and unhook wires to turn our heater on. Arturo said he will fix this when he comes back to fix the 
window.

• 5,372 pounds of trash collected by the homeless for they were paid $888 dollars. (We actually use a large scale that 
measures the trash the homeless sweep-up and bag and the each bag they collect gets weighed and then they get paid.)
